I know not yet what the Aumjl's intentions are ; but thi^ 
is certain, that he is coUeding his forces from every quar- 
ter under the fpecious plea of muflering them. As I 
ihonld highly experience the want of artillery men in cafe 
pf any attack on this place, I have wrote to Sir John'Cumr 
ming, requefting that a detachment may be fent down wit!> 
all expedition, having at prefent only a few lafcars to work 
the guns. 

Should it appear to yqu that the Anmil has hoftile inten- 
tions, I think the two companies of Major Scott's regi- 
ment, How on their march to Lucknow, might be orderec^ 
to joiq me, as alfo three or four from the LucknoM): or Ky- 
■ rabad ftations. As Major Dunn has above two companies 
^etachpd, and I have nearly one, flioijld the Aumil draw 
this way, apparently hoftile, I mean'to quit the canton- 
ments, carrying with me the park and magazine,' and 
move to a poft near the Caunpore old lines, where Khali 
be enabled to withftand hiff attack; and any attempt to 
preferve fo ftragghng a place as thofe cantonments would 
beufelefs, imp ra6li cable, and divide my force.

I am favoured with your letter of the 1 ith current, en» 
tlofing copy of your letter to Colonsl Morgan^ together' 
with a ftate of Almas's force. If you think there be im- 
inediate danger to the magazine,, &c. at Cawnpore, and in 
cafe Colonel Morgan have not, in confequence of your in- 
formation, either left a reinforcement, or halted himfelf 
jiear Cawnpore, in my opinion the inoft eligible mode 
would be to order the regiment at Kayrabad thither imme- 
diately.

I dition, where he will arrive in two days j and now I have 
pnly one regiment of fepoys with me. Bui I cannot 
Jhink that Almas has any intention of diflurbing the fta-i 
tions at Cawnpore. However, as Colonel Sir John Cum- 
jning is now in full force, being Joined by Major Duncan 
with two regiments, I hope and flatter myfelf you have 
wrote to him upon the fuhje£t, as I recommended it to you 
in my letter of the 27th Auguft laft, to which I refer yoij 
for what I thought neceffary to be faid on the fuhjeifi : he 
will not fail to give every affillance the occ^ion requires foe 
the proteflion of the Cawnpore Jlation, if you havewrota 
to him.

We are neaf five months in arrears, which 
even in plaitiful feafons would be very diftreffing, but ia 
the prefent fcarcity is infupportable J nof am I without ap* 
prehenfionsof the moft alarming eonfequences, if fome 
moms are not fallen on to fupply the troops with fubfif- 
tence. It is tru» we have a detachment at Chaprampw that 
has hitherto furnifiied grain, by feiziiig oli the hoards at 
that place ; but I have been hitherto partlculaily attentive 
that not a grain of corn Hiould be taken ai^ay till paid fbrj 
and indeed, were it otherwife, the people all over the coun- 
try would be alarmed, and do any thing with their property 
rather than let it fall into our hands.

AofWei to the Interrogatories from the Honourable

ift Queflion. 

In reply to this queAion, I do not recolleit to have heard 
Mr. Eriftow fay that he had or would forbid Hyder Beg 
Cawn's informing the Governor General "of the ftate ot 
•* affairs at Lucknow ;" but I heard Mr. Briftow exprefs a 
fort of diftruft and difpleafure that Hyder Beg Cawn either 
had or would complain againft him. 

■ 2d. The MiniAer, Hyder Beg ;Cawn, came in my room 
fome time in November, 1782, appearing anxious, andtotd 
/me, that Mr. Briftow had required of him the loan of 
twenty-five lacks of rupees ; that he had reprefented to him 
it was not in his power to do it, and had explained his rea- 
fons : notwithftanding he feared Mr. Briftow did not believe 
. him ; on which account the Minifter, Hyder Reg Cawn, 
defired me to fpeak to Mr. Briftow of the impolBbility of 
his lending fuch ^ (um, "being already indebted to bankers, 
•' fliroffs, and other perfons, from whom he had been 
** obliged to borrow for the immediate expences of his Ex- 
" cdllency ; and without difcharging thofe debt;, for which 
'** he had already fettled a mode of payment^ (if Mr. Bri£- 
*' tow did not prevent him) he could not, with any degree 
* of propriety, borrow more." 

He alio explained the total of thefe debts, and faid* 
*' that, once they were liquidated, with proper truft and 
" fupport, the former of which he feared Mr. Briftow had. 
*' not in him ; that he would be able to borrow large fiimE> 
" though money was fcarce ; and that, by a good harmony ■ 
.-" and underilantling, he was in hopes that the Company a - 

" and, 
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•* and his Excellency the Vizier's buHnefs would b« car- 
** ried on with cafe, and profper accordingly." 

The above I related word for word to Mr. Briftow, and 
explained alfo my opinion of the general fcarcity of money, 
and the neceflity of giving confidence and keeping a good 
underflanding With his Excellency and the Minifter, Hyder 
Beg Cawn. Of this laft, particularly, I mentioned his 
great attachment to our intereft ; his abilities, honeAy, and 
alCntereftednefs, in the management of the covintry; and 
that I had reafons to think he had not fuch a fum by him, 

' or any like it, in ready caAi, as was demanded of him. In 
anfner to this, as far as I can recollet^ Mr. Brillow re- 
plied, that, with regatd to Hyder Beg Cawn's having no 
ready calh, and his not being able to advance the fum 
above mentioned, " it was all a fliam from him; that 
^ he was worth lai^ fums> and had accumulated great 
" wealth," &C. ' 

On another day the Minifter, Hyder Beg Cawn, either 
came himfelf, or fent me a man, to let me know that Mr. 
Briftow ftill infifted on his lending him the fum befttre men- 
tioned; and that, in cafe he would not lend fuch a fum, he, 
Mr. Briftow, would, by a change in the office, find ano- 
ther Minifter who fliould lend it : and that, Gnce it appear- 
ed Mr. Briftow ftill entertained prejudices againft him, and 
was refolved to difmHs him from his office, as he had con- 
ducted himfelf with applaule towards his mafter, the Vizter, 
and the Company, he would requeft to have the Company's 
proteflion, and retire with his family and property on the 
Company's territories ; for he was not able to find fuch a 
fum, nor knew how to get it from -any body : that the ruf- 
*foDra allowed him he would giv? an account of, the whole 
having been expended either by him or the Nabob : that he 

. thought his enemies had prevailed on Mr. Briftow ; and, as 
it appeared Mr. Briftow intended turning him away, he 
begged I would explain the above ):o him, that he might 
have leave to retire fafe with his family and projierty. Al! 
this I mentioned to Mr. Briftow, and gave him alfo my 
opinion of the impropriety of diftrefllng him, &c. Mr. 
Briftow ftill obferved, that, in his opinion, the Minifter, 
Hyder Beg Cawn, was worth immenfe fums, &c. That, 
in regard to the taking the office from him, that the Gover- 
nor General had given him full power to do it ; hut that he 
thought Hyder Beg Cawn was as good a man for it as any 
other, accordingly he had no intention to difmifs him from 
his office; buLthat he ought to lend as much money as he 
could. At the feme time Mr. Briftow alfo requefted of me 
10 lend all the money I could, faying, that he would bor- 
low frojn the bankers, ftirofts, and others, all that he could, 
jofllbly get ; aOting ray opinion of the fuips 1 thought he 
- ' would 
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.would be able to borrow in the province of Oude; which F 
gave him, as alfo my reafons for not having it in my poweC 
to lend any at that time. The Minifter, as I fuppofed* 
being anxious for an anfwer, either came himfelf, or fen( 
bis man, 1 do not remember which ; but I do recolleft 
that I fent him word " not to be under any apprehenfioa 
' *' of his being difmlfled for his not being able to lend thd 
« money, Mr. Briftow having told me that he Would not 
« do it ; but, on the contrary, I was in hopes Mr. Briftovf 
** would change his mind ; and if he was a£1ting from preJ 
*' judices, or the perfuafions of his enemies, that the fal-J 
" lacy of their infinuations would foon come to light, and 
" he would be undeceived : not to be under any fear of be- 
" ing difmiffed, but to obey every order Mr. Briftow might 
" chufe to give him : that though Mr, Briftow appeared to 
« be hafty, he had no bad intention ; and by obeying, and 
** afling uprightly, he would foon gain his conStfence, and 
* by tbat means defeat the artful infinuations of his ene-^ 
** miM." This anfwer I gave entirely of myfelf, after ha- 
ving received the anfwer above mentioned, ornearly, from 
Mr. Briftow ; and the Minifter fent me word that he wouM 
ro to Mr. Briftow : and as his man did not appear much 
iatisfiied, I wrote to Mr. Briftow to the fame purport as re-* 
lated above. Of this letter I have not kept a copy ; but I 
found a note of Mr. Briftow to me without date, which I 
have reafon to think is an anfwer to my reprefentaf ion ort 
this fubje£t, as this note exprefles, " he had had a fatisfac-" 
*' tory explanation with Hyder Beg Caw n, and that I need 
" not be apprehenGve of his wanting to play him off." 

3d. I cannot be pofitive to this (jueftion ; but, as far at 
I can recoiled:, I heard either from Mr. Eriflow, or th« 
Minifter, Hydcr Beg Cawn, that fuch' papers had been re- 
quired from the [alter, and, T think they were delivered. 

4th. What I can r^olleiS about this queftion is, that t 
have. heard at times Nfl. Briftow mention, that he had upoit 
him the whole refponfibihty of the revenues of the provinca 
of Oude; that not a rupee ftionid be given or paid without 
his knowledge, and he meant to make a reform. In the end 
of December or January laft he fliewed me a letter, afking 
Ine what I thought of it? He faid he was writing to ths 
honourable Board, in which he propofed to eftablifti a Trea* 
furer Dewan and Audawlut, and alfo recommending perfonsi 
of his acquaintances to fuperintend thofe offices. On this 
letter I remarked to Mr. Briftow, that thofe offices were al- 
ready in being, and even held by the perfons he had recom- 
mended : that I thought they were difpleafed of the Nabob 
and Minifler's meafure, and, if he intended to fet them up- 
againft the Nabob and his Miniftcrs, I Was afraid he would 
meet with ma.ny obftacles and difficulties in efittfUng his 
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^tui '■ that, Is far as I knew, the Nabob Vitier feemeJ 
fubmif&ve enoogh to every plan recommended to him by 
the Governor General and Council ; but that, without 
fiich a recommendation ftroiigly enforced, he would find 
bim very obflinate in this a^ir, particularly on acnsunt 
of the control which would he put on him by thefe offices 
in the manner propofed, and the increafe of expences and 
emoluments that would follow of courfe. 

That, above all, the Viiier would be very loth to alloir 
any attempt to control his privy purfe and houfehold ex- 
pences, and would do every thing in his power to avoid it. 
On thefe or other reafotis he had ot)ter Aumils, on whom 
he allows or gives no jaydauds or tunkahs for the Company, 
■s that he may receive his rent dire£lly from them. That 
if any irregularities exiHed in the above-named offices, as 
they ftood at prefent, I was perfuaded that they would 
be remedied by the Nabob or his Minifler, after a proper 
reprefentation by him, (Mr. Briflow) &£• In reply, Mr. 
Briftow faid many things tn fupport of his project of re- 
. form and control ; and alM told him then, and at different 
other times, availed little, by what appeared afterwards, 

5th. To anfwer this quelUon as fully as I can, I beg; 
leave to reprefent, that Mr. Briftow at different times 
mentioned to me, (I fuppofc for th« purpofe of my inform- 
ing Hydcr Beg Cawn) that he (the Minifter) would not 
obey him, and that in confequence he would be obliged to 
Baake a change in that office. This was always faid in 
terms and in a manner implying great difpleafure, but 
without Mr, Brifiow's mentionining in what particular 
point Hyder Beg Cawn had not obeyed him. I informei 
Hyder Beg Cawn's man of what Mr. Briftow had faid, but 
without telling him any thing of '}A.y. Briftow's difpleafure, 
or the intended change he had talked oC In return, he af- 
fured me his maAer had told him to inform m^ he had hi- 
therto obeyed every order of Mr. Briftow, and that he 
would be happy if Mr. Briftow would point out the parti- 
cular inftance m which he had not : that I ftiould then be 
convinced of the contrary. This I related to Mr. Briftow, 
and defired he would accordingly name out the particular 
point he had to complain of. Mr. Briftow replied to me, 
nc would not have a third perfon; tliat the man muft truft 
to him, or words to that purpofe. To this I anfwered, that 
fte had then no occaTion to tell me his ftories about Hyder 
Beg Cawn, and to talk to me of the fubjefts of difpleafure 
, fce pretended to receive from him, as it was no bufinefs of 
mine. Still, however, at feveral times after, Mr. Briftow 
and I had different converfations ori the fame fubjeiSl; he 
faying that Hyder BegCawn would not obey him, and I 
ipCftinj on it he would. About this time Hyder Beg 
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Ciwn came to my houfe ; I told him that tlie bufioefs id 
debate between hira and Mr. Briftow muft be a mattsr of X 
very fecret nature, fince neither he or Mr. Briftow WouW 
explain it to me, yet both appeared willing I ihould rhediatfi 
in the affair. After fome hefitation, and premiUng that 
Mr. Briftow had bound him to fecrecy, and begging I would 
not mention what he was going to fay, which 1 promifed I 
would not, Hyder B^ Cawn acquainted me, that Mr. 
BriAow required of him to make up and give bim Shakas iif 
the Vizier's name, without his knowledge or acquiefcence, 
(as he, Hyder Beg Cawn, had reported to Mr. Briftow^ 
that the Vizier would not confent to what was required of 
hipi, viz. the payment of the Futty Ghur detachijient) 
which would ertfure the Jaydauds or Tunkaws neceflarj" 
for the payment of that detachment. This Hyder Beg 
Cawn pretended to me he could not do without the Vi- 
zier's orders or confent, as it was a thing his Highnefs had 
fet himielf againft, and contrary to the treaty he had lately 
CTtered into at Chunar Ghur with the Governor General. 
That, however, if he was ordered to do fo by the honour- 
able Board, he would then, at the rifque of incurring his ' 
Mailer's difpleafure, endeavour to prevail on him to af- 
fent; or, if Mr. Bridow would.give him an order to that, 
purpole, fo as he might be cleared of the blame of fuch an 
a£t, that he would then do it, in expedtation of being fup- 
ported in confequence by him and by the Board. I pro- 
mifed Hyder Beg Cawn I would fpeak to Mr. Briflow on 
this fubjefL, but waited till Mr. Briftow himfelf fpoke firft, 
which was foon after. I then told him, that with refpeil 
to the affair in which he faid Hyder Beg Cawn would not 
obey him, and for which he (Mr. Briftow) faid he had or- 
ders, he had nothing more to do than to give him thofe 
orders, or his own, and I would venture to affure him Hy- 
der Beg Cawn would obey him implicitly; andthat if it 
fliould Happen that he was not able to perfuade his mafter 
the Vizier, he hoped ftiil to do it with the allillance of the 
Refident, or even the Board, if hereafter neceftary. That 
in the mean time, in order to prevent the inconvenience of 
delays, he (Hyder Beg Cawn) would take upon himfelf, in 
the name of his mafter, to do what was wanted, provided 
Mr. Briftow would give him his orders to that effefl. A» 
far as t can recotlefl, Mr. Briftow told me, he had already 
given him orders, but' that the Miniftcr would not obey 
him ; repeated, that he would not have the affiftance of a 
third peifon in this affair; and faid, he would be obliged tcx 
take fome other meafures, He. Several days pafted; I had 
jio vifits, nor heard about the debate, which made ma con^ 
dude Mr. Briftow had reafons to be fatistied with the Mi- 
nifterj until the 2d of February, tbat I fecelved a isefla^f 
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Irom Hyder Beg Cawn, by, a fervant of his, infortning me 
that his life was in danger, on account of Mr. Briflow's 
Itaving complained in fuch a manner againft him to the Vi- 
zier, that he could expedl nothing lefs than to lote it, if he 
Vas not proteifled: in confequence, that he would take re- 
fuge in his (Hriftow's) houie, or inmej until he had fecurity 
- for his life, Sec. The occafion was fo prefling, that althougU 
Mr. BriAow had ihewn me he was not pleafed at my re- 
prefentations in behalf of Hyder Beg Cawn, I could not 
help writing him on that fubjedl; and in his anfwer, 
which appeared to me fatisfaiSory with refpsil to Hyder 
Beg Cawn's fafcty, there was this paragraph : " To give a 
" hipt to his fervant that the bufinefs mull be done ; 'and 
*' the Vizier's obje£tions could only be conlidered as hi« 
** dictating." 

Refpeffing the Tunkaws of the Tookfawai^s, I cannot 
pofitively allert any thing; only I underftood, that during 
the contell relative to the appointment of a Treafurer, 
Dewan^ and Awdawlut, application* was made for fepa rate 
Tunkawt for the Toolcfawars, and that two lacks of ru- 
pees had bccTT paid on that account either to Mr. Briftovr 
or Mr. Cowper's treafurer : that ^he Vizier was difpleafe^ 
pnd threaterted that if Mr. Briftow or Mr. Cowper paid 
thofe, Tookfawars, he fliould no longer look on them as his 
own; and, accordingly, that any fum paid them (hould 
not be on his account. In confequence, I underfland that 
two lacks of repees were fent back to Tipperchund, the Vi- 
zier's Treafurer. ^ 

6th. To this I have to anfwer, iThat a perfon came t© 
me, on the part of Hyder Beg Cawn, to tell me that Mr. 
Briftow had required of him an account of the expcnces of 
the Vizist's houfehold, kitchen, and ftables; and that Hy- 
tier Beg Cawn had given for ahfwerj That he much fearcJ 
the Vizier's difpleafure, if he came to know he ha4 done 
fuch a thing. In anfwer, I defired the above perfon to in- 
form Hyder Beg Cawn, that Mr. Briftow had told me he , 
had power frotp the Governor General and Council, in 
his inftruftions, in cafe Hyder Beg Cawn did not obey 
him, to turn him out of office. That Mr. Briftow had alfo 
told me he was refponfible for all the revenues, &c. as re- 
lated in the anfwer -of the queftions ad and 3d. On thefe 
accounts, I advifed Hyder Beg Cawn to Obey implicitly, 
and deliver to Mr. Briftow the accounts and papers he had 
required; and, in fliort, refufe nothing that was in hi« 
power. That in fo doing I was in hopes they would be 
good friends ; otherwife, as I had heard it from Mr. Briftow, 
Jhat he would be obliged to prefer another Minifter, who 
irp.u}d obey reafoi^ble re^uefts, 
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7tli. To this 1 haVe to anfwcr. That fome time, in at 
about March lafl, I had a meflage from Hyder Beg Cawn, 
by the fame perlbn who ufed to come from him to m^ 
acquainting me, that he was much at a lofs how to afl f 
and begging I would " affift him with Mr. Briftow; who 
*' was furronndctl by his (Hyder Beg Cawn's) enemies, and 
" woold not credit bim in what he faid. The point was, 
" that Mr. Briftow would not fix or fettle the Bunderbuft 
■' for the Company, but infifled on having Jaydaiids or 
" Tunkawsfor 140 lacks of rupees : that Hyder Beg Cawn 
'• had reprefented to Mr. Briilow, it was impofiible for 
" fuch a fum to be raifed from the revenues; and thaj: 
" even the Bunderbuft, fettled by his predeceflbr Mr. Mid* 
♦* dleton, could not without difficulty be realized: that 
" the net revenqes not being much above 172 lacks, and 
•' the difburfementa (including the above 140 lacks) 
" amounting to above two crores, there was ah abfolute 
** neceffity of coming to an arrangement for the prefent 
, *' year : that, inftead of affenting, Mr. Briftow hati only 
•* teftiiied to him (Hyder Beg Cawn) his fufpicions of the 
** many embezzlements and robberies commitled, as he 
•* thought, in the colie^ions and dinjurfemenis: that, io 
*• confequence, he would fettle nothing, until he had full 
•^ accounts of all ditburfements of the different troops^ 
*' the place they were ft^tioned at, and the mode in which 
*' they were paid : that he (Hyder Beg Cawn) had reprc- 
" fented, but without efieit, that to copy fuch accounts 
*« would take op a deal of time, which could not then 
" be conVeniantly fpared." In the end, Hyder BegCawn 
be^ed of me, by his man, to fpeak to Mr. Biiftow, that 
he would finally determine on what was to be paid to the 
Company ; and that the Vizier and him would fipd means^ 
if poffible, to fatisfy every demand. I did fo accordinglyi 
but to little pnrpofe; Mr. Briftow being too much per- 
suaded that he would make many difcoveries of mifma- 
nagement to give up his points. A few days after, I heard 
that all the Muttfuddies of the Treafurer's offices, and the 
Mofliruffk, were attending at Mr. Cowper's from morning 
fill late at night, without intermiftion ; which circumftance 
naturally gave weight to a rumour then fpread, that the 
Vizier and his Minifter would no longer have an author ' 
rity in the management ai their public aftairs. About 
|his time I had another Meflage from Hyder Beg Cawn^ 
b^ging of me to fpeak to Mr. Briftow, and inform him* 
that there was no more time to be loil in the fettling the 
ai^ir of the Coi^pany's Jeydauds or Tunkaws ; or, if he 
did not chufe to do it, to take the fmall remains of In- - 
fluence he (Hyder Beg Cawn) had for that purpofe; and, 
(P indoce Mr. £riftow to a fueedy deteiauQation^ he de-y 
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(ired me to copy a fcheme for the repartition of the reve- 
fiues, and an account of the large fums he had (according 
(o Mr. Briftow) accumulated. Thefe papers I fent to Mr. 
Eriftow, and mentioned to him, that, if he would not de- 
flft from the demand of t^Q lacks, the difference muft 
jjither be borrowed, or retrenched from the ufual expencei 
of the Government : that, in my opinion, no retrenchment 
could be made, but on the Moataynah's troops; and, if he 
pieant fuch retrenchments, the fooner it was done the bet- 
ter, as in a few months more they would have received fo 
much that the propofed reflraint could not anfwer any 
purpofe, particularly as the accounts Mr. Cowper was 
taking were not, by his own account, near a conclufton^ 
nor any thing like it. At firft Mr. Briflow faid he could 
not determine, unlefs he had thofc accounts; but in the 
end, after Mr. Cowper had -retired, who was prefent aC 
firft, he faid, " he would fettle about ii, as there was no' 
" end to thofe accounts." 

8th. To this I can only fay,- tliat, foon after Mr. Brif- 
tow's arrival at this place, it appears he had formed a fcheme 
of bflablifhing a regular corps of fepoys in lieu of the Mou- 
tenah'&; and 1 have heard him fay, that he had wrote, or 
would write, to the Board or Governor General on the fub* 
jei£t, and for a quantity of rejefled arms. He alfo defired 
me to make up fome, and aflted me how many rupees fire- 
locks would coft made here ; on which I reprefented to him, 
that they would come much dearer than thofe which might 
be purchafed in Bengal. With regard to the difcharging 
4000 horfe and 7000 foot, I have heard of fuch an order 
from public report, but do pot recolleft any thing farther 
about it. 

9th. In anfwer to this I beg leave to reprefent, that, 
fome time in January laft, a man of Hyder Beg Cawn's 
fame to me, to tell me that Mr. Briftow had enjouied the 
Minifter not to diiclofe to any one the removal he intended 
to make of the prefent Sezawul of Furrucjsiibad, name^ 
Mahommed Syed Cawn, who was to be relieved by one 
Mahommed Bey ; and that this removal was without the 
Fonfent of the Nabob and his Minifter : that it particularly 
affe£ted this laft, as Mahommed Syed Cawn was a man of 
his own recommendation, and an honell man, on whom he 
could depend, and for whofe good behaviour he would ven-^ 
turc.to become fecurity ; that it was not fo much for the 
like of the office itfelf, that he wifhed Mr. .Briftow to defift 
from his intended appointment, but becaufe it would refieft 
on the Nabohi and take away the remains of his (Hydec 
Beg Cawn's) influence, and put him in a manner in compe- 
tition with a perfon (Ifmael Bey) who had declared himfelf 
^i aypff^d enemy. As Mahommed Bey was a particular 
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friend and dependant of his, that therefore, if this intended 
ap)>ointment wa* to take place, every officer of Govern- 
ment would naturally conclude, that neither the Vizier or 
his Minifter had power to fill or remove from offices, but 
that fuch authority was lodg^ in Hyder Beg Cawn's 
enemy, the friend of Mr. Briflow above Mentioned. I 
was farther dellred very eameftly to endeavour to prevail on 
Mr. Briftow to poftpone that appointment, but to do it in 
the moft delicate manner poXble. I fpoke accordingly to 
Mr. Briftow, and told him I underftood he meant to fend 
3 new Sexawu! to Furruckabad, one Mahojnraed Bey, a 
friend o£ Ifmael Bey, and that_ it was contrary to the Vi- 
zier's and Minifter's inclinationij for which I added many 
reafons. On this Mr. Briftow afked me, whence I had 
heard fuch a report? lanfwtred him, that nothing of fuch 
a nature could be long concealed in a place like this. He 
then faid it was true he had fuch an intention (of removing 
Mahomraed Syed Cawn)but that it was at the recommen- 
dation of Hyder Beg Cawn himfelf. I replied, that I 
thought it rather extraordinary, th.it Hyder Beg Cawn 
ihould remove from an office a man of his own choice, and 
whom he in a manner fupported, to place an enemy of his. , 
To this Mr. Briftx>w again repeated, that it was entirely at 
the Minifter's recommendation; that the Sezawul was re- 
moved, and Mahommed Bey appointed to fucceed. This 
afiertion made me inform Mr. Briftow, that' I had it in 
charge from the Mtniftcr to reprefent to him againft that 
' appointment, for the reafons mentioned abq.ve, and which I 
ei[plained fiilly. If I remember right, Mr. Briftow an- 
fwered me, "it was very extraordinary;" that he would 
fpeak to the Minifter, and explain that matter with him. 
The next day Mr- Briftow fpoke to roe, and told me hp 
had talked with Hyder Beg Cawn about fending Mahom- 
med Beg to Furruckabad; and that he had returned for 
anfwcr, that what Mr. Briftow " was doing, or would do, 
" was well 'done;" On my relating this to the Minifter, 
he acknowledged it was true, that Mr. Briftow had put 
fuch queftions to him, and that he made fuch an anfwer; 
not being able to give him a flat denial : and befides, he 
had beCTi cautioned by nje to obey Mr. Briftow, as related . 
before. 

lo. In anfwer to this queftion I have to reprefent, that, 
at the time alluded to, the Vizier fent me feveral mel&ges, 
defiring me to tell Mr. Briftow, that ** he would not agree 
*' or confent to the appointment of a Treafurer, Dewan, 
*' and Adaulet, in the mode propofed by Mr. Briftow ; and 
•' thatif Mr. Briftow continued to inCft, ashehadfaidhehad 
*' orders from the Board to do it, that the Vizier would be 
f cpmpelied to go in perfon to Calcutta; to reprefent ht« 
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<* cafe, and reafons for Hot agr^dng to ' fucH sppointbenU;* 
** if Mr. BrlAow would not do ix himfelf." I i^okfi ac.r 
Cordingly to Mr. Briilow ; and, as niucii as I can recolIe<£ty 
he told me he had orders from the Board about thofe offices, 
aad he muA obey them. The Nabob agflin fent me a ler- 
Vant of his, to rcqiieft I ^ould intercede with Mr. Briflow, 
' snd engage him to write to the Board, to beg tbcy would 
tountermand the order he faid they had given him. All the 
Unfwer I could obtais from Mr. Briilow was, If the Vitiec 
Ivould write, and fend hini his letter, he would forward it to 
the Board.— Another time I had another meilage from the 
iVizlerby th'efame man, who told me he was fcnt, st tm 
^rticuUr defire of the Nabob, to explain to me that Mr. 
Sriftow had, in a late conference, made ufe of very harlh 
expre^ons towards him, fucH as the Governor General and 
Council themfelves had never elhploy^d; and that he felt 
them as ftill more humiliating, from their having been 
fpoken in the prefence of Mr. Cowper. The affair in 
quellion was about the Treafurer and Deiran, and control 
of the houfehold expencCs ; to which points the Nabob 
tvould not in any ftiApe confent, declaring particulafly, he 
would not have either Mr. BrifloW or Mr. Cowper, or any 
European, to fupcrintend or pay the expeoccs of his houfe- 
hold, family, or troops : that, in reply, Mr. Briflow had 
faid. That if his Exc-.lleacy agreed to it, it was well; i£ 
not, It did not lignify ; that he would do it without his Ex- 
cellency s confent.— ^uch were the terms related to me by 
the man fent me hythe Vizier ; and further, that the Na- 
bob replied only. That he would by no manner of means 
have Mr. CoWper to fuperintend his treafury ; but, if Mr. 
firiftow infilled on having that office regulated, that he 
would confent to Tipper Chund, the perfon who was al- 
ready his treafurer, being joined to Doarkadaws, a man who 
had been propofed by Mr. Briftow. — It not being very 
agreeable to me to fpeak fo often to Mr. Briftow oii fuch 
fubjeiSls, and the ipore fo as it appeared plainly that he was 
not pleafed at any interpofition, I begged the perfon fent me 
by the Vizier, that he would requefl his mafter to employ 
ibmehody elfe to carry his me£[ages to Mr. Briftow, as I 
wiftied to be excufed. He however returned foon after, 
and told me his Excellency had faid, I had known him of 
pid, and when he was a boy ; that I had been his friend fe 
Iwig, and why at this moment refufe, him my aiTiftance? 
The man faid fo much, that I was induced to proit^ife I 
woald fpeak to Mr. Briftow on the fubjeft — 1 did it ac- 
cordingly; and related every word that I had heard. He > 
appeared thoughtful, and faid he did not recollect to harie 
made ufe of IiarAi expreffions; but that his inftruftions 
Srere pofitixe to eflaUiib Xuch.pffices, and that they muft 
Yot. V. C fc« 
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be eAabliflied. I reprefented to him the Nabob's niiwil- 
lingnefs to alTent ; and how improper, iti m^ opinion, it wa? 
to want to place Mr. Cowper to fuperintend fuch an office, 
which would in fafl render the Nabob fubfervient to him. 
Mr. Briftow anfwered nothing to this, only pafled fome fe- 
vere reflexions on tlie Minifter. — The day after, Hyder 
Beg Cawn fent me his man, begging I would report to Mr. 
Briflow, that he had gone to the Vizier with his written 
order (on the lubjeft of the above,) but that the.Nabob 
would not confcnt : that he had made ufe of every perfua- 
iion in his power, to no purpofe: that the Vizier had flied 
tears on account of the repeated ill ufage he had met with 
from Mr. Brilicw, and had faid, he would not remain in the 
provinces; and, if the Board did not countermatid the or- 
ders Mr. Briftow mentioned, on the points in conteft, that 
■ he muft quit Lucknow, and go to Calcutta, to throw him- . 
felf before the Board, in order to i>e heard In his reprefenta- 
tions. This mellage I repeated in the evening to Mr. Brif- 
tow, but I do not exaiSIy recolleft his anfwcr; only I 
thought he appeared fjnce to relax from the intended appoirit- 
ment of Mr. Cowper to fuperintend the treafury. — How- 
ever, I have a note of Mr. Briftow, on the fubjefl of one of 
the many reprefentations I was necei£tated to make to him, 
in which he fays, " You'll not underftand me. Hyder Beg 
" Cawn has been the qaufe of all the mifchief in the coun- 
*' try, as well as to me : he muft obey everv order impli- 
*• citly, and not fet the Nabob at rejefting reafonable re- 
*^ quefts. Thefe are the only terms ; and he will take the 
*' confequerces of any farther oppofition. His complaints 
•* fignify nothing." 

^11. I do recolleft to have, iii the courfe of general con- 
verfation, either from Briftow, or at leaft from perfons 
in his, prefence, heard, that the Nabob had many unnecef- 
fary fervants, and a vaft number of ufelefs animals. In par; 
ticular it was mentioned that he had fifty barbers; but I 
am not certain of any orders being given about the reduc- 
tion of their number. 

12. In my anfwer to the lOth queftion, I have already 
given a detail of the harfti expreffions of which the Nabob 
Vizier complained: I have heard of no other. 

13. I have already, in my anfwer to the lOth queftisni 
and in other parts of thefe (heets, declared what I know re^ 
lative to the firft part of this queftioa: I cannot afiertany 
thing pofiiive. 

14. I cannot fay pofitiveTy any thing on the fubjeiS of 
this queftion; only thait I know of orders iffued by Mr. 
Briftow to the Officer ftationed with the Phoufdarof Kyra- 
bad, " to take effet51ual meafures to prevent the Phoufdar 
** from making any payments to other Taukadars, till tb6 
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^* fall amount of the Company's affignmentsbedifcharged; 
•" and that he infifted upon rio part of the collections being 
*' appropriated to other ptirpofe than the demand of Go- 
** vemment." I alfo underftand that the Minifter's Roof-' 
foum has not been paid by the Aamil of Allaliabad, in con- 
fequenee of fimilar orders. 

1 5. I have already, in my anfwef to the 5th quedioh, re- 
lated what I knew of the circumftances of Hyder Beg 
Cawn'a feats, on account of the complaints Mh Briftow 
had made agaiiift him to the Vizier, which operated fd 
much on him, that he determined in feeking protetSion 
either in my houfe, or Mr. Briftow's. Both Hyder Beg 
Cawn's man, and the Vizier, who came to me on thatfub- 
jefl, faid to me, that Mr. Briftow had told the Vizier " td 
« aft as he thought proper with his MinifterS. That no-^ 
** body would find fault with it, and that he would give it 
•* him in writing," 

16. To this queftioni catlnot anfwer with any degree of . 
certainty or refcoUeflion, 

174 Ail I know on the fubjeS of this queftiori is, that 
Hyder Beg Cawn did mention to me, fome time in May 
kft, to tell Mr. Briftow, " That if he chofe to allow nie to 
" be the mediator betwixt him and the Minifter, that lie; 
" Hyder Beg Cawn, was ready to enter into dny engage- 
** ments he pleafed, and he would be fmcerely and fairly at- 
* tached to him." I was not made acquainted with any 
other terms of the faid coalnamah or engagement; arid, on 
. ihy mentioning the affair toMr. BriAoW, he faid he did not 
want to make ariy fuch agreement with a man who had and 
would deceive hinji 

18. I have already related, iii fhe courfe of thefe flieets^ 
. fiiany particulars relative to the Shorfkas; and have only to 

add, that Mr. Brirtov\*, one time in converfation with me< 
was exprefling his difpleafure wifh the Miriifter, and faying 
he would not obey him. I replied, that though he had* 
and even at the rifque of difpieafing his mailer, and of cre- 
ating more enemies ; as a proof of which, I mentioned^ that 
it was entirely to ohey him that he had fcaled and delivered 
the fhookas for the- payment of the Futty Ghur detach- 
fneatj which he had dope without the Vizier's knowledge* 
Mr. Briftow appeared aftoniflied at my knowirtg that cir- 
cumftance, and afked me if Hyder Beg Cawn had told me 
fo (feeing he was under fecrecy.) I anfwered him, that I 
knew the affair long ago, as well as what had pafled between 
him and the Minifter on that fcore. 

19. In anfwer to thisqueflion I be^lgave toobfei"ve,that 
I cannot particularize the appointment Mr. Cowper had 
from Mr. Briftow refpe»fting the adauJet; but I under-; 

Ci ft<|oi 
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ftood from feveral quarters that Mr. Cowper luperinteade<l 
fuch an adaulec ; and as a great deal wa£ faid about it in tho 
courfe of private converfation, and entirely from friendly 
motives, 1 alkcd Mr. BriAow how it came that Mr. Cowper 
had fuch an office ? If I recolleift right, Mr. Briftow re- 
plied, that he knew nothing about his having fuch an. eiEce. 
Ithen told him, that if he knew nothing about it, "theoMr. 
<' Cowper afted on his own account." I farther told Mr. 
Briftow, '• that the blame, if any, would fall on hi«l» and 
*.' advifed him to order Mr. Cowper to defift." The next 
day, or foon after, a perfon from the Miijifter informed me, 
that Mr. Cowper had fummoned the Mioiiler's head banker 

,'to appear before him, and threatened him with his (either 
Mr. Cowper or Mr, Briitfiw's) difpleafure, for not com- 
plying with the fummons which was fcnt him to anfw«r to 
2, complaint againA him. As this affair was notorious, and 
many bankers and principal merchants of the town were 
tineafy in confequcnce, I mentioned it to Mr. Briftow, and 
told him that fuch ads gave great difeuft to the people i 
V>d the more fo as coming from Mr. Cowper, as properly 
nobody know of any powers being vefted in any other per- 
fon befides the Resident. Mr. Briftow again repeated what 
be h^ faid before, that Mr. Cowper had nothing to do i» 

' the adaulet ; and that he had fpake to Mr. Cowper, who, he 
iinderftood, had wrote a letter to the Minifler's banker ift 
his (Mr. firiftow's) name, to deHre biin, that whenever h& 
(Mr, Cowper) chofe to write in his (Mr. Briftow's) name, 
mot to fend the letter without firft fliewing it to him. At 
another time, not long after, I underftood that fevo^ de- 
crees, faid to have been given, in the ndw adaulet, had beeit 
prefented to the Minifter in order to obtain the Vizier's 
ianiftion, which he had refufed to give, not having pow^r 
from the Vizier to do fo. That in confequence thofe de- 
crees were given to a Monfliee attending on Mr. Cowper^ - 
with orders to carry them to the Vizier (who waS then on 
a hunting party at fome diftance from Lucknow) in order ta 
obtain his approbation. Thefe circumfta'nces I related to 
Mr, Briftow, who, in his anfwer, continued to deny the 
knowledge of any adaulet,. and faid that the Munfliee 
was gone for a kw days, on leave of abfence, to his 
home. This, I own, furprized me a good deal; and I 
thought it very extraordinary, that Mr, Briftow flvouliS 
pretend not to know a thin? which was notorious to ^1 th& 

, town, and which may fo eafly be proved, if neceffiiry. This 
prevented me from fayii^ any thing more to Mr. Briftow 
on that fubje£t, 

20. My intermediation was certainly employed between. 
Mr, Briftow and Hyder Beg Cawn,. as will appear by my

Gentlemen, 
I had laft night the pleafure to receive from Colonel 
Martia a copy ot" his anfwers to the interrogatories which 
the bonoorablt; Board thot>ght proper to put to hto ielati>^ 
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to the complaints exhibited againft lue by the Vizier, and 
his Minifter Hyder Beg Khan. After having given them 
the moft attentive perufal, I cannot help Remarking, that 
Ihefe anfwers, wherever they arc fupporeed by the peffonal 
knowledge of Colonel Martin, far from Itaiing to a con- 
demnation c^ my conduct, do, as I now humbly conceive, 
very ftrongly corroborate the arguments and evidence 1 
lave already had the honour to fu^it to you, in refutation 
cf the malicious charges of theMinifter; andlhewclearly> 
that, in all my intercourfe witli him, it was my fixed refo- 
lotion to be invariably and folely guided by nly inftruc- 
lions. For the reft, gentlemen, the relation of Colonel 
Martin has heard at third and fourth places, and from third

A few days fmce the Refident at the Vizier's Court com- 
municated to me fome fufpicions he had entertained with 
regard to the intentions of Almas Ally Khan, ftating, that 
he apprehended a defign to attack the magazine at Cawn- 
pore In the abfence of the brigade, and to carry off the ar- 
tillery and ammunition. Though I do not give entire 
credit to the information, yet, as it is not impoffiblc but 
fuch an event might happen, I have taken every precaution 
in my power to render the attempt, if made, ineffeftual. 

I have therefore, on the requeft of Major Maclary, fent 
twenty Artillery men and forty Lafcars toCawnpore, to 
aflift in working the guns. I have completed the field am- 
munition for aftual fervice ; and have alfo ordered the de- 
tachment, under the command of Colonel Knntfon, at Ba- 
relly, to march half the way back to Futty Ghur, in or^r 
that it might be able to jbin ine in the fpace of two days, 
ihould an aftual commencement of hollitities render a junc- 
tion neceflary. 

I have recommended to Major Maclary to crofs the m*- 
gazine, which I believe is already in boats, and the artil- 
lery, to the Eaft Ude of the river, which would put it out 
of Almas's power to lay hold of either before he might be 
relieved by the troops at this place. 

I was averfe to ordering Colonel Knutfon to join immfr- 
diately, becflufe I thought it might alarm the country, per- 
haps, without fuffict£nt foundation. I fliall, however, hold 
the troops here in readinefs to march, the moment I under-<

Mr. Maclean a£ted at this ftation as agertt for the boat 
cotitra&or. Several months ago he' reported to me, that 
many of the boats and bvdgerows ftood in need of great 
repairs; that he could not procure timber here for that 
purpofe, nor any where nearer than Pilibutt; and roqueAed 
niy affiftance to procure it, by giving hnn letters to the Au- 
mil (then Cajah Ain ul Deen KhaqI) I informed him that 
tny letters could be of no ufe^ as no regard would be paid to 
them ; and that I did not chufe to interfere in Aaj Hung 
that regarded the officers of the Vizier's government. 

He then requeued my permiflion to go to Lucknow^ 
which I granted him. On his return he informed nfe, that 
through Mr. Briftow's influence he had obtained a Pur* 
WMinah fixmi the Viiier, and that Mr. Briftow had given 
him letters to the Aumil Cojah Ain ul Dem Khan, de>

He then probeeded dn the above buCnefsk 
and, as he afterwards informed me, had his boats and 
bndgerows plundered by the people of Sandy Pallee. I be- 
lieve he fuftained a very conlk^snible lofs ; ahd t maft d« 
htm the jaftice to add, that I never heard a complaint 
agMnft turn whilll he was at this ftation ; and believe htm 
to be both a quiet and induftrious man, and perfectly inof- 
fenfive in his dealings. 

Many a£ls of violence having been committed by the 
people of Sandy Pallee, at the requifition ■of the Vizier, I 
fcnt over a detachment to aflift Buflunt Roy, the Aumil, 
in apprehending thofe guilty of thefe outrages : but> find- 
ing the troops were employed in a manner a ifferent from 
what they were defigned for, T recalled them. This is ^ 
I know of Mr. Maclean's t ran fafl ions. 
■ The Refident, however, has it in his power to give thtt 
honourable Board every information they can wilh on ihit 
fubjea. 

With refpefl to irrtpbwfering any perfon, wh^h«- Euro- 
pean '6r native, tb carry on any trade in the Vizier's coun- 
try, I have never thought myfelf in any degree autho 
Vized; tny influence in this country is bounded hy the 
'centries of the Camp. In procuring grahi for the troops, 
to keep them froth ftarving during the late icaKity, I have 
leen obliged to write in ftrong terms to fome of the Au- 
loils, and to fend out foAie detachments! hut this was not

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done without repeated orders from his Excellency lor t)u^ 
purpofe, the Aumils paying no regard to his or4er8.

In my letter of the third inllant, I advifed you that, in 
confequence of an addrefs from Major M'Clary to Colonel 
Morgan (of which I enclofed a copy) advifmg of there not 
being the fmalleft appearance of difturbances likely to be 
received by Almas Ally Cawn, it was my intetjtion to re- 
turn the ammunition I had feen difpatched from Chunar 
Ghur to that place. .But being now informed by Ilhraael 
Beg, and papers of intelligence, that the Aumil ftill keeps 
his force coUefted together in the neighbourhood of Ram- 
poor, and that he has been diftributing ammunition to his 
troops, I have altered that intention, and ihall take one half 
of the cartridges with me, and leave the other half here for 
the fcrvice of the fourteenth regiment of Sepoys, which I 
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liave direfled, cohformlbly to your inftruflions, to relieve 
t1he battalions of the fecond brigade, ftationed at this place 
and at Salhone. The leaving ammunition here is the more 
neceflary, as the guard in the fort of Chounde is continu- 
ally threaWned by a confiderable armed force of banditti ia 
the neighbourhood of it. 

The hofpital boats did not arrive till yeflerday, when all 
the recovered men were changed for fuch as ^ere fick in 
camp. The troops were muftered to-day. The hofptt^ 
has proceeded on, and the troops wjU follow to-morrow, 
without making.any halt until they arrive at Cawnpore.

I have now the honour to enclofe you my correfpondence- 
with the Minifter in reference to the conduct of Alniafs 
Ally Cawn, arid the fufpicions whlcJi, in confequence of 
that condudl, 1 have been led to entertain of his fideUty. 
This circumftance I have already briefly treated of tn my 
addrefs to the honourable Board, under date the 20th ul- 
timo. 

I fubmit to you, gentlemen, who are in full pofleflion of 
the detail of his ad mi^ ill rat ion, with what propriety Hyr 
der Beg Cawn flrll continues to force upon your reprefenta- 
tive profeflions of zeal and attachment, or how he can re- 
concile the pretended readinefs.of his obedience to the con- 
Aant breach of your moftpofitive commands. A ftriking 
example of the oppofition of. his theory and pra£tice is 
now before you. In my inftruftions, under the head of

*< beyond a doubt, his obedience and fidelity f and both 
•' thefe,' and others, wherever ftationed, ought to have tba

•* ported.** The Minifter writing to nicj in explanation i^ 
the mesftires hejudged adrifeablc to adopt for the purpole 
of afcertaining Alinafs's intentions, upop which (tibje^ we 
had already convtrfed, exprefles himfelf as follow^ ; « And 
*' in regard to the letter from Almafs Alfy Cawn, a^- 
" quainting you that he would wait upon ,you in the mid- 
'* die of Phoos with the arrangements of his country, I

That Al- 
niafs is left In abfolute pofTemon of frontier countries 
yielding an annual revenue of abovft fixty lacks of rupees, 
without any pledge or fecurity whatever for his obedience 
and fidelity, for his perfonal appearance, 6r for the due per^ 
formance of his engagements with Government — that cori- 
fequently it is as much as ever in his power to paufe upoii 
the orders of his Sovereign, and to obey or refufe flie fum- 
mons that calls him to the prefence, as his inclination or 
Ms interell may dire<5t. Since the effedls mult now iH 
every refpe£t bo the fame, it is not, I apprehend, neceflary 
to enter Into an examination of the motives that in thJS 
inftance may have prompted the Minifter to fuch an i!!-aa- 
vifed deviation from the prefcribed rule of his donducf. 
To whatever caufe it is attributed, whether to a contempt

He obferved, that, having Jal- 
ready-made fo many applications for exemptions of duties^ 
fcfrcduld'pot think of making more, efpecially in the -prei 
lent fAftance^ where the amount was fuch as to render it 
an objeA of conHderation to his Excellency: but he 
hoped that on this occafion fome fixed and certain regula- 
tions might be Taii down, fo that ihe pilgrims may be 
exempted from the arbitrary exaflions of the Aumil of 
i)lblb3foad> He faid, that although the oppreffions exer- 
cifed over the pilgrims there were fuch as had occaGoiied 
Ijreat CQcnphints, yet he had ^afan to .believe tbat.thtv 
were unknown to his Excellency; who, he underftood, 
derived ha', little benefit from this hranijh of his reveftDs, 
in comparifbn of what rt was capahfe of yielding him, 
without any burden to the pilgrims, if properly regulatied. 
And he was the more earneft on this point, becaufe the 
fame of the attention fliewn laft year tar'SevaJee EetuI, 
liad induced many Mahrattas of high rank either to pro- 
ceed themfelves, or fend their families, to make the pilgri' 
mage this year. From the intelligence he had recetve4 
from Poonah, of others-parties, befidcs the prefent, which 
were tA fet ont on this account from thence in the courfe 
of this feifon, he fuppofed -that, including fuch as had ac^ 
companied Moodajee's daoghter from Nagpore, the fumof 
the whole pitgritns this year from the Deckan would be 
little Icfs than 50,000. 

1 inferined Bow Buckfeyj m reply, that I would not 
fail tbeoirimunkate this matter to you ; biit that, as your 
own judgement, founded on your fuperior infonnation of' 
the fubjefl, would fuggeft to you how far it 'was proper to 
make any application to' his Excellency with regard to the 
efiablifhment of new regulations, that is (as he afterwards 
axplained himfelf) the fixing; a particular afTeflment on 
each horfeman, footman, palankeen, &c. I could not there- 
fore give him any allUrances on this head; In the mean 
time, as the reqneft -of SoJndia, in the limited view in 
which I »B capable of conftdering it, appears nut unrea- 
fbnable; and as I am certain, from the interefl he takes 
in the concerns of the pilgrims, that a compliance with it 
would gratify him extremely ; I beg leave to recommend 
It to your ferious confideration.

Subfequent to my letter of the 6th inflant, I have re- 
ceived farther accounts from Almafs Ally Cawn's camp, of 
his having fecured a retreat for himfelf and his dependants in 
Mahajy Scindja'e dominions, and alfo of his cloie cc»inec- 
tion with that Chief. . Three days ago his Vackeel agaia 
left Lucknow, wiih a letter from me, explaining in genera! 
terms my fentimeiits of his coiidu<£l, and requiring a fitial 
lettlement of the revenue he propofed paying. 

I have reprefented to you, in ray addrefs ofaad ultimo, 
the diftrefs of the troops at Futty Ghiir. I have now the 
honour to enclofe extracts of two other letters on the fame 
fubjeil, which I have fmcc received from Colonel Sir John 
Cumming.

confequence formed themfelves in the following order : — 
The children in the front, behind them the ladies of the Se- 
ragliO} aiid behind them again thdr attendants: but their 
intentions were fruftrated by the oppoHtioa which, they 
met tfith from Latafut's fepoys. 

The next day Latafut went twice to the women, and 
ufed his endeavours to make them return into the Zenana, 
pjoiniCng to advance them io,QO0 rupees, which, upon the 
iQoney being paid down, they agreed to comply with ; but 
Iiight coming on, nothing tranfpircd. 

Uti the day foIlo>ving their clamours were more 'violent 
than ufual. — Latafut went to confer with them on tbe bu- 
unefs of ye^rday, o^erlng the fame terms; depending up- 
ofi the fidelity of his promifes, they confent^ to return 
to their apartojents, }vhich they accordingly did, except two 
or three of the ladies, and mo(t of their attendants. — Lata- 
fut then went to Hoflimurid Ally Cawn to confult with 
liim about what means they fliould take; they came to a 
refolotion of driving them in by force, and gave orders to 
their fepoys to beat any one of die woinen who ftiould at- 

- tempt to move forward. The fepOys accordingly aOem- 
Med, and each one being provided with a bludgeon, they 
drove them by dint of heating Into the Zennana. The 
women feeing the treafury at Latafuf^ proceeded to throw 
i^ones and bricks at the (ppoys,and.ag4in attempted to get 
out j but finding that impol&ble frgpi the gates being lUut, 
they kept up a contihnal difcharge t'^ ^out twelve o clock,, 
when, finding their Ctuation delpwate, they retired into the 
&ung Mahal, and forced their way from thence intojthe 

' palace, and difperfed themfelves ^out the houfe and gar- 
dens : after this they were delirous of G;etttng into the Be- 
gum's apartments, but Ihe being apprized of their inten< 
lions, ordered the doors to be Ihut. In the meap time Lar 
tafut and Co(hmund Allv l^han polled centries to, fecure 
the gates of the Lefler 'M^l. ' During the w^iole of this 
conflli^, tbe ladies and women remained expofed to the 
view of the fepoys. The Begupi then fent for Latafut and 
Ho^inun4 Ally Khan^ whom l^e feverely reprimanded, an4 
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iniSft«d apon knowing the caufs of this infaraoui beha- 
viour. 1 hey pleaded in their defente, the impoffibility pf 
helping it, as the treatment the ^omati had ipet with had 
only been conformably to his- Excellency the Vizier'* or- 
dirs. The Begum alledged, that, even admitting that the 
Nabob had given thcfe orders, they vreFe by no me^ns au- 
thorized in this manner to difgrace the family of Sujah 
Dowlah; and, fhouldthey not receive their allowances for 
a day or two,Jt could be of no great moment : what had 
pafledwasnow at an end, but that the Vizier fliou Id cer- 
tainly be acquainted with the whole of the aifair, and that 
whatever he direfled Ihe ftiould implicitly comply with. 
The Begum then fent for two of the children who were 
woundei in the a0ay of laft night, and, after endeavour- 
ing to tooth them, /he fent again for Latafut and Huf- 
mund AUy Khan, and in the prefence of t(ie children again 
erpreffed her difapprobation of their conduA, and the im- 
probability of Afoph ul Dowlah's fufferlng the ladies and 
children of Sujah Dowlah to be difgrac;ed, by \mng ei- 
pofed to the view of the rabble: upon which Latafut pro- 
duced t^ie letter from the Nabob, reprefenting that he was 
amenable only to the order of Tils Excellency, and that 
whatever he ordered It was his duty to obey ; aiid that had 
iJie ladies thought proper to have retired quietly into their 
apartments, he would not have ufed the means he had ta|:en 
to compel them.— The Begum again obfervedi that what 
had paQed was now ovcr;-^fhe then gave the children 4,00 
rupees and difmifled the^n, and fent word by Sumnid and 
the other cnunchs, that if th^ ladies would peaceably retire 
to their apartments, Latafut wouhi fupply them with 3 or 
4,000 rupees for their' prefent .expeaces, and recommended- 
lo them not to incur any farther difgrace ; and that if they 
,didnot think proper.toafl agreeable to her direftions they 
would do wrong. The ladies followed her advice, and 
about ten at night went back into the Zeonana, The next 
morning the Begum waited upon the mother of Sujah 
Dowlah, and related :to her all the circvimftances of the 
difturbance. The ntother of Sujah Dowlah returned for 
anfwer, that after there being no accounts kept of crores 
of revenue, (he was not furprized that the family of Sujah 
Dowlah, in their endeavours to procure fubfiflence, Ihould 
be obliged to expofe themfelves to the raeaneft of people.' 
After bewailing their misfortunes, and (bedding many 
tearsj the Begum took her leave and returned home. 
A true tranflation.

. titnely aid, from bankruptcy. They angaged for a propor- 
tion" rf rupees 650,000, on account of thelaft year's loan; 
with the uimoft exertion of their creAt, they fulfilled their 
engagements, and now they have contrafled for above 
fevcn times the fura, with lefs profpeft of being reimburfed 
by Government, and ho change of circumftances in theic 
private aiFairs to increafe their credit or refponfiblhty.

Ally Cawn's difmiilion ; and I ftiall now endeavour to ilate 
the whole of this tranfadlion to you, in the cleareft point of 
view, hoping It will appear that I have done my utmoft in 

' a buHnefs which forms a principal and important part of my 
inftruaions. . 

I was fo circumftanced a? to render it utterly impolIibiB 
to undertake this meafure at the time of my arrival, when 
fuch very confiderable detachments were difperfed through- 
out the country, and the troops under the command of Co- 
lonel Sir John Cumming had only reached Allahabad. The 
inconfiderable number of two regiments could be brought 
into the field; and I fubmit it to your judgement, gentle- 
men, in the event of refiftance, whether this force was, in 

. any refpefl, equal to the fervice. 

I have alfo to pbferve, that it would have been a very 
difficult matter to have feledled proper perfons for the chai^a 
of fuch extenfive diflriifls, ef|iecially as it was impotTible 
for me, immediately on entering upon the office, to form a 
correal judgement of the degree of confidence due to my 
agents, or the probability of a dcfefiion in Atmafs Ally 
Cawn's naibs, or his troops. Confident as the Minifter 
profeffed to be on this head, Almafs's immenfe wealth 
might poffibly have fecured their fidehty, while, op the 
other hand, I could with difficulty foppart the current dif- 
burfements. I received charge with a heavy debt, running 
at an exorbitant intereft, and an empty treafury. My 
plan, then, was to keep Almafs in office, until the/concln^ 
fion of the Fuffullee year, when his difmiffion might be ef^ 
fefled without lofs or tumult; but the Minifter's deter- 
mined oppofition to this, as well as every other plan of re. 
form, has again counterafied and rendered all my eiForts 
vain. Though 1 diretled him, in conformity to your in- 
ilruilionB, to remove Aimafs Ally Cawn, and make the fet- 
tlemeht of that aumil's diftrifls, he has at laft avowed hi? 
determination to djfobey, pleading in cxcufe, that as his for- 
pier nominations are fuperfeded, he fliould leave me to nam^ 
find appoint the aumils; he would exhibit them tohisHigh-s 
f^i?, but he would not a£|; from himfelf.

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The undifguifed manner hi which the Minifler fcas «*- 
prefled his fentimentv furnifli me with good reafon to ftipi- 
pofe. that his objefl is to increafe the confijdon in this un- 
happy country, and, by interrupting the Company's re- 
fources, impute all the mifchiefs of his own rainous admt- 
niftration to my interference, and endeavour to induce you 
to coniirin, as a meafure of neccflity, his un participated and

iubjedts. Whatever may be his motives, I beg leave to 
mark the (Contradiction in his conduit, in calling upon me 
to name aumils, when he has already made the heaviett com- 
plaints againft me on this head ; though I never ventured 
beyond the ftri£t line of my duty, in offering my opinion, 
as my inftruftions enjoin I (hould, on the propriety oi- irti- 
propricty of his nominations. Senfible of the infidioi^ 
view with which Hyder Beg has often folicited me, in the 
inoft urgent manner, to recommend people for offices, I have 
mod cautiouQy avoided yielding to his intreaties. The 
aumils have all been appointed from his lifts; he.has fet- 
tled every account himfelf. I have confined my interfer-

"Vyiicn Almafs Ally Cawn, after having been at Cun- 
poffe, had returned to £tawa, withdrawn his Aumiis from . 
the fev^ral diftridts, and written Utters in a ftyle very im- 
proper and unbecoming, as it appeared to iije highly dero- 
gatory from the dignity of Government to hefitate at fuch 
■Jl time, I gave tlie fojlowing orders, which I thought beft 
calculated to reftore tranquillity to the country : — That 
Aumiis Ihould be immediately appointed on the part of 
Government ; adding, that I had received letters through 
Sheek Golaum Hufrijt, &c. from Almafs Ally Cawn's re- 
xralled agents, who were perfefHy inIVru£ted jn the detqil of 
bufmefs, exprefilng tlieir willingnefs to enter into the fer- 
vice of Government ; aqd that J had no doubt his troops 
would imitate their example. Mr. Johnfon originally fub- 
fcf Ibed to the adyice ; but Meer Zeen ul Abudun, a friend 
of Alinafs's, having afterwards flated that the fucceflion of 
Almafs would be ^(trjbuted to him, Mr. Johnfon, he for- 
bade the apjiointment of Aumiis, and directed that every 
poflible n^eans Jhould be employed to conciliate Almafs ;

hisinfolence and pride would increafe; that this was by OQ 
means the faft, fince they had been heretofore manage^ 
without him, and, by the blefling of God, might be fo 
Again : that, in the interval between the rains and the fea- 
fon of thc'colle£lions, the perfons appointed to take charge 
pf the diftrifts wquld have fufficient leifure aqd opportu- 
nity to inform themfelves thoroughly refpedting them ; 
and would, 1 had no doubt, faithfully and eiFecVualiy ac- 
quit themfdves of the truft repofed in them. Mr. John- 
fon, however, for thereafon above afligned, was inflexible, ' 
■ and pofitively directed that Almals (liould be directed back 
at all events ; to which determination I was from neceffity 
compelled to fubfcribe,

Exiraa tf a Letter from Mr.' John Brifto-w, Rffidtnt at the 
Vi%ier s Court, ' 10 the Honsiirable the Governor General^ 
dated the $th November, i 1^2. 

The afting Minifter has ppfitivcly 3i)d repeatedly dif^:* 
vowed to me evet having willingly concurred in the mea- 
fures adopted witfi reganj to Almafs Ally Cawp, at the 
time of his difafi^^lon. He alTerts, that he confidere^ 
Mr. Johnfon, wh^ afling Kefident, as your reprefenta- 
tive, and invefled (with your aijthority ; he of courfe ex- 
erted hihllelf in fi^porting and enforcing every meafure 
Jhat gentleman r^ommended. He farther fays, that hp 
often propofed appoiotiijg new Aum^ls during Almafs's ab- 
fence; but Mr. Johnfon objeiSled, though h^ was affure^ 
of the defeition of two of the principal men ^mongft thp. 
rebel's followers ; a circi^mftance he djd not fall to commu- 
nicate to Mr. Johnfon. 

In my addrefs to the Board, I iiientioned that it was by 
my advice Aimafs Ally Cawri was deprived of the farms of 
additional diftrifts, yielding a revenue of iixty lacks a 
year. Two days after my arrival I conferred with the aft- 
ing Minifter,' and opened the bufinefs by the difcufiion o_f 
Almafs Ally Cawn's conjluft ; telling him, in very candi^, 
though in polite terms, the diffatisfaiSion you felt at the 
difgrace thrown upon the Vizier's authority, and reputa- 
tion of the Englilh riation ; and, if he expedied your fup.- 
^jort and protection, .he muft unite ^ith me in the reduc- 
tiqri of Alnjafs Ally d^wr^'s power". I aflted his advice 
about ditpoFeffing him entirely : we, maturely deliberate^ 
upon the fuhjeiV, bu^ came ^o no pofitive determinationj 
except to deprive him of every thing confiftent with pru- 
dence. The acting Minifter made light of Almajfs's power, 
and only demurred at the prefent inconvenien(;s that would 

* This engagement was never produeed in to the Rejident J 
the Minifltt verbally informed him of ti/e contents of it. , 
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follow, pWiDg to the weAnefs of the Vizier's govent'* 
ment. The whole kurreefs, and great part of th^ rnbby, 
would be Lof^ before new Aumils could be firmly eilablilh'- 
ed ; and, if we Ihould fail in creating a defe(5iion of his ad-r 
berehts, and Almafs refill, we ihould not be able to pro-* 
core fupplies. The ftate of credit at ^his place is well 
known to you. In times of peace it has be^ with great 
clifEculty that the fuias required for the public fervice have 
been railed. Alraafs would probably have purchafed a con- 
iiderabl? bod^ of'Marattas, or other marauders : with the ' 
affiAance of thefe, and his own troths, a total ftop woul4 
have been put to the colte<3ion of the revenues; and, har 
ving no fund of ready cafli beforehand in the t^eafury, to 
fupport the expences of the campaign, your army could not 
have been fupplied. The bad government in the other part* 
of the Vizier's dominions would then hav^ appeared, by 
general infurreflions of zemindars; an J we Ihould have ex- 
perienced an inftHRciency of troops in point of numbers. 

Thefe were the pcincipal objedtions urged agaihft entirely 
difpolIei£ng Almafs, and appeared to us inf'unnountabl^ 
It then became an 9bje£l of grecii itnportance, how to give 
him confidence, and, at the fame time, not betray the digt}i- 
ty and intereft of the Vizier. We determined imti)ediately 
to revoke the engagement for the additional countries ; as 
he was not in po&flion, they were not liable to the incon- 
yenience attending others. We puc the matter upon thp 
plea, that Almafs had in his correfpondence, and verbally, 
repeateHly renjonftraied againft holding any farms, and 
' therefore we could relieve him fromtruA; which were irk- 
fome to him. He had the infolence even, on receiving thft 
perwannahs for the additional countries, to pretend to conr 
fer a favour on Government. Almai's had deferred dij- 
patching his naibs until I took the charge, as I informed 
the Board, beca.ufe he wilhed to have the fan<^ion of ttw 
Company to his ufurpations. I left Hyder Beg to commu- 
nicate my fentimcnts to him regarding the additional couiir 
tries, and bring him to vifit me, and fettle for fuchdiftii£tt 
as he was in a£lual charge of. Atmafi Ally Cawn, on our 
■firft meeting, confirmed the trqth of the declaration he had 
made verlially, and by letter, of his ffiftj to withdraw 
himfelf from ail public employments : but, under the pre- 
fenl adminift ration, he found himffilf othcrwife difpofed; 
he now had confidence, and would [eadily undertake any 
chaise with which th« Vizier would honour bim. He was, 
however, informed of the detetminatioij npt to truft him 
)¥itli the additional countries. He could npt conceal his 
agitation at the difappointment ; for, as he had been accuf- 
fomeil to very different language, bis pride was affoSted by 
the cbiuige this tieatment of him ^ould h^ve }q t)ie eyqs

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jof the worlil. He^ however, did not anfwer me difre* 
fpeftfuUy or improperly : whatever was determined, Ijp 
faid, he would inoiV willingly conform. I gave him the 
ftrongeft arfii ranees of fupport in the line of his dut^ \ 
and, that he might depend upon the perforinance o^ my 
prMnifes, I explained my fentiments in private; making a 
partknlar lequeli, that, if he etiteriained 4oubts of my 
fincerity, he would plainly tell me fo ; on my part, I 
would on all occ;ifions advile qtid aflift him in the manage- 
ment of his affairs. I urged tohim theimpoflibility of the 
Viiret's laboiitting to repeated infults to his perfon and 
authority^ and that he could notexpeia ray fupporl longer 
than he did his duty. I now grounded my hopes antj 
claims of obedience from him upon the perfotrol friend^ip 
which had for vears fubiifted between us. I difclaimed the 
leports, circulated with a view of alarming him, of trea- 
chery being intended; he might be affuredj if the EngllDi 
ever aftpl againft him, thetr meafures woult^ be fair and 
opeiK Much coiiverfatioD did then, and ha? fince (at (lif- 
erent meetings) paJTed bet^reen us. He pof^fles entire fa- 
tisfatSlfon, confidence, and obedience. I fhalt proceed tc^ 
explain the reafons which occur to me for his doing fo, a% 
I caft hardly think, after bis late conduil, he will ever b« 
contented to liumble himfeif again to a private flation. 

AlRU'fe Ally Cawn conpeded himfelf at Delhi with 
Affranfiaub Cawji ; and, wi>en that party hadfirft the pro- 
fpeifl of gaining the alccndaiicy, he bought two forts near 
SeciMitkra. He lent a reinforcement to affift againd Ma- 
homed Eeg Humdanny, who had feized upon Hinmnt Ee- 
fcadre Jay Daad, and took an aiftive part in thedifturbances^ 
thinking, at alF events, t& ftcure himfelf an afylum, by , 
Jiolding at ihe lame time the frontier provincts (ttawa ant^ 
Corab) of the Vizier's domJoicns, which he faw he could 
havenpcn his own terms. He ilipulatei^ for a redudiion ot 
revenue; perfonai fecurity, and to bereteafed from the ob- 
li^tioi] of attending at Lucknovv; alt which difgraceful 
conditions ^yere eagerly agreed to. Thus far his affairs fuc- 
ceeded; but his friend? at Delhi being wortlfd, as you 
will obferve by Mr. Middleton's letters (^ th'e 15th and 
JTth September, and Miiza Shuffer having got the better, 
Jie loft all footing in that quarter. His friend, ASranfai^ 
Cawn, or fomebody of the partv, alfo treated hrm ill, by. 
feizing about a lack and fixty thoufand Rupees pf fais mor. 
ney. The fluftuating ftate of affairs at Delhi evinced to, 
htm the fallacy of endeavouring at an e^abtifhment there : 
and thus necdEty, not inctiDation, ^s, in my opinion,' 
broDght him back to Lucknow. 'J he fame neceffity has 
been the principle of my conduct towards Almafs; but, 
foppofe the MiniA^r had aflented lo his entire r^maval,: I 
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do net fee the perfom readji at the prefent jaoAure, to 
{apply his pbce. The diflrels the Vizier h»s fuffercd frota 
AIinafg*s condn£t» aa well ai every principle of policy^ 
whatever may be his merit or former feivicM, raqttire the 
redaftion of nis power. He is allowed by the eftimatei 
ihcwn me, nineteen Iqcks of rupees per annum, or ac* 
count of Mehaul charges and Mootayenna ; and he has en- 
tertained three tboafaiid five htindred cavalry, and nine 
thoufand and fifty-three infantry, exclulive of artillery, 
and the troops he is authorifed to entertain by Government) 
thefe are entirely appointed and commanded^y himfelf. I 
have not had time to alcertain the. numbers or denoAiina- 
tion of any other troops he may beep of his own authority. 
He has, for a long time paft, been caHedine ammunitioa 
and ftores, and given great attention to the fort of Coder 
Cost, which, 1 am iptormed, he has rendered very Arong. 
Thefe particulars relative to Almafs Ally Caw n, it is my 
duty to communicate to you; and I am exceedingly anxi- 
ous to receive your approbation. I propofe temporiflng 
with Almafs until the conctufion of the year; and whea 
the crop Ihall be off the ground, and the revenue realifed, 
I would then re^mmend the removing him from all trufL 
This will afford me th? opportunity o( afcertaining more 
exaAly the difpofitlon of his adherents. I t^ink many 
might be brought to quit hifn, efpecially when they would 
fee themfelves fupported by the annies under the Colonels 
Morgan and Sir John Cumming. The fuccefs of this en- 
terprife will depend upon the unanimity and fecrecy oh- 
lerved between the tommanding officers and myfelf. I 
Piall not acquaint them of my plan until it receives yout 
approbation, and the time of executing it may be at handi 
Almafs Ally Cawn lias, within thefe four days, through 
the Minifter, and other intermediate perfons, made appli- 
cation to me to recommend him to the Vizier to farm Sah- 
lone, and other diftrii£ls, yielding a revenue of twenty- 
lacks. He alfo again expr^ed his inclination to take the 
additional countries; and I have always returned him apo* 
jEit(ve, t>nt polity refufal.

I beg leave I0 (Jnclofe, for your informatiorij a paper of 
intelligence which I have this day received from my iiews- 
ifrriter at Eiawa. There are two citcumftances in it, wliicli 
I think neceflary to point out to your attention : Firft^ the 
epilefling together all the boats on the Jumna; andi'e^ 
condly, the paffing of Hircarrohs at Etawa from Cfeyt* 
Sitig to Almafs : I am unable to account for the former fa- 
tisiaftorily. I know that there are fome dtfputes betwixt 
the Aumi! at Etawa and Bucht Sing, the Rajah (^ Bnhdon* 
rea and Bind, regarding the fort of Cumeit, which is oil 
this fide of the Jumna, and which, though it belottged to 
Etawl, was taken pofieffion of, during the late fuccefRon 
of Almafs, by Buchr Sing's people. It is poflible that' the 
boats are coUefled in order to tranfport troops to recover 
this fort , but, unlefs you have becji previoully informed of 
fuch a meafure, I fliould rather fufjWi^ that the boats ara 
coltefted to be in readinefs for Alma'fs himfelf, in cafe he 
Hiould find it inconvenient to leave you a fecond time. 

The fecond circumstance feems to add weight to the in- 
telligence I fcnt you irtmy letter of the aoih ultimo, and 
may enable you to trace whether there is actually any cor- 
fefpondence carried on betwixt ChytC Sing arid Almafs, o^ 
not. 

We ought not to be too ready to give way to merefufpi- 
cions, fo tar as to let them have any influence on our out- 
ward coridui5t. But, in fuch dubious times, every thing 
Whidi appears to have the moft dlitant dangerous tendency 
fliould be noticed, and, if poflible, privately alcertalned.

Almafs propofes to come to Lucknow again very fliortly, 
and continues to profefs implicit confidence and obedience* 
Your ihtelligence regarding his correfpondence with Cheyt 
Sing is con£rmed by the v izier's agents, as well as thofe I 
have employed. I cannot afcertain any particulars of 
Annut Row, unl^fs he be a man now at Dehly, who wrote 
me a letter, enclofing one from Sindia ; I forward you co- 
pies of both, The names of Shuffy Beg and Mahomed 
JafEer are fiftitious, for Shuffy Ulla and Ufcurry Cawn, 
who inform me they did not chufe to appear in a n^oci- 
ation with the Marattas. Jadoo Row, at this place, is the 
agent of Annut Row : who, I take it, will appear upon in- 
quiry to be the 'perfon you mentioned in your letter of the 
29th ultimo. By wjwt I have fecn and heard of Jadob 
Row, he is come for the purpofe of obtaining intelligence; 
and I apprehend there is no mode of preventing his refi- 
dence with us, whilft your negociations with Sindia may 
continue. It is a fair conclulion, if Annut Row had been 
deputed to Almafs, that he would not have fent his agent 
(Jadoo Row) to Lucknow ; and therefore I am inclined to 
think their fecret correfpondence is, at the prefeot juncture, 
conduced through fome other channel.

I have now the hortour to lay beforfe you ah Sfliniate of 
Wie balance doe from his Excellency the Nabob Afoph nl 
Dowlah to the Honourable Company, on the 31ft Decem- 
ber 1785, and a continuation of the fame to the lA Febru- 
ary 'l^i4^ taken frntn the accounts of the late Refident at 
hit court, for the month of January 1784, which were re* 
fceived fubfequertt to the formation of that eftiihate. 

2. The Honourable Boa'rd will obfervc, that the balance 
doe frbitt the Nabob, as ftated by this eftiinatej exceeds 
the amouat at which it is ftated by the account current at 
the Nabob, formed by the late Refident bt his court, by 
the fum of current rupees I2)02,I2C>> 5. 4) and will find 
every article of difference between the accounts of the tre- 
fidency and thofe of the Lucknow ilation exhibited in the 
eftimatci To thefe, however, it may be nefceflhry for me 
to advert more fully than was praflical in the formation ot 
that eftimate^ to enable the Honourable Board to determlns 
hoW far the articles of difference which it exhibits, fhould 
he either charged by the accountant to that flation to the 
Kabob*s debit, in the account current of the next moDth> 
or be wrote off from thofe of the Prcfidency.

•* the Nabob, at the ftandard batta fixed by the table 6f 
•' afliy." This order paffed upon two accounts iubmitted 
■ to them by the afling Accountant General, who exhibited ■ 
- in them the difference batween the produce of fundry re- 
mittances m^tdeJ^rom Lucknow by the Reftdents, in bills of 
exchange drawn upo'n bankers in Calcutta, and what would 
haVe beeh produc^t had the fame fum of Fyzabad fixteen 
Sun Sicca rupees, as was charged in the accounts, been re- 
mitted in fpecieto Calcutta, and re-coined in the Mint; 
but as it fhould feebi that Ibme part of this difference moft 
have arifen from the Hooudian which the Shroffs Gharg;ed

11. I alfo beg leave to fuggeft tothe horiouribte Board 
tiie expediency of their determining upon the addition 
Ahich JhoulJ be made to the prcfent fubfidy for the two 
RiQallahs of cavalry, one of which is to be ftationed with 
the troops at Catvnpore, and the other -with thofe at Futty, 
Ghur, as the foi'mer mode of charging the exatS expence of 
ahy particular corps, which cao feldom be afcertained to.

The Board approve of tlie relief afforded by the Gover- 
nor General to the troops at Chunar; and with,refpe£t to 
the powers which the Governor General defires, they are 
of opinion, that as the wants of cafli at the Prefidency aro 
very urgent, every fupply which the Governor can procure 
' Jhbuld be fent Inimediately to Calcutta. - ■ " 

Extrafi of. a Letter from the Governor Getural to the Court ef, 
Zfire^orsy dated Lucinow, l6th yutie, 1784. 
The Miniftffrs of the Vizier have for fome time paft 
been diligently employed in regulating the aiFairs of his 
government : it has been their granS obje»S to retrench all 
expences which have proceeded from inattention or profii- 
fion, and to foch eftablifhments as are necefllil;y, either for 
the fupport of his dignity, for the colledlion'of the reve- 
nues, or for preferving the peace of the country ; they 
have regulated the feveral departments of goverhmentj by 
making feparate and diftiniS arrangements for the coUec-- 
tioii of the revenues, (he coiitrDl of the houfehold expences, 
the'adminiilration of juftice, and the command and pay- 
ment of the forces : and they are now employed in making 
the fettlemcnts with the farmers and officers of the revenaej 
Jbr the year which is faft approaching ; when this laft work 
IS dnllhcd) it will be iu our ppwci to fix the proportioas o^ 
" ■■"■'■■-■ -^ |J« 
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flie Vizier's refourccs, which are to be apphed to the ex- 
pences of his government and honfehoM, and to the pay-' 
ment of his debt to the Company. 

AH the arrangements have been undertaken by the Vizier 
and his Miniflers at my fuggeftion, but they have been pro- 
fecnted almoft entirely without my participation — thene- 
ceffity of them was obvious ; and though the reduftion of 
expences Is in every ftate an arduous and difagreeable taflt, 
. yet the Vizier and his Miniflers have proceeded in it with 
a degree of alacrity whicli has exceeded my expeflations. 
AlLthat has been neceflary for me to do has been to point 
out general plans, and to ibpport the Minifters by my pre- . 
fence in carrying them into execution, but without inter- 
fering myfelt in the detail. The produdive feafons of the 
year being paft, there is little revenue now drawn from the 
provinces; except what is colleiled from the aumils in fet-" 
tlliig their accounts. 

It will not, therefore, be In my power to add much to the 
lift of fums received from the Vizier In liquidation of his 
debt, until the commencement of the new year, when the 
revenues arifiug from the khurelf harveil will begin (o 
come in. 

Some fliowers of rain have lately fallen, but the feafoa 
of cultivation is not fufficiently advanced to enable me to 
form any prcfage regarding the future harveft. In the 
mean time,' it is with the utmoft concern that I inform you, 
that the efieit* of the extraordinary drought which has pra- 
Vailed for two years paft, are now fe!' in a very feverc de- 
gree in the upper parts of Hindoft^n. .This province, al- 
though it has fuffered lefs than thofe which are fituated ftlll 
more to the weftward, has already felt the fatal influence of 
the general calamity, ' both it) the lofs of its popuUtion and 
the diminution, of its revenue. 

It will be perhaps fufficient to inform you, that barley 
and nukoot, which form the chief articles of the fuftenance 
of the loweft inhabitants of this part of India, fell at pre- 
fent at the rate of fifteen fee rs, though in moderate fealons 
the average price of them is about a maund and a half the 
rupeej in the fame proportion wheat, and all the other 
liindf of grain, have rifen in their price. 

Under fuch circumftances, the Vizier's Minifters Kavo- 
thought'it abfolutely neceflary to allow confiderable reduc- ■ 
tions in the revenues of the prcfent year ; and for this I 
have been obliged to give my concurrence, although in fo 
doing! admitted, a proportionable diminution of thofe re- 
fources from which the Company's claims on his Excsl- 
IjSRcy muft be realifed : but as this diminution is merely of 
i temporary nature, I flatter myfelf it will not affefl the 
.rcpedatioin which I have given you for theenfuing feafon. 
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Indeed) if thp /ealbn of the approiching xum ftieuld pnvs 
favouraU% I affure you that they will bie ful£Ued. 

In the arrannmetits which are now taking phce in the 
internal adminiftrution of the Vizier's dominioas, I have 
liad equally in view the improvement of his finances, and 
the folitlity and fecurity of hlE government ; and, conilder- 
ed in this lafl point of view, their efie£ls, though they may 
not be fo immediately apparent, will prove of the utmoii 
confequence to the permanency and tranquiUity of our own 
provincK ; for, whilft we are at peace with the powers of 
'Europe, it is only in this quarter that your poUeiHons and 
the government of Bengal are vulnerable. 

Had this country continued in the ftate in which I found 
it, fubjeft to a divided government, regulated by no fixed 
fyftem, and with its rulers and officers in a ftate of mutual 
diftruft, the flighted £bock from a foreign hand, or even an 
accidental internal commotion, might have thrown ths 
whole into confuflon, and produced the moft fatal confe* 
quehces • — happily we have found time to remedy this evil> 
This province enjoys at prefent a ftate of ccnnplete rcpofe— 
I have no Immediate apprehenfions of its being difturbedby 
the deiigns of any of the neighbouring powers. 

I have the pleafure to inform you, that, in confequence 
of permiOion which I obtained from the Board at Fort WiU 
liam, I lately fcnt from, this place a remittance of five lacks 
of Surat rupees (o the Governor and Council of Bombay. 
This will prove a feafonable relief to their prefent exieen" 
cies, which, by the Jateft intelligence from thence^ leeiq 
to have been very preiling. 

]t will be a fatisfa£tion to you to know that the brigade 
at Cawnpore, the detachment commanded by Colonel Sir 
Jolm Cummings at Futtygur, and the military ftation at 
> Chunar, are completely paid up to the prefent time. The 
long arrears atfo of the detachment lately arrived from 
Surat have been difcharged from this trealury. This has 
given effe6t to the orders for the reduQion of that detach- 
ment, and to the extraordinary and heavy expence attend* 
ing it. 

Ypu will have obferved, from the records tranfmitted to 
you from Fort William, that feveralconfultations have, at 
times, been held on the fubjedl of differences which had 
taken place in the account current betwixt the Vizier and 
the honourable Company, as it appeared in your general 
books, and as it was ftated by the Vizier and the Refident. 

Many of thefe differences origin4ted fome years ago, 
and they have gradually accumulated, till they at length 
amounted to a very confiderable fum. 

An accurate flatement of the feveral articles, with fall, 

jMid-cIear explanations, being drawn out by our Accountanij 

General 
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Gtowd, was foonaftermy arrival here tradfautted to nw 
by the geatlemen of theCotBicU, with their t^n opjnimg 
and rsfalations on each, and t^o objaA has acoordingiy em* 
{itoyed a conUdprahle Ibarc of idt attaotion. 

I have now the plesfurc to inform you> that the Vixier 
and his MiniAers, on receiving a fatisfa^ory explanation of 
each article, have agreed to a complete adjiiftment ; and to 
■bviate the pqfiibility of faTtb«- difputes, the -Vizier atii^ 
niyfelf have agreed to affix oar refpe^ve CgnaXuresto an 
account current brought up to the lafl day of May ; in 
which is inferted, to the Vizier's debt, the fum of rupeei 
19,00,441. ii> 5« being the amount of differencxt ftated 
by your Accoantant General, in conformity to the refolui 
tions of the Board. The accounts of the Vizier, there- 
fore, now correfpond with your general books, and I hdV9 
given fuch infliuAions to Mr. Woiiibwdl, the Accountant 
of this place, as mill, I bop^ prevent their ever differing 
materially again. 

By adding this fum to the balance formerly admitted by 
the Vizier, I have In b.& fuMlantiated a confidemble claim, 
which, if left much longer in its former flate, might bav* 
only proved a caufe of dilutes.

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' agreed to pay to 1^ maftcr^ in the prefent emer^ncy, for 
the purpofp ^ aiding him, and relieving the Company. 
'Theie i^'Us were drawn at ^ exchange of fire and a half 
percent.; and the Governor General acquainted us, that 
he meant to fix the exchange at that rate in future, expref- 
iing at the fame time his aftoniChipent at the former ex-r 
changes upon bills drawn from Lucknow, which were, at 
the time of Me0r«i Middlcton and Johnfon, from 19 to 
• 20 per cent., and reduced by Mr. Briftow to 16 per cent. 
The Governor General alfo recommended that the fum 
which he had remitted fltould be appropriated to, the dif- 
charge of the intereft due on the Company's bonds. By a 
Kport from the Accountant General, we -learn that the 
amount then due on this account was current rupees 
'4,54,785. 14. s, 

28. In a letter, uaderdate the 32d of April, the Govern 
nor Genera] acquainted m that he had permitted the Pay- 
mafter to appropriate the fum of rupees 2,10,000 to the 
diicharge of arrears due to the troopc at Chonar; and re- 
queued our authority for the difpofal of the cafh in the 
treafury at Lucknow. 

73. The Governor General tr^fmitted tous^ under date 
the 14th of June, the circumflances of a claim which his 
Excellency the Vizier had on Jemael Beg, late aumil of lU 
lahabad, who had come down with Mr. Briftow to Cal- 
cutta, We communicated them to Jemael Beg, and rer 
quired his reply. 

76. Your Accountant at Lucknow has informed us, un- 
der date the 5th June, that tha Vizier's Minifters had con- 
fented to the accounts between his Excellency and the 
Company, as ftated by the Accountant Geneial, and com- 
municated to your honouiable Court on the 15th March.

I have been honoured by the receipt of your letter of the

In ipy letter to the honourable Board, dated December 
24th, 1783, I informed them of the cautionary fleps I 
had taken in confe<iuence of the information I had received 
from the Refident upon this head ; at the fame time I db- 
ferved, thai I did not give entrre credit to the report, I 
had not ohfervcd any part of Ulmafs's condu6l whicl^

~ fUCMfS 
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fiiccefs in ah attempt to oppofe the amis of the honourable 
C6nnpany> or to feizc on the iftagieirw at Cawnpore. iTho 
only thing in hi« power was ro-Wlthdraw Wmfelf from his 
Excellency's dominions; anJ^'everifflftt muft "have proved 
very prejudicial to Ms interefi : Ke wttuld have experienced 
a humiliatiog change in Ihuatioti, had he retini^niftied the 
rank and authority he holds in this cbuntry to become a 
dependent on the few, orof Sindia; orany other Chief in 
the neighbourhood.

treaty. The circomftances, however, mentioned in your 
lettsr, without Jhaking my confidence in Mahajee Sindi^ 
were, I conceived, fufficient grounds for my taking fome 
Aepr to remove appearances of fo pernicious a tendency. 
I. hinted therefore privately to Bow Buckfey the univerul 
prevxlence of thefe reports; and though I alTured him, 
from a thorough convi^ion of thp liability of Sindia's friend-

and deiired him to deliver his report on them; he has done 
fo in confequence, and we have the honour to enclofe 
a copy of it. We beg leave to fubmit to you what the Ac- 
countant General fuggefts in it, with refpedl to cliarging to 
the Vizier's debit theexpence of the two Ruflulahs of ca- 
valry which returned with the Bombay detachment,, and are 

now 
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now ftationed at Cawnpore and Fnttyghur; and to reqiiellt 
that when you have agreed with the Nabob upon the 
monthly fum at which hit Excellency Jhouid be chai^tid for 
thefe troopi from the time when they crolled the Jumna> 
you will be plenfed to infarmus of it. 

A refolutlon having been palled by Goveniment, on the ' 
■ a4th June 1782, that his Excellency the Vizier fhould re- 
ceive credit for half the original colt of thehorfes belonging 
to the regimenti of cavalry which were formerly ftationed . 
in his dominions beyond the line of Guarantee, but were 
Jalely returned within the Provinces> we have agreed to 
credit the Vizier at the fame rate for 524 horfei belonging 
to the firft regiment of cavalry detached on fervice to the 
Weft of India, fuppofuig, from the accounts of the Pay- 
mafter to the late Bombay detachment, that the regiment 
confifted of that number when it was fent on fervice ; and 
we requeft that you will do us the honour of acquainting 
hisExcollency the Vizier with this intention, and giving 
the ncceflary dire^ions on the fubje<£l to the accountant at 
Lucknow. 

We beg leave to fubmit to you, whether it would not be " 
proper to alter the direflions which you have given to Mr. 
Wombwell, toadjuft and fettle his accounts at the end of 
every month, with the aftingMinifter of the Vizier, and 
to interchange them under their refpeftive feali and 6gna- 
- tures, by ordering that fuch interchange Ihould not be final, 
until the accounts have been examined and reported on by 
the Accountant General at the Prefidency, to whom they 
are tranfmitted monthly, and received the approbation of 
the Board ; and fuch examination and approval may have 
the good effeiSl of corredling any errors that may accident- 
ally be committed in the- accounts, and prevent references 
to Government on occafions which may be difputed by the 
Vizier'sMinifter, after the accounts have been interchanged 
in To formal a manner as is intended between lum and the 
accountant at Lucknow. 

In conformity to the defire exprel^d in the fecond letter 
which you have favoured us with, under date the aoth 
ultimo, wehave called upon Colonel Morgan for his infor- 
mation in lefpeft to the defigns of Almafs Ally Cawn, by 
ftating to him the fame queftion that you have Aated to Co- 
lonel Iroiifide and Colonel Sir John Gumming.

a. Colonel Charles Morgan having, in his gmer^ drden 
of the 13th December 1782, of whicba copy accoiilpanied 
my letter to the Board of the 24th February 1784, inn- 
mated that the Candahar Chief, Abdul Rdirnah Cawh, wai 
permttledto draught fuch horfesas he might require for the 
fervice of the corps under his command, after the Reflkllah* 
were completed at the rate allowed by the Nabob Vizier, 
of 250 rupees for each'horfe. I therefore concluded, tha£ 
as there had not been any Credit given by the Paymaftcr to 
the Bombay detachment for the {ale of thofe horles, in any 
account which I had then received from htm, that it mi^t

but having received from the military Faymailer General a 
copy of aletter which had been written to him on this fub- 
Jeft "by Mf. Bayard, atmofl immediately after his return to 
Calcutta, which proving that the horfet taken by the Cait^ 
dahars had not been draughted by them in the manner pre- 
fcribed by Colonel Morgan's oraeis of ths 1 3th December 
I7S2, but that 151 of them had been purchatefl by thefe at 
public outcry, to the amount of Sonant rupees a 1,155, with 
.which the Payniafter had charged hiovfelf In. his account 
For the month of Auguft 8| (but lately received). I there* 
fore concluded, that if any credit was to be given to bis 
Excellency for the horfes taken with the Bombay detach- 
inent, it ftiould be for the whole amount of the value of

4. In my letter to the Board of the ift April, I fug- 
g^ed the apprehenfions which I then entertained of not 
being able to obtain any prccife or accurate Information re- 
rpefting the number of thefe horfes for which his EkccI- 
lencylhould be credited; and although the military Secre- 
tary, in obedience to the honourable Board's or^r, fub- 
mitted to' me ipany of the monthly returns that had beea

. 5. It appears from the accounts of the Paymafter to the 
Bombay detachment, for the month of May 1778, that 
there were 524 horfes with this detachment when it marched 
from Futty Ghur : the Paymafter, in a letter to the mili- 

- tary Paymafter General, dated i ith May 1784, acquaints 
him that no [Jurchafes were made to fupply the cafualties in 
the firft regiment of cavalry, until the year 1782, when 

. Major Hawkins, by General Goddard's order, provided 
three hundred horfes, for which, at five hundred rupees 
each* he received one lack and fifty thoufand rupees ; an<} 
that in December 1782 the regiment was reduced by Co- 
. lonel Moi^an, and part of it formed into two Reftullahs ; 
that the remaining horfes were fold at outcry in the camp 
at Sufat to the Candahar corps, and the officers and fol- 
lowers of the army; one hundred and fifty-one of thefe 
horfes "were fold to the former, for Surat rupees 21,1 jj, aiid 
£xty fix to the latter for 9,032, and that for both of thelb 
films credit had been given in his account curreat for tho 
nonth «f A»£ttft 1783. 
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6. It appears by the retura for the inonth of November 
1782, that there were 473 horfes mufiered on the laft of that 
month, and upon the cxtraft of Colonel Moigan's general 
ordersofthe 13th December 17S2, that LiewtenantsWellh, 
and Ramfty were permitted to draught the number of 
borfes neceuary for forming their refpeflive RejTuUahi 
(which I,conclude, from tlie returns of the Reffullahs, to be 
233) for" which, by tbofe orders, they were to be held re- 
fponjable to the honourable Company in the average pur- 
cbafe of 300 rupees (of what fpecie not mentioned) tor each 

' horfe, until the approbation of the honourable tlie SupremQ 
Council ftiould be obtained : whether this matter was re- 
ferred to the honotirable Board and received their fani^ion* 
or any other determinati6n paflied thereon, is a matter which

Gentlemen* 

I have had the honour to receive yonr letter of the 1 3th 
ultimo, accompanying a report from the Accountant Ge- 
neral. ■ ' 

I have tranfmitted to the Nabob Viziet the method pro- 
pofed by the Accountant General for fettling the amount to 
be brought to his credit on account of the hories with- 
drawn from the temporary brigade, and fent on fervice with 
the late Bombay detachment, and 1 have directed the ac- 
countant at this ftatlon to conform to it, in adjufting theac- 
count betwixt the honourable Qompahy and the Vizier for 
the prefent month. - 

It appears, from a letter which I have received from the 
Nabob Vizier in anfwer to the one which I wrote to him 
by the late Refident, of your defire of keepingup the two 
roffallahs of cavalry, lately returned from the Weft of In- 
dia, at the nations of Cawnpore and Futtyghur, and con- 
fetjuently that his approbation of the matter was neither 
afked nor obtained ; under thefe circumftancss, gentlemen, 
I feel a reluftance in propofing to the Vizier to admit the 
charge of thefe rolTallahs in his accounts. The expence 
with which his Excellency is already charged has accumu- 
lated to fo large a fum, thatit is only from the greatell and 
inoft hearty exertions of his miniAers that I expe^l it can 
pofiibly Be liquidated within the term which has been pre- 
fcribed. In fac^ the refources of this country are inadequate 
even to the incumbrance which is now upon them— to en- 
■ creafe it„by charging his Excellency with the expence of 
two additional corps, which were never required or con- 
fented to, and which we ourfelves muA be fen^ble are not 
neceflary for the prote^ioh of his dominions, would, in my 
opinion, be equally inconliftent with policy and jufiice* 
By increafing the dlfSculties we may leSen the zeal of his

ifitcas ftom this counttTi ve inay reduce it to a lUte of 
poverty, and render itt aependence oa us a burden, infiead. 
of a fource of relief to the Cooipany. If this claim is to 
be made, it muft be on the plea of convcniency to the Coqi- 
pany alone, and not on the grounds of any treaty, or even 
of mutual expediency, or even of cullom. And if this 
plea fhould be admitted, what fecurity will the Vizier pof- 
fefs againft the estenfien of fuch uncenain claims?— he 
may apprehend that at a fuCure period we may find Ic 
equally convenient to charge him with the expence of an 
tdtjitional brigade, or of our whole miUtary eflablilfament. 
I think it neceSary to explaiu to you, gentlemen, that the 
method which I have directed Mr. Wombwell to adopt, in 
- fidjufting the ^ceuots betwixt the Company and theN^ob . 
Vizier, at the end of every month, is not intended to pre- 
clude ^y co/reAjons which may afterwards be made by the 
Board,' or the Accountant General at Calcutta ; it is in- 
tended to be ^ adjuflment only with the accountant ^ this 
fiationj in order that the Vizier and his Miniflen may 
know from time to tim^ fb far as depends on hin^ the flats 
of their account wuh the Company ; the neceflity of this 
meafure cannot be more ftrongty pointed out than by re- 
ferring your att^tiento the ifr^;iilaricy fo ftrongly eiem- 
plifiea in the ftate ip which I found tlie accpunts at the 
time of my arrival, when the Vizier knowing that about 
33 lacks had been coHe^ed by the late ReCdent during fix 
months preceding his recall, impgining that fo much Jhould 
have been brought to his credit with the Company, but oi» 
biquiry found that only 19 lacks had been inferted in his 
accounts.

The former circumftance* of my lofs of authority^ the 
power of the Englifh gentlemen over the aumils of my 
government, the derangement of my country, and the 
Slforders which, on thele accounts, had pervaded the whole 
of my iffhifs, have been fully evident. No one had an 
opportunity of regulating my country, and my officers 
efidured various injuries 4nd "I^ accnfations, under con- 
jftaht dread for their honour. Yon have now, from ytrar 
Ijounty and kindnefs. reftored tp me my authority over my 
Country, and, in this ftiort period of tim?; the eafe an* 
fecurityof the public and the aumifi, and the order which 
Has taken place in my country, are fully evident ; you have 
yourfelf beheld, and from your own bounty, evsry one 
palling his time in honour, reputation, and fatisfaiflioni 
each day as a feftival, and each night as a rejoicing. The 
revenues have been paid with that exaflnefs, that not an 
inftant of delay has occurred. Now that a plan of fe^ttle- 
ment for the country, and the arrangement of affairs for 
five years, has taken place, the auo^ils, from reibembrance 
of former injuries, rcqueft from me fatis&£tory affiiranassf 
Qbferving^ that if there Ihall be ntj interference of the gen- 
ttemen, and the authority and power of the Sirkat remain 
fixed, uiey witl, with fjitisfii£lion of mind, engage in the 
biifinefs of the Sircar, the arrangement of the tountry, 
and making good the revenues ofgovemment j bijt if, ai 
formerly, they Jhail be troubled "by the intcrfeience of 
gentl^en, the condu^ of affairs and arrangement of the 
country cannot be efie£ied by them ; accordingly I have 
£»)t you a copy of the requeu written by all the aumils, 
aitd the alTurances of bxXifiStmri they demand from me — 
if will arrive pacjofe^ in this letter- . Or^er in my affair4 
has, by the Divine bli^Bing, and your Icindnefs, taken 
place, and I hope in future ferther favours from you. I 
am every way ready to pay the money of th« Corqpany in 
the manner which has been fettled ; by God's help it Inall 
be paid, and no deviation occnr.

'Whilil I was employed \a fettling the accoutits betwixt 
thcCompany an3 the Vizier, tone circumflance efcaped my 
attention which T. think worthy of confideratton ; I mean 
the hardlhtp which the Vizier fuftains from the army fub- 
fidy being kept up at its original rate, although the number 
cf troops employed by us tor the defence of \m dominions 
has been greatly reduced. That you may liave the fubjeft 
fully before you, I will beg leave to recite the {wogreffive 
arrangements which have been made relative to the fuhfidy. ' 

Ih the treaty concluded betwixt the late Nabob Suj'aJi ut 
Dowlah and myfelf at Hcnare*, in September, 1773, it was 
fettled that when the Vizier had occafion to demand ' tha 
aid of our troops, he fllould'pay for the expence of a bri- 
gade 2, 1'OjCOO rupees of the Owde currency per month; 
this was grounded on an accurate eftimate of the a^uat 
expence, and it was particularly fpecified that a brigade 
Jliould confift of 2 battalions of Europeans, 6 battalions of 
fspoys, and 1 company of artillery. The number of fe- 
poys which, according to our cftablilhment at that time, 
foriped a battalion, was 640; fo that the whole number of 
lepoys, of which a brigade ought to have coii£Aed} was

I have perufed wilK the utmoft attention the Governor 
General's letter of the ill of Odlobfcr laft, on the fubjeift 
of the Vizier's fulifiily, and fent in circulation. 

I agree with the Governor General, that the Vizier's im- 
plicit reliance in the accuracy and juftice of the accounts 
^hich our Accountant General makes &u: agaiiift his go- 
Eriiment, Hiould encourage us to confirm the Vizier's con- 
_Jence, by pointing out raiftakes, even although we muft 
be lofers by corrciling them. Yet the very diftrefled flate 
of the Company's financps renders it neceflary that we 
fliould defite every aid which we can in judice from the 
Vizier's alliance. 

I am not clearly- informed, whether the amount of the 
fubfidy now charged for the brigade Rationed at Cawnpore, 
together with the fubCdy paid for the regiment ftationed at 
Lucknow, is fuperior to the a<£tu3l charges of that bri- 
gade and regiment, on the ellablifhments of their prefent 
ftrength. 

I wiih the Accountant General would make out an accu- 
rate calculation on thefe c^eftions, exclufive of the contin- 
gent or incidental charges of thefe troops on i'eV vice, which 
are, I believe, always charged to the Vizier.

There 
may not be time to fend it by this dil'patch to the Com- 
pany. 

I beg leave to adhere to ray former propofition, of leavi-

'Fox packet, and by that time our Treafury and that of the 
"Vizier may be in a fituation to difband the detilchmeht, .if 
it'isrefolved to reduce it; and we may be bftter informed re- 
lative toSindia's real views and fituation.

Thefe I have mi- 
nutely f^ated in my correipondence With the Board ; and 
my late Report of the 20ih of September ftates in what 
manner 1 have executed the truH which I had undertaken. 

The engagements which I have obtained from the Na- 
bob Vizier ceafe with the clofe of the next Fuffellee year» 
or in September next ; but his means of fulfilling them de- 
pend upon the unchanged and unmolefled fubliftence of 
many internal arrangements, which are mutually connefled 
in a feries of five years from their foundation ; and that in 
the abfolute forbearance of this government from all pre- 
f«it interference in his authority, andefpecially in the con- 
trol and admiuiftration of his revenues. 

When I was on the eve cf parting from him, I deemed it 
confiftent with the fincerity of my own charafter, and no- 
ceiTary to prevent the confequences of top abrupt an infor- 
mation, whenever he might receive it, of the apparent de- 
privation of my fupport^ to acquaint him with the probably 
approach of my removal from the fervice ; and at the fame 
time I promifcii htm, that 1 would on no. account make it 
my own aifl, without previoufly obtaining from the Board 
their promife of an entire and punAual adherence to the 
engagements which I had made with him on my own part 
individually, and on behalf of the Board, in virtue of their 
exifting engagements with me,/ which are contained in the 
refolution to which I have appealed in the introduftion of 
this minute: the lame afiurauce I gave alfo to his Minif- 
ters. I foon after departed, leaving my fecretary. Major 
Palmer, as my perfonal re prefent alive and agent, with the 
Nabob Vizier, both for the encouragennent of the Nabob 
and his Minillers, and for the means of urging them to the

made from the faid arrsngemAits^ nor any perfori deputed 
to reHde at hii Conrt, bst at Uis Own fpontaneous inclina- 
tion, or any atitbofity extrcifod within the lirtiita of his <to-

I prefume that this requifition is confonant with the 
ftriiStnefs of , legal propriMy, as the firft delegation of the 
truft nrade to me in Decem[«r 1 783 extends in its full force 
as Ti reciprocal obligation to the period which I have pre- 
fcribed; and as the a6l of a majority of the Board, which- 
followed it, from its legal obligation on the whole, .necgf- 
farily includes and involves every engagement contraded 
under it, and conformable to it, with the fame force of an 
equal and permanent obligation. 

Before I conclude, I defire to obviate every poffible mif- 
conception of aiy obje<ft in the requifition whjch I have 
made. I do not defire the Board,, nor the members of it, 
individually, to approve what I have done ; I only deCre 
them to ratify what I have done under a conAitutional and 
legal authority, by their conftitutional and legal acquJ-

Having been fumifhed by the Secretary to the Secret 
Department with % copy of Major Lumfdane's letter to you 
<in the fubjeiA of my claim, I am pn^r the nece^ity of 
troubling you V'th fome remarks upon it. 

Hebjigins with dating, that he proceeded to Cawnpoor, 
in obedience to your commands, to give evidence on tbe 
trial of Captain Jaques. I beg leave to obferve, that it it 
pf no confideration to me what the ca'ufe of his ahfence 
wag — I remained the commanding officer of the detach- 
ment, liable to all the contingent charges that M^or Lumf- 
tlane could have incurred, hqd he been prefent; but the 
truth is, that he went to Cawnpoor to profecute Captain 
Jaques, in confequence of complaints preferred by himfelf 
Bgainll that o$cer. 

Major Lumfdaite is correA in faying that I commanded 
for only a few days in 0£tobgr; but ho Ihould alfo have 
twen candid enoughto have fiated that I commanded until 
the ajth of Septenjlier, for which month I made no de- 
mand, as he figned the mufter returns ; and I only claimed 
the allowance "for October, becaufe I figned the muftef 
rolls far that month ; and I had given up the allowance to 
the Major for an equal number of days in the preceding 
inonth of September : he is alfo entirely filent in refped to 
the two months of July and Auguft, dHring which perita 
1 commanded the detachment, and in his abfence rdueetj 
and levelled the forts of Bilkar and Singar. 

Major Lumfdane' afferts, that the allowance of 3,00a 
tiipees. per month, which was granted i^ lieu of continent 
'clurges, was expreffly confined to theraok of fiel4 tK$^ 
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It Appears, with all fubmilCon, to be a folecifm of idelSt 
that the iocidental expenses of any fervice fhoutd depend 
folely upon the rank of the officer conducing it, and not 
upon the unavoidable circumAances which occalioned them. 

Major Lumfdane, in conclulion, confidently fuppolei 
that the honourable iBoard can never mean that he fltould 
be a fuffercr by being ordered to Cawnpoor ; and that Go- 
vernment, by former orders, plainly pointed out the con- 
trary. It has been already noticed, that the trip to Cawn- 
poor was originally.occarioned by his altercation with, Cap- 
tain Jaques ; and it might have been expected that Major 
Lumfdane would ha\e produced or ^oted the order to 
which he alludes, in lupport of the auertion, that the al- 
lowance in queAron was confined to field ofiiccrs : but, not 
to leave that point in any doubt, 1 deem Jt neceflary to 
quote a regulation of Government indireft oppofition to 
the Mijor's aflcrtioo, vi?.. 

•f That the gratuity to be given to the Majors com- 
•' manding regiments Ihall not be drawn by them, except 
" when prefent, and returned as doing duty with their re- 
" fpe^ive corpe. When abfent, the next fenlor officer 
•' m.all be entitled to thefe allowances." 

It appears by the above, regulations, that even the efla- 
blifhed allowances of a field officer, commanding a regi- 
ment, devolved, in .his abfence, to the next in command; 
whether occafionedby_ public duty, private bufinefs, or fick- 
. nefs: and if the Board judged it proper, that the eftablifhed 
monthly allowance of the Majors commanding regiments 
flioald fall to the next in command, in the abfence of the 
Major, witliout regard to the caufeof it, it may be fairly 
prefumcd that Government could not intend to aflign the 
allowances fpecifically granted for the purpofe of defraying 
the contingent expences of any particular fervice to the 
Major, during his abfence, whilfl tlie fervice was perform- 
ed, and the incidental expences of it actually incurred, by 
the officer next iQ command. 

The Major fays, that my claim was dormant till the eve 
cf his departure: in anfwer to which, permit me to cb- 
ferve, that the honourable Board only admitted the claim 
for the allowances fo few days ago; and that the Major 
was fo earneft to avoid any communication with me on the 
fubje£t, as to take his departure for the (hip eight days ear- 
lier than was neceflary ; and, in fadt, he was fo espeditioui 
in leaving the fettlement, that I djd not hear tif th^ Board's 
decilion in favour of the claim till two days after he wai gone.

Although 
my intelligence authdrifes me Xd believe, that Scindia haj 
given kncouragefnent to the Selks to invade his Excellency 
the Vi^iei*s doniinlons> yet I am not of opinion that he 
himfelf will take any fleps of a hoftile nature. I imputd 
the friendly intcrcourfe that has latfely taken pUce betwixt 
him and certain Sirdars of the Seiks, to a with, on hij 
part, of preferVing tht country he has lately tdtc^n unde^ 
nis protiSflion from being ravaged by thfefe freebooters, and 
of divet^tine our attention from the imbltioiis nieafures h6 
Unow punillng, the defence of our frontiers froifran irrup- 
tion of the Selks. As there appears, however, trf be good 
ground to believe that large bodits of Seiks are iiSditating 
an attack upon the Vizier** provinces, I approve thfe tnca- 
fure of putting the detachnient in ttjotidrt, *hith Ihdil be 
done Immediately on my receipt of the rei^uifition. I Hull 
afterwards make fuch a difpoiition of the force under mf 
command, as, I truft, will effeiftually infure the fafcty of 
his Excellency's dominions; and whenever any thing oc- 
curs, which 1 think fufficiently interefling for your attea-< 
tion, I will not fail to advife you of it. 
' In confeqnence of my application tothat purpofe, to his 
Excellency the Vizier, two battalions of his fepoys will be 
fent hither to protedl the magazine, cantonments, and city 
of Furruekabad, in the ablenJce of the detachment. 

I have only fitrther to aJTure your honourable Boards 
that, in obeying the Vizier's orders to put the detachment 
in motion, I fliall be particularly watchiiil not to fu&r ^ny 
cxpence t^ be incurred to the Company, which can |>offibly 
l>e avoided*

Goordut Sing, and MokcilSing, and other Chiefs who 
were encamped here, and who every day, mounting their ■ 
horfes, attacked J«dofee, and returned to their camp, on the 
22d totally deftroyed the village of Refce and Maliomed 
Pofejanhabited by the Seyeds; and having again attacked 
Jed^fee, returned to their tents. They cqnfujted, and agreed 
to plunder Mooradabad. On the morning of the thi^d, be- 
ing Friday, part of the army went towards Mooradabad, ■ 
wten.a meflengerarnved,antl informed, them, that Jeetoo 
X.oH and Sotharam, and Bpwan Bunny Khan, the renter 
of the duties, who were in Jedofee, and had defended it, . 
made their efcape in the middle of the night ; and that riie 
merchants of that place were conveying tlieir property to 
difierent places: all the Chiefs having confidted, snd ha- 
ing -countermanded the march of the army towards Moora- 
4tbatJ,,^yqntimmeiliately towards jedoiec. As it was five 
cofs off, they arrived at the gate by nine o'clock, and 9^ 
tacked it. The peonS of the merchants, who were in rea^ 
dinefs, kept op a (hort engagement with raiilkets; but at laft, 
•-'Vol. \.\ U m^ 
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thegftte was broken^ and the Sheik Sirdars entered, and fe(*' 
itre to all the houfet and markets, and plundered all the 
property. They remained employed all day and night iq 
plundering^ ^nd many lacks of goods and money came into 
their hands. Burmy Khan, the renter of the duties, hear- 
irig this, went and conveyed his family two days journey 
to the Gurra of Burraoly. To-day, the 4th, all the Chiefii 
are tnarched oft": we (hall fee what quarter they may go to. 
Wherever they go, they immediately deft roy everything 
hy iire. Beem Hing, the fon of Golaub Sing, with 506 
horfe, crofled over at the Ghaut of Cummerud DiannaguCf 
and deftroyed the country of Buckrawan and Seleempore, 
and Guna Seer MahqmeuKhan; and no Chief has, as yet, 
taken any meafures in consequence of this difturbance^ 
Whatever may happen Ihall be written.

Sirdar Mukkul Sing, and Jefla 
Sing Ram Rudma, having confultsd together, propofed for 
marching, but as Sirdar Kurruiii Sing was arrived near G9- 
liurlungia, wliich is atout 15 cofs from Runcheet (jhurra, 
Goordat Sing, and Lo wan Sing Bbaag, and other Chiefs, 
fent word to Mukkul Sing that they ought to remain en- 
camped that day, and after the arrival of Kurrun Sing they 
might march to whatever quarter thfey might all approve. 
Mukkul Sing fent for anfwer, that as they were ready to. 
march, they could not poflibly remain; that Kurrun Sing 
might join them in thei,r next epcampment, in the country 
belonging to Raja Golaub Sing. But Moher Sing agreeing 
to give Mukkui Singfome prefents, he confented to Aay, 
and did not march away tiUnearnoan. After they marched 
about 1 2 cofs they arrived, and encamped near Berrarapore, 
and went forth to plunderthe vilJagss of the Porgunnah 
Peliokundency of all their grain and feed.— To-day, the 
I2th, they remain encamped ; thofe, and all the Chiefs, be- 
ing aflembled, confulted. It is reported that letters from 
the army of Mahajce Scindia are received by tlie Chiefs, 
tut their particulars are not known. — They left the army, 
and went under the trees, where they held confultation, 
And read the letteis. — We hear from feme of them, that 
Mukkeel Sing had advice that their plunder fiiould be fent ' 
to the other fide the Jumna, and the army he advanced ta 
Pehokiindeng,-which is la cofs difiant, and that the bag- 
gage being left with the army, 10 or 15 thoiifandhorfe, be- 
ing croffed again over the river, fliould go plundering as far 
as Barelly. They have fent horieiasn to look for a Ghaut, 
and are expelling the arrival of Veurtum Sing. — What- 
ever may happen Aiall be written.

Futty-Ghur dctachnxint, and the a6tuar expence of the 
fame, as ftated to me in the accompanying two account^ 
with which this office has been furniihed "by the military 
Paymafter General, and Accountant to the Board of Or4- 
pancc. 

I mufl alfo obferve, that in the account before mentioned 
no allowance whatever is made for contingent expences; 
^nd it (hould feem that,' exclufive of whatever thefe may 
amount to, the difference "will be augmented, in;ifmuch as a 
part of the troops which now are fiationed at Cawripoie 
and Fiitty Ghur, which for the major part of the year 
IJ83-4 compofed a, part of the Bombay detachment, the 
expence of thefe in the ordnance department' cannot have 
been ftated in the accompanying account at fo much as jt 
will probably amount to in 1784-5. 

The Accountant to the Board of Ordnance received fropl

been made of two regiments of fepoys, -and foup fix- , 
pounders, at the rcqui.fition of the Nabob Vizier, from the 
Futty Ghur Hation ; and Colonel Knudfon, vvho commands 
it, has been ordered to march towards Anfapfhur. Colonel 
Sir John Cumming's inftruflions to Colonel Knudfon, and 
the Commander in Chiefs opinion on them, are tranfmit- 
ted to you, numbers in this packet. 

26. We have been fince advifed by Colonel Sir John 
. Ctiinming, under date the 4th InllanT, that an' intimation 
has been conveyed to him by Major Palmer, of apprehen- 
fions entertained by the Vizier andhis M'nifter, that a 
combination had been entered into between Scindia and th« 
^iks inimical to h^s Excellency; lirjd thiit a rcquifition 
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would arrive the next day for the whole detachment. Co- 
lonel Sir John Cumming has acquamted us, that although 
-. his intelligence authorized him to believe that Scindia haS 
grven encouragement to the Seiks to invade the Vizier's do- 
ftiinions, he is yet not of opinion that any ftci)S will he 
taken hy this Chief of an hoftile nature. Sir John Cum- 
itiing attributes the friendly intercourfc that had lately takea 
place between Scindia and certain firdars of the SeLks, to a 
wiih on his part of prcfcrving the country which |ie had 
lately taken under his proteftion from being ravaged hy 
thefe freebooters, and of diverting tht Company's atten- 
tion from the ambirious meafures he was then purfuing to 
the defence of the frontiers againft an invafion of the 
Seiks. 

ij. In confequeiKeof fome fufpicions entertained hy the 
Vizier of the fidelity of Almafs Ally Cawn, his Excellency 
had required another regiment of lepbys from theCawnpor* 
Aation to reinforce the troops at Lucknow, and Colpnel 
Jronfide had iflbed orders for the brigade under his com- 
mand to be ready to move on the earliell notice; but we 
have lately underitood that Almafs Ally Cawn has repaired 
to Lucknow, and that in confequence thereof the march of 
a regiment to that place has been poftponed. 

28. The grounds for the fufpicions entertained of the 
f delity of Almafs Ally Cawn appear to have relied on hit 
having withdrawn his family from Lucknow, and his 
having afTembled a confiderable force under his commanct 
at his cantonments at Kodercote, not far from Sccundfa. 

29. From this general afpefl of affairs on the Weftcrn 
fwu tiers, you will readily admit th^t it is necdlaryforns to 
be upon our guard; and while we are purfuing a fyftem 
]of moderation and pacific policy, to be prepared againft any 
Jioftility or convwifion among the neighbouring native 
powers: we have no immediate apprehenfibn from Scin- 
dia's ambition, nor do wc fnfpeft hirti'of an infidelity to his 
engagements, yet there is ftf obvious a relation bttwern the 
powers of the Mogul empire, whieh he has aJIiimed, and 
the cotlftitutional claims of the Mogul power over the 
Vizier and his country, that wc think it a neqeflary policy 
to be ready!to refift them ; by adopting this fyftem, we erii- 
ploy the moft likely means to prevent the aSertion of Mo- 
gul claims by the M^irattas.

31. Wo are determined to eftfl every pofllble redu^ion 
in the expences of that detachment, and in thofeof all the 
Company's troops in the Vizier's dominions. We are 
Ijkewife refolved to leave the fuUeft fcope for the fuccefsful 
operation of thofe arrangements, which the late Governor 
General fettled with the Minifters of the Vizier for the 
increafe of his Excellency's revcnnes. Mr. 'Macpherfon 
has written a very explicit letter to the Vizier on this fub- 
jeft fiDce Mr. Hayings* departure — it attends you, a num- 
ber in the packet. 

J2. Your honourable Court wil! readily approve ano* 
ther principal objeft" of that letter; It explains to tho 
Vizier the plan of reform which your Government ha* 
^opted, and which was refolved upon with the concurrence 
of your i ate Governor General; it promifes a relief to the 
Nabob's treafury, by carrying a fimilar plan of ccconomical 
r^ulation through every connexion of ourfervice with that 
of the Vizier, within his Excellency's country ; anditex- 
preffly flipulat«C, that his Excellency fl)all not pay any al- 
lowances or gratuity to any of the Company's fervants,t!!vil 
Qr military, within his dominions, that ate not regularly re* 
Corded in his public accounts with this Government. This 
Aipulation appears, from the refult of late i n veil i gat ions, to 
be no lefs tequifite for the good of your fervice in general, 
than for the relief of .the Vizier; and it is our fteady de- 
termination to enforce and maintain it as fai; as our bell 
exertions can effeft fo defirable a purpofe. 

3-3. Although we have engaged, in conftquence of the 
agreement concluded by your late Governor General with 
the Vizier, not to charge his Excellency's account with the 
lexpence of the Futty Ghur detacliment from the ift of 
January laft, till your pleafure (hall be known, we truft 
that the Vizier wRl make a voluntary offer to provide the

Mr. Macpherfon's letters to the Vizier 
(which are recorded on our confultationsj are tranfmitted 
to Major Palmer, who pr^fents them to the Nabob ; he will 
of courfe tranfmit the Vizier's letters to the Prefidency ; but 
in no other capacity is he employed by this Government : 
^nd you will readily believe, that it is from motives of deli- 
cacy towards the late Governor General, and his arrange- 
ments in the upper provinces, and an unwillinglefs on our ■ 
part to adopt any meafure, in refpeift to the relloration of 
the Refidency, that might infringe thofe arrangements, that 
we have left Major Palmer in tlw fituation above defcribed 
at Lncknow* ' 

43. Mr. Macpherfon wiflies not to avail himfelf of tl>e 
privilege of deputing an agent on his own part to the Court 
of the Vizier, though the prefent engagements with him 
provide for fuch a depntatton. He wilhes to comply not 
only with the (pirit but the letter of any orders that you 
may be pleafed to tranfmit to us on the fubjei£l of the Re- 
fidency ; and he doubts not that thofe orders wilt provide 
fufficiently for the attention that Ihould ever be paid to the 
recommendation of your Governor General, in favour of 
thofe of your fervants whom he may think belt qualified to 
officiate as your Mtniflers at foreign or ally Durbars. His 
favourable opinion of the abilities of Mr. Briftow. and Mr. 
Cowperhas not been invalidated by the acciifations which 
Were preferred againft them by Hyder BegCawn; yet,

opinion in our Councils, aod relative to which you may be

T have the honour to inform you, that in confequence of 
his Excellency the Vizier's requiCtion, I ftiall march ftom 
hence to-morrow with two regiments of lepoys, the ruf- . 
fulla of cavalry, and the artillery; one regiment will re- 
main here in charge of the magazine and cantonments until 
the arrival of Captain Frith, with a battalion of the Nabob's 
feppys, when that regiment alfo will proceed to join the 
lietachment. 

I have obtained an order from his Excellency for » Dawk 
to be laid from this place to camp ; but in the relaxed llatC 
of the police in this part of the country I think it highly 
necefTary to provide againft the danger of ^ Dawk being 
plundered. Permit me therefore to requeft, that any lettef 
you may have occafion to write me during my abfenc« 
from this place, rriay be tranfmitted ^e in duplicate ; a pre- 
caution I /hall obferve in writing your honourable Board. 

I am Aill cf opinion, that there is bur little foundation 
for his Excellency's apprehenfions for the fafety of th« 
country. I^ut I approve of the movement of tht troop* 
towards the frontier, as by lliewing we are ready to a£i, it 
, may be a means of inducing Scindia to lay aBde his hoflilc 
intentions (if he has formed any fiich) upon his Excellency's

Dear Sir, 
Yeflerday I had the pleafurc of receiving your letter of 
the a ift February, enclofuig letters to me n-om.the Nabob 
Vizier and his Miniiters. It aifords me great fatisfadlion 
that the Nabob Vizier.and his Miniilers are pleafed with 
the-reprefenlations which I made to them refpeftiiVely, on 
the occaiion of Mr, Haftings's departure and refignation of 
his office : my fubfequent letters ip his Highnefs, and to 
the Minifters, Hyder Beg Cawn and HuSein Beg Cawn, 
which were enclofed to. you for prefeiitaljon, M'ould aiid 
to their confidence in the moderation and juilicc of my ad< 
ninifiration, 

Oiie 
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One of the heavy complaints of the Nabob Vizier wa^ 
the expeiice to which his government has been put by thi 
allowaiices granted in various ways, and under different 
■ eftablilTimeiits, to the Company's civil and military fervants 
in his dominions ; fuch allowances, unlefs they have the 
exprefs approbation of the Company's adminiftration, and 
are recorded in the public accounts, are no lefs a grievance 
to the V izier, than injurious to the Company's fervice, atid 
general intcrefts. , 

I have refolved] as the letter to the Nabob Vizier, of 
which a tranflation was fent, would inform Vou, to bring 
all allowances and penfions from the Viziers treafury, in 
the face of his account with the Company : my objefl is 
not an unpleafant and, invidious retrofpeift (which feldom in 
any cafe forwards the public intereft) but to keep our ac- 
counts with the Vizier correil and juft in future, that he 
may have fio caufe, public or fecret, for not fulfill'mg his 
engagements with the Company, and that as a corre^ ad- 
juftmentmay take place in his difburfements forthe Com- 
pany's fervice, a meafure equally falutary to the refpeflite 
interclls of his and our own government^ and conAituting 
the heft check to future intrigues. 

My predeceflbr was often anxious to draw; this line of 
adjultment, but be poftefTed not the opportunities which 
now offer for its eftablifiiment. The recent conteft be- 
tween the Nabob's Miniders and the fervants of the Com- 
pany at Lucknow, have placed the fubjeft of the Vizier's 
lefources, and the manner of their expenditure, in a clear 
view fully upon record; and, independant oi the wifhes 
winch Mr. Haftings had equally with me to draw the line 
of ililburfement from the Vizier's treafury to a juft and 
cccpnomical precilion, prefent neceflity, and the honour of 
this Government, prefs iriefiftibly for the adoption of the 
meafures which 1 have recommended to the Vizier. 

Accounts are now making out of the aflual charge to 
the Company of their troops and fervants in the Vizier's 
. country ; thofe charges exceed the fubfidy, and yet the Vi- 
zier's treafury is without refource. 

The apprehenfions lately entertained by the Vizier anJ 
. his' Minifters, from the defign of the Mahrattas, the in- 
curlion of the Seiks, and the natural confequences of the 
eftablifliment of a powerful ftate ot» the ruins of the Mo- 
gul power, in the neighbourhood of the Vizier, leave os 
little ho))es of being able for 9 time to lerall the Futty 
Gurr detachment. Our fecurity, and that of the Vizier, 
left ultimately onour force, and not in ouraddrefsin ne- 
gociation; and to place that force on a footing to infurc 
the peace of thcfe and (tf ihe Vizier's provinces. It simA 
be regularly paid, and kept to re»diacfs to a£U 

For 
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, For this purpofe T wifli you to explain to the Vizier the 
abfolutQ ncceflity of punctuality in his Kifls ; and while 
you prefs that necefllty upon his njind, you may aiTui'e 
himj that I do not wim a greater force than what' is ahfo- 
lutely neceflary for his own proreflion to remain in his do- 
minions, and that the expence of it ihould be kept within 
the mo A osconomical bounds: I imagine a complete bri- 
gade in conflant readinefs, and well paid upi will be equal 
to this fervice, i*ith a few regiments of fepoys to, be kept 
. for the detail of internal fervice. The brigade fhould be 
kept invariably together, and the Bazar of it fliould be left 
'not in the hands of the Vizier's fervants, but under the 
control of thecommander of our troops. This would re- 
lieve the Vizier from a heavy expence, which he now pays 
in lieu of that control, and theinterefts of th'^ different 
officers, European and native, in the brigade, will effeflu- 
ally prevent any unjuft exercife of the control of the 
commanding officer oif the brigade over the Bazar. 

I throw out this idea merely as a fpeculative one at 
prcfent; I wiftx to have no referve in fubjefls of this 
nature. 

Of the debt of our Government, currfeut, bonded, and 
arrears, you have probably no correifl idea relative to. its 
magnitude; and that of the demands of the Prefidencies 
you can have no adequate conception. Tlie regulations of 
the late, aft of Parliament (of which I fend you a copy) 
are wifely reftriiSive againft extenfion of dominion in India. 
It follows, then, that it is only from the field in our pof- 
fefllon, and our influence over that which we protedt, that 
we can realize the funds that are neceflary for our prefent 
. exiftence, and againft fijinre events. My colleagues have 
heartily united with me in the reduifLion of every poffible 
expence; and they agree with me fully in opinion, that 
every aid that can be drawn from the refources of Oude, 
conhftently with the faith of our engagements, and the 
permanent good of the country ilfelf, will fcarcely be fuf- 
ficieiit, united with the utmoft reduftion of our experices, 
and the moll fuccefsful colltdlion of the revenues of thefc 
provinces, to maintain our force and our credit, or to fub- 
ftantiate the engagements which the Court of Direflors 
have in a manner pledged to Parliament for the indepen- 
dence of the Company. 

riejve the objeft to your general confiJeration, as the 
befl comment upon my letter to the Vizier, and the mea- 
fures which ought to be adopted upon a general fyftem 
throughout the Company's provinces, and thofe of their 
protefted allies. Mr. Hafllngs united with us heartily in 
the general fyftem vf retrenchments before his departure. 
We are now carrv'ing refolutions, adopted ia Council with 

Vol. V. Y him. 
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htm, into practical effe£t ; and it will be neceflarjr to in- 
form the Company's fervants at Lucknow, that they ar^ 
not to remain excluded from the efie£ts of a general fyftent 
of Gfconomy and retrenchment — what they receive from 
the Vizier is in fa£l received from the Company, while 
he is fo much in arrears to them. 

Mr.Wombwell will be direftcd to lav before the Board, 
bona fide, all the allowances that are paid to the Company's 
fervants, of whatever defcription, within the Vizici^s do- 
minions, from the Vizier's treafury, or from the Com- 
pany's Paymafters. Your own allowances, as the late Go- 
vernor General's agent at Lucknow, fliould be mentioned 
with the reft : the Vizier, I foppofe, finds you a houfe 
and fervants. Thefe particulars I would not mention but 
on the principle that, when real refbrms are undertaken, 
they fliould begin with the condB^tors of thefe reforms. 
You Will underftand that I have ihewn the example in my 
own family ; yet I claim not any comparative merit in this 
meafure : my predecellbrs had not the opportunity that was 
offered tome, nor was the public di;ftrefs .ever £b preffing as 
in theprefent mqment : the feafon of the licavy col!efli<MM 
is over : the demands of Madras and Bombay are moft 
pirefling, and our arrears to the army are upwards of 50 
lacks. You will inform Captain Polhill, and the officers 
in the body guard, that I bave felt the moft painful reluc- 
tance in the rediiflion of the body guard, and the transfer 
of it to the Vizier, without the Britifii officers : but I will 
not burden the Vizier with a fingle officer, if I cMi help 
it. The officers bf the body guard will find that fonic of 
Mr. Haftings's aid-de-camps, that lived in my own family, 
are no longer in that or any efVablilhment of expence to 
the Company. This muft be my excnfe to Captain Polhill 
and the gentlemen of the late regiment. , 

I fhall have the pleafure of writing to you more particu- 
larly very foon. You will find, that while you are fo 
good as to remain in your prefent fituation, my correfpon- 
dence with the Vizier and his IMinifters Ihall pafs exclu- 
iively through your hands. 'Mr. Stuart and Mr. Stables 
have perufed your letters to me, and I communicate to 
them my correfpoiidsnce with you. 

' They are much pleafed with the hopes you have given 
me, that we have little to apprehend from the Seiks. 

I had, inconfetjuenceof the hint I gave you about Major 
Browne, and the fixed determination of the Board to re- 
duce every poflible expence, given Major Browne leave to 
return to the Prefidency, before I had the pleafure of your 
laft letter. If you correfpond regularly with Mr. Tames 
Anderfon, he will give you every necaflTary light for the 
Vizier's information. 
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• X ^opt the Prince is wbll : Scitldia will not bear of his 
i^nirn with any of onr troops for his proteflion at his &- 
thet*8 court: I imagine thj: Prince will not go without 
fuch a protection : if he wiflies to live at Benares or Luck- 
how in a private capacity (as the Tons of our fovcreign live 
among their fellow ,fubje^s) hudianity As well as policy 
requires that tre Aiould give him fuch an afylum, fince hi 
has thrown himfelf upon and has been 'received into our 
t>ro teuton. 

I fliall imagine that in time Scindia will have the addreft 
to induce him to fetnrn to his father. I beg you to af- 
fure the Prince of my r^fpefl for him, is the dcfcendant 
of a moft 'illullrious race of men and of princes. I hare 
a moft liberal conCderation of his prefent fituatioti; and 
tny regard f6r him, from the real good charaiSer which 
Mr. Haflings gave of hitn, and which m^ybthcrs have 
confirmed, is perfefily eftabliJhed. 

In the letter I hdve not aimed at either a formal or re- 
^lar repiefentation in the ftyle of official buGnefs. J have 
given you ihy thoughts freely, that you may turn them 
tis you can to public ufe^ and the credit of my adminiftra- 
tioQ.

I am hopoured by the receipt of your letter of the 6th 
inftaiit. 

The reports yon had heard of an incurfion made by the 
Seiks into Rohilcund were not without foundation ; they 
plundered the town of Chandowey, and partly thaf'e of 
Mauridjbad and Sumbul. I knsw from my own private 
inteiligence of their approach to the banks of the Ganges, 
near Anopfhere, but all the officers of the Vizier's Go- 
vernment maintained the ftriAell fdence on the fubje^ of 
their approach, as well as of their CToiGng and fubrequert 
depredations : I omitted nothing upon this uccafion which 
it was in my power to do. I prepared to tako the field al 
an hour's notice, and impatiently waited ^ requifition from 
his Excellency the Vizier for tlie march of a part, or the 
whole of the detachment. The retjuifition being delayed 
beyond my eipe£lation_, I ordered Lieutenant-olonel Knud- 
fon, with two regiments and four guns, to be in readinefi 
for immediate fervjce, and I reprefented in ftrong terms the- 
urgent neceffity of their marching: they remained in this 
fituation about tea days ; at laft 1 received the requifitioo, 
2nd next morning the detachment marched. Shortly af- 
terwards, for tha' rcafons mentioned in my letter to your 
bondu'rable Board, under date the 4tb infant, the Vixier 
itat me a requifition for the march of the whole detach- 
ment; it accordingly marched' immediaiely, except tha 
18th regiment; that regiment I bad onJered to follow ma 
Upon the arrival of his Excellency the Vijier's battaHons, 
but the latter' proved fuch an undifciplined rabble, that I 
could not entruft them with the protedlion of the maga- 
zine, hofpital, cantonments, and all the property of the 
officers, beiides the city of Furrockabad; this confidera- 
lion, joined to my conviflion that the force now with mo 
is more than equal to any thing that can be brought ro'op- 
pOfe me, has mduced-me to countermand the march of the 
l8th regiment from Futly Ghur. 

It muft appear ftrange to your honourable Board, that I 
have tranfmitted you no account of the late incurGon of 
the Seiks. I have more than ooce fat down with an inten- 
tion of addreffiag you on the fubjeA, but found myfelf 
under fuch difficulty.in what manner to tieat It ; for, as I 
bave mentiotied above, I rvceiyed no information from the 
Viziei's officers} all I had was derived from my own bir-t 

rtrrahs, 
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carrahs. By my inllruAions from your honourable Boards 
I am placcid entirely undar his Excellency's orders ; without 
a requifition under his feal, I cannot march a company : in 
one inilancc (a moft oeceflary one) I deviated from this 
rule, by marching a fmgle company, which drew a fevere 
attack upon me in a reprefentation to your Boatd, [t reAed 
folely with his Excellency to command the fervices of my 
detach me nt'To wards the protedtion of the upper part of the 
province of Rohilcund; and in giving my opinion, unalk- 
ed, that the troops ought to march, I went farther than I 
was well warranted to do by the ^tuation in which 1 am 
placed — bound to execute, but not entitled to advife. The 
refpett fJoe to his Excellency made it improper for me to 
make dny obfervations, as far as concerned him ; and not 
doubting bnt that either he or the Minifter would take oc- 
cafion to explain this bufmefs to your honourable Board, 
1 wifhed to leavg it to them, and Ihonld have continued 
Clent but for your letter on the fubjeS. 
- Before I quit this fubjed permit me to remark, that while 
the motions of the troops depend entirely on orders from 
Lncknow, thefe orders will generally arrive too lata. Were 
a force to approach the frontierthat I thought dangerous tt» 
the Vizier's Government, I certainly would not wait for 
otders from his Excellency, but, con£ding in the candour 
of the Board, would march without any vequLGtion ; but 
in this cafe only would I take fuch a ftep. The incinijons 
of the Seiks, although very diftfefling to the country, arei 
not of fuch a nature as to juftify a deviation from the- rule 
laid down in my inAtv&ions. If it had, however, depend- 
ed on me, the troops, or at leaf! partof them, wbuld have 
been in the field early in December, becaufc the Sei.k& may 
be expected, with a great degree of certainty, af the time, 
the Ganges becomes foirda^le. If I may venture an opi- 
nion with regard to the motive that induced his Excdlency 
to decline calling on me, I think it was awifh to convince 
your Board, and perhaps the country in general, that his 
own forces ^ere eqoal to the defence of the weflern fron- 
lier. To fum Up what I have faid, the Vizier and his Mi- 
niilers certainly may be the befl iu^es of the neceflitj of 
having recourfe to our troops in the cale of iatemal dtftvr- 
bancei ; but where a foreign eaenty is coocenied^ tbcir re- 
folves are much too flow. 

After the plunder of Chandowey, ficc. the Seiks, appre- 
hcnfive of having their retreat intercepted by a detachment 
of our troops, retired with their booty acrofs the Ganges, 
not have they fmce re-croffed into Rohilcund.- They are 
now principally in the neighbourhood of Gouz Ghurr, the 
capital of Golam Kader, the foQ ^n^ facceflt^iof tbe lots 
Nabob Zabdy Khan. 
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. In ccnnptianc^ with a requiCtion from his Excellency tho 
Vizier, I detached three companies of fepoys, a few days 
^o, to affifl the Nabd> of Furroclcabad in colleding th? 
revenue of his diftri£^, and to enable liim thereby to dilV 
^arge his tribute to the Vizier. 

■Since my arrival here this morning, I have beeji joined, 
))y Lieulen^t-cQtonel Knudfon, qnd the tfoops under hi) 
^mmaiid.,

Honourable Sir, and Sirs»- 
Since I bad the honour of replying to your letter of ths 
6th inflant, Rajah Jaggemaut, the aumil of Rohilcund^ 
fau beep with me. I interrogated him very particularly, 
both with regard to the damage done by the Seiki in that 
' country, and the reafons of his not Informing me of thq 
probability of their crofling the Ganges, He Aat^ the 
^mage to have been much lefs than the reports your Board 
bad received reprefented it to be, or than I myfelf had 
heard. He affirms to me, that Moraudabad ha6 not been 
touched, and that the depredations were confined folely to 
the towns of Chandowey and Sumbul. He acl^nowledges 
that the bazars of thefc two places were pillaged and burnt, 
and that a conGderable number of butlocics, loaded with 
the plunder foun^ there, had been 'carried acrofi the river, 
but not one hackery. On the whole, I found him exceed^ 
ii^ly averfe to enter into the fuhje^; and, during thecouT 
verfatioD, he appeared much embarralTed, from an appre- 
benlion, on the one hand, of incurring the difpleafure of 
bis Excellency, and, on the other, that of your Board. 
To afcertain, therefore, as nearly as pollible, the real da-f 
mage fuftatned, I have difpatched people to make inquiries 
at the feveral places that are faid to have fuffered. I cannot 
help obferving to your honourable Board, that the whole 
woold Teem to have been owing to an unwjllingnefs, on the 
part of his Excellency, to apply for the affiftance of the 
Company's [roops towards the protefiion of Rohilcund, 
and an ill-grounded confidence in his own forces: and j 
^ui^ I can veotuip to afltire your Boards that the fapi* 
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motives, if fuSered to <^enite, wiH hereafter tf produc- 
tive of the fame effc&sl 

I mentioned, in two former letters to your honourable 
Board, that his Excellency had advifed me (through Major 
Pjilmer) of his having received information thit a llrong 
coi)ne6tion was formed betwixt 'Scindia and the Seiks, and 
that Scindia had incited the Seiks to an invafion of the 
Vizier's dominions, and engaged to give them fupport.' 
The ^ircumftance of the Seiks having pafled without any 
pfts of depredation along the frontiers, and even through 
fome parts of the diftricts now under the Mahratta pro- 
te6tipn, induced pie (o give gteat weight to the ahove infor- 
mation from his Excellency. Whpii I laft wrot« your bo- 
Hourahle Board, I was unacquainted with the channel 
through which his Excellency derived it; being now ap- 
prifed of it, the information, with me, has loft much of 
its weight. 

,. tJpon my arrival Iiere, a Maliratta vakeel waited wi me 
with a fclter from Mulhar Baboo, a perfon in great trijft 
and confidence with Scindia, and who rents all the diftridis 
-fituated betwixt Delhy and 'this part of his Excellency the 
Vizier's dominions. The letter ailijred me (as did the va- 
keel vetbaJly) that the Mahrattas h^ve given orders to M 
thole dependent .on their Government' to-affiird every poffi- 
ble alBftance in point of fupplles to our troops, whether 
encamped on their frontiers, or paffing through any part 
of their diftrifls, which, on this fide of the rivtr, are in 
fnany placffs much blended with thofe oi the Vizier. Un- 
derffanding that the march of the WoopB from FuttyGharr 
has alarmed Scindia, and the Mahratta Government, I 
hove judged it neceffary, both in my letters to Mulhar 
33boo, and in my converfacion with his vakeel, to give the 
flrongeft afiiir^nces of the fricndfhip and attachmennc of 
•ur Govermnent towards the Mahrattas, I have begged 
bim to inform Scindii, that the fole objeft of the'march of 
this detachment was the defence of the Vizier's frontiers 
from .the incurfions of the Seiks: and I have added, that 
ihould the Seiks come down in fuch force that the Mah- 
ratta troops on thisfrotitierfhould be unable to repel theui, 
I wn ready to.aflift them againft the Seiks, as a proof of 
the friendfhip of our Government towards Ae Pateel. 

The morning I arrived here I received a ietter frmn 
Major Palmer, written by order of his Excellency, ac- 
quainting me that the Seiks having retreated, my conti- 
nuance in this quarter, with the troops that marched with 
me from Futty Ghurr, would be no longer neceflary ; and 
endofmg a requifition from Tiis Excellency for my return - 
td Futty Ghurr, leaving Lieutenant-colonel Knudfon with 
f firo regiments pt lepoy^ I am fo full; convinced of tb» 
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bad eonfequences that would refult from this meafur^ that 
Ihave reprerented to his Excellency, in the Urongeft terms, 
through Major Palmer, the necefiity of ray continuing 
here, at leail till the ift of Afiri!, when the river will be:- 
gia to rife ; and that it will be highly proper that Lieute- 
nant-colonel Knudfon, with two regiments of fepoys, 
ihouid remain on this frontier till the 25th of April, 
Amortg other reafons, I urged that the Seikr, who plun- 
dered Rohilcund, are now encamped near Gouz Ghurr, at 
thediilanceof 35 cofs from hence; and that the rubbyhar- 
veft, upon which .the collections chiefly depended, will 
very foon commence ; that there is a frontier to defend ex- 
tending upwards of 140 miles ; and that two regiments of 
fepoys cannot afford to fend out detachments- to any confi- 
derable diftance ; that the immediate return of the troops 
would not only greatly alarm all the inhabitants of the 
frontier, but ftamp an impreflion of fluftuatioti in his Ex- 
cellency 's'councils upon all the. neighbouring powers. I 
have, however, requeAed Major Palmer to inform his Ex- 
cellency, that if, notwLthilanding what I have urged, he 
fhould repeat the requifttion, I fhalj think it my duty, in 
obedience thereto, to return to Fuity Ghurr.

when that regiment alfo would proceed to join the de- 
tachment. 

t;. The Colonel was ftill of opinion that there was but 
' little ground for his Excellency's apprehenfions with relpeft 
to the lafety p( his country, but he approved of the move- 
: meiU of the tioops towarda the- frontier, as^ by iliewing

that we were ready to aft, it might be a means of inducing 
Scindia to lay afide his hollile intentions (if he ftiould have 
formed any) upon the Vizier's dominions, and it tTOald.alfo 
fecure the country from the' ravages of the Seiks. 

4. The detachment of your troops under Sir John Cum^ 
ming arrived at Anopftieer on the 23d ultimo. , 

5. The letters which we have received from that officer* 
bearing date the 23d and 27th February, and tranfmitted 
numbers in the packet) will lay before you the feveral cir- 
cumAances that have come to his knowledge, iii refpe£t to 
the invafion of the Seiks. The laft letter wilt inform you, 
that tiie injuries done by thefe people in the province o^ 
Kohilcund are by n6 means 0/ lb ferious a nature as was 
imagined; and it offers reafon fo believe that the Vizier's 
furmifes of Scindia's connexion with the Seiks for an inva- 
fion of his dominions, were founded more on conjeiflure than 
on pofitive authority. We are led to this remark from the 
following extrail of Sir John Cumming's addrefs to us o( 
the 27th February : — " Upon my arrival here, (that is, at 
" Anopftieer) a Maratta Vacfceel waited on me with a let- 
" ter from Mulhar Baboo, a perfon in great troft and con- 
*' fidence with Scindia, and who rents all (he diftridls fitu- 
*' ated between Delhi and this part of his Excellency the 
" Vizier's dominions. The letter aflures me (as did the 
'* Vackeel verbally) that the Marattas have given orders to 
" .all thofe dependent on their Government, to afford every 
" poJUble ailiftance, in point of fupplies, to our troops, 

■ " whether encamped on their frontiers, or paffi.ng through 
" any part of their diflrifls, which, on this fide of the 
" river, are in many places much blended with thofe of the 
•* Vizier." 

6. Cotojiel Sir Johi>Cumming adds, that, underfianding 
that the march of the troops from FuttyGhur had alarmed 
Scindia and the Maratta Government, he had judged it nc- 
ccffary, in his letter to MulhSr Baboo, and in converfation 
with the Vackeej, to give the firongeft affurances of the 
friendlhip and attachment of our Government towards the 
Marattas : Sir John Gumming had alfo defired him to in-- 
form Mahajee Scindia, that the fole objeS of the march of 
your detachment was the defence of the Vizier's frontiers 
from the incurfions of the Seiks ; and fiiould the Seiks come 
down in fuch force that the Maratta troops on the frontier 

1 fliould be unable to repel them, that he was ready to aififi; 
them againft the Seiks, as a prooY of the fricndfliip of the 
Englilh Goverhment toward the Pateel. 

7. We are advifed by the Colonel, (hat on the morning 
of his arrival at Anoopfteer, he received a letter from Ma- 
jor Palmer, written by order of the Vizier, acquainting him 
that the .Eeiks having retnaKd, hU continuance in tbut 

^uaiter> 
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quarter, with the troops that marched with him from Futty 
Ghur, would be no longer necelTary, and encloflng a re- 
quiiltion from his Excellency for his return to Futty Ghur, 
leaving lieutenant-colonel Knndfbn with two reeiments of 
fepoys. - The Colonel obferves. that he was lb fuily con- 
vinced of the bad confequences that would reiult from this 
tneafure, that he had reprefented to bjs Escetlency, in the 
ftrongeft terms, the neceflity of continuing at Anoop- 
iheer, at leaft until the ill of April, when the river would 
begin t^ rife ; and that it would be highly proper that Lieu- 
tenant-colonel Knudfon, with two regiments of fepoys, 
fhould remain on the frontier until the zjth of that inonth4 
Sir John Cumming appears to have urged, among other 
realons for this advice, that the Seiks who plundered Ro- 
hilcund were then encamped near Gouzghur, at the diftance 
of thirty-five cofs from Anoopfhecr; and that the Rubby 
harveft, upon which the colle^ions chiefiy depended, would 
"Very foon commence ; and there was a frontier to defend 
extending upwards of 140 miles; and that two regiments 
of fepoys could not afford to fend out detachments to any 
confiderablediftance; and that the immediate return of the 
troops would not only greatly alarm all the inhabitants of 
the frontier, but ftamp an impreflion of fluftation in his 
Excellency's Councils upon ail the neighbouring powers.' 
Colonel Sir John Cumming has however retjuefted Major 
Palmer to 'inform his Excellency, that if, notwithftaniliiig 
what he has urged, the requifition fhould be repeated, he 
fhould think it hisduty, in obedience thereto, to return to 
Futty Ghur. 

8, In a late letter which your Governor General has re- 
ceived from Major Palmer^ bearing date the 13th ultimo, 
that gentleman writes as folldws : 

" The late predatory invafionof the Seikshas been ijiofe 
*' difcreditable than injurious to the Vizier's Government. 
" There has certainly been negle<Sl in the aumU of Rohil- 
*' cund, as the Vizier pays for a force in that country more 
■ •* than adequate to its protection againft fuch a defpicable 
*' banditti as the Seiks; and the ghauts fhould have been 
" properly guarded as foon as the river became foidabl'e. 
*' The depredations made bythefe freebooters fall upon in- 
" dividuals, and can in no fhape afFeft the public revenues. 
** They retreated acrofs the Ganges on the firft appearance 
** of the Vizier's troops; and, although they are now af- 
" fcmhled to'the number (as is reported) of 20,000, on the 
'« Weftern fhorc of the Ganges, I have not the leaft ap- 
" prehpnfion of their making another attempt to penetrate 
'** into the Vizier's dominions, as Sir John Cumming de- 
*' tached two regiments on the fecond inftant tp Anoop- 

" fliire. 
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■ " ihire, and was to follow VitK his whole force on tW 
" 12th.'' 

ReiieateO and uniform accounts have befth receiYcJ 
through the public newfpapers, and private intelligence, of 
encouragement given to tliis attack upon the Vizier's pof- 
-Jellions by Mahajee Sindis, and of his having ertgaged to 
fupport it bj a Mahratta force. , I did not give implicrt: 
credit to thefe reports, but the poflibilhy of .tlieirbeingtrue' 
was fufficient caufe for not negleQing them; I therefore 
recommended to the \jzier to require llie ai^nal mareh of 
the Futty Ghur detachment, and the preparation for it of 
the brigade at Cawnixjre. The latter is now (ufpended as 
unneceilary, fmce Sir John Cumming is in the &eld, and 
Sindia has folemnly difavowed to Mr. Antlerfonliaving ex- 
cited the Seiks to ravage the Vizier's country. 

9. Onsof the laft letters which your Governor General 
has received from Major Palmer is dated the 24th ultiinoj 
and contains the following paragraph : — " The ''eiks have - 
*' entirely evacuated the ft-ontier of the Vizier's dominions, 
" and every thing within them is in a ilateof tranquillity, 
'* without the leaft ai-'ncarance cf farther difturbance or 
" obftru£tion in the co!!e6tions." 

~~ 18. We are advifed that the Miniflcr and Ahnafs Ally 
Cawn continue on terms of cordiality and confidence, and 
that there is not the fmaileA apprehenfion that this good 
undeiflanding will be inferrupted, fince fo much encou- 
ragement has been given to both to rely on our prote^ion 
and fuppprt, whiift tliey difcharge their refpeftlve duties 
for the advantage of the two governments ; and, as they 
know how sflentially their own honour and interefts de- 
pend upon their real and fidelity, there can be no doubt of 
their beA exertions. 

iq. A letter was written by your Governor General to 
Major Palmer on the 4th inuant, and is recorded on oirr 
proceedings of tlie 8rh. This letter was in explanation of 
the fenliments of tiie Board, conveyed by the Governor Ge- 
neral to tlie Vizier, in his letter of the 4tb of March. 
The Vizier's anfwer has l)een received to it, and his Exce^ 
lency has exprefliid his (atiifaclion at the refohitions of 
your Government, that all allowances, penfions, or gratui- 
ties,, of whatever nature, paid out of his treafury to yonr 
civil or ni'lirary fervants, fliould be recorded in his public 
accoL-niE, ir.d that our retrenchments fliould be extended to 
every branch of his Encellency's fervice that was conduflf d 
by them. The Vizier has prcmifed to furnifh a particular 
ftateu'.ent of the allowances paid out ef his treafury to 
thole genllemen, and it will be forwarded in courfe to your 
hqticurable Court. We think it proper to tranfmlt the

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Governor General's letter oh this iiiterefting fubjeil, as 
well as the Vizier's anfwer, N° i m the packet. 

20. It appears, by the laft advices which we have re- 
ceived from your Accountant at Lucknow, that the iia- 
hnce due on the ift inftant, from his Excellency the 
Vizier to the hoiiourable Company was Fyzd. 16 Sn.' Si, 
Rs. 28,45,885 — 3. 

21. Your Governor General, on laying before us foirie 
letters that be had received from the Vizier's Minifters, 
and from Almafs Ally Cawn, which enclofed Nuzzers, 6c 
ufual prefcnts of refpeil to the ft.ition which he fills, took 
this occafion of defiring our fentiments with regard to the 

.receipt of fuch prefents; obfervihg, that the quellion was 
only of importance to himfelf, and flood conneiS^ed with 
the public credit and interefis of Government ; arid that* 
in every matter which related to that inteieU in any degree, 
he wilhed to confult the oi>iiiions of his colleagues. Our 
ideas upon this fubjeft arc Icparately recorded on our con- 
fultacions of tlie 11th and 2zd inftani.

In obedience to your Orders of yefterday's date, I^liave 
now the honour to lay before you the account, ni'iwing the 
amount of his Excellency the X^ibob Vizier's debt to the 
honourable Company at the end of February 1784, and 
how far it has been increafed or diminiihed, acaording 
to the lateft information received from the Accountant. at 
Lucknow. . . 

Imuft however obferve to the honourable Board, that upon 
attempting, to fonn the journal entries required upon the 
honourable Company's general books of the year 1 782-3, 
of the tranfa£lions which bad in that year taken place in t'le 
military Pavmafter General's defftrtment, I perceived that 
the want of the accounts of the Paymafter to the Bombay 
detachment, at the time when the laft adjuftment was made 
between the Nabob's account current, as ftated by the Refi- 
dent and Accountant at that ilation, and the general books 
ftf the Prefidency, had led me into an error, tiie a(5tual ex- 
pence of the Candahar cavalry being confiderahly more 
than I Had tjilmated it at, owing to my not being officially 
advifed of the gratuity, of CRs 70,920, whicli had been 
paid to the Canhadar Chief by the Nabob's defire, and the 
augmentation of CRs 3,154- 7. 4, which, in conformity 
■ VoL.V. Z ^ 
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to the fame'caufe, had been ipade to the fujn monthly to be 

received liy them. 

Perceiving this, I thought it incumbent open me to ad- 
drefs the military Paymnfler General a puTjjic letter upon 
the fubjed>, on the 17th December 1784, requefting him to 
furnifli me with ati accurate and complete account of the 
(urns which Ihould be charged to the Nabob's debit, on ac- 
count of the expence of this corps. In compliance with 
this reqiTjft, he trammitted me, about the middle of laft 
month, ?ri account of the payments made by the Pay- 
mafter of the Bombay detachment on this account ; hut as 
this did not accord wi{!i what I could not but officialiy 
know to be the cafe,_T returned this to htm, and pointed out 
the ah?rations which I conceived ftiould be made in it: 
this, I undevftand, the ficknefs of one of his native affif- 
tants, who had charge of this alteration, has hitherto pre- 
vented him from doing : whenever it fhall have been com- 
pleted, it will then become my duty to point out its effefts 
upon the amount of the debt due from his Excellency the 
Vizier to the honourable Company ; this will, however, 
not accafion any alteration in the accompanying, as it will 
equal what then was, and what now is, dated to be due 
, from his Excellency on agth February 1 784, and 31ft De- 
cember 178.4. It was however a matter on which I could 
not but remark to the honourable Board, in an addrefs 
which particularly concerned tlie fubjeft to which it re- 
lated.

The intelligence which I have the honour to enclofe to 
you of the Shah's great dtfcontent at the proceedings of 
Maliajee Sindia, come to me through private communica- 
tion upon which J can rely, and I think it tOo material to be 
kept an inftant from your knowledge, that you may be 
prepared to anfwer any applications which His Majefty 
may make to you, and-which he certainly will make, if aa 
open breach with Scindia ihould enfue. 

-The newsfpapers of tliisday mention, that' the Shah is 
confideraSIe indifpofed with a flux and'fever, which at his 
time of life catmot be unattended with danger. If the 
event fliould prove unfortunate, it is to be apprehended 
that Sindia would promote the fucceffion of one of the 
Shah's younger fons, in prejudke to the eldeft, now under 
the proleflion of your Government and the Vizier, a cir- 
cumflance that would probably involve you in difficulties, 
which cannot be too early guarded againft -and obviated.

I have the honour to tra:ifmit to you a letter from the 
Shah Zaada, and one from his uncle. Ally AkberCawn. I 
am not acquainted with the contents of thefe letters, ha-^ 
ving been fimply defired to forward" them to you. — I be- 
lieve that they do not contain any fubjedl of bufinefs. 

The Prince is'in good health and fpirits, and appears to 
he happy ; the Vizier treats him with the greateft refpeA, 
and moft unremitting attention. I underhand that the 
agentft ot Scindia are tampering with him to throw himfclf 
upon the generofity and good t'aith of their |>rincipai; buC 
as his Highnefs has not himfeif communicaled to me the 
ofTers made to him, I apprehend that he does npt think 
them deferving gf any ferious confide rat ion. 

You will have been informed by Mr. Anderfoo of the 
furrcndrr of Agra -to Sindia.; the fort of Ally Ghur, on .. 
the confines of the Vizier's dominions, and in the poflef- 
fion of the fathily of the late Ameer ul Amrah Atfafi^bt 
Ca-A'n, is now the only place of ftrength which is not- 
brought under the power and authority of Sindia, and this 
place he will immediately proceed t] attadc. The widov 
and other nations of AiFrafiab Cawn, reliding in the place* 
Bave folicited, through Sir John Cumming, an afyli^o ia 
the dominions of the Vizier, which' his Excellency has

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confented to grant to them ; Sindia can have no pretext for 
being difpleafetJ with the Vizier upon this occsGon. Th« 
family of AfFraGab Cawn are neither the fuhjedts or fer- 
vants of Sindia, and if they were, he could not complain of 
a proceeding of which he has fet the example in his protec- 
tion of Cheit Sing agaiiift our Government, under the ag- • 
gravated circumftanees of rebellion and ma^acre. Neithei 
Eas Sindia been in the leaft fcrupuloua in meafures which 
affedled the intereft or dignity of the Vizier, when they 
tended to promote his own views. Befides this confiden- 
tion, I am perfuadcd that the Vizier is more fikely to ob- 
tain from Sindia, that rrfpeifl and jiiHice to which he is en- 
titleil by the exercife of his rights on all occafions, than by 
the forbearance of them. I'hefe are alfo tlie fentiments of 
Mr. Anderfon upon this fubjeft. 

Mr. Wombwell has communicated to me your defirc, 
that I Aiould apply to the Vizier in your name for payment 
in money toGopauI Dufs of the Company's bond, at the 
period which the Board have dircfled Mr. Wombwell to 
pay it. It will be very inconvenient, if not impratfticable, 
for the Vizier to comply with yourwifli in'this point, be^ 
Caere he has made a provifion for payment of his kift to the 
Company of the fame period, in frills of Exchange, and if 
an alteration in that arrangement could he elFeited, it 
would be attemlfid with confiderable lofs to him, whilft Go- 
paul Dofs can fufter none by taking bills from Mr. Womb- 
well inftead of caffi. The honfeof GopanI Dofs has in- 
deed frequently advanced money upon the exigencies of 
Government, but in no inflance that I am acquainted wit& 
without taking unufoal advantages fci" themfelves. I have 
not yet mentioned this fubjeiS to tht Vizier, as there is yet 
time for yourfartherconfiderationofit; after which, if you 
fliould ftill wi/h that Gopaul Dofs llionld he iml.ilged, 1 am 
perfuaded that on your account the Vizier wiU end«avt»ir 
to effect it. 

When I receive your particular opinion re.ipeAing the 
Mootyana troops, I will give you the beft infonnation 
which fliall be in my power of the practicability of fuch an 
eftablilhment as may afford fuhAantial aid in a foreign war. 
The troops under this denominarion confiil of horfe and 
foot ; they are not aflually raifed by or paid by Govern- 
ment, but a fpecific number of eacjj defcriplion is allowed 
to the refpedVive aumils for the fervice of their collections, 
and the expence dedufled from their rents. I do not know 
of any regulations to enforce the obligation of the aumils 
to keep up the flipulated numbers, and it may be fuppofed 
that they make great advantages of this omiffion. I am 
afraid t Jiat t;his abufe has fabijlted fo loBg, tliat it would ^ 

difficult. 
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difficult to find renters, if it flionld be c6iTe£te4> aiid no 
tqulyalcnt be made for it.

letter from Major Palmer. 

Dear Sir," Lucknow, the ifl April 17,85. 

I have had the hopour to receive your letter of the zcth 
paft. 

The Prince and Vizier have been fome days hunting aC. 
feveral cofs diftance from hence, which has prevented my 
communicating to the former your commands, in anfwer to 
jiis application for the continuance of the body guard. 
The corps ftitl attend him from the Vizier, and I am cer- 
tain that lie will acquiefce iu jouc reafons iot; transferring 
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it from the Company's to the Vizier'« fervice, and be. much 
pleafed with your kindnefs and attention in jthe office of a 
guard from the regiment ftationed herei 

Since my lafl, the Prince has fent his uncle, Ally Akbar 
Cawn 10 communicate to me the propofals made to him by 
Bow Buxey, in the name of Mahajee Sclndia, for his Royal 
Hi^hnefs's ret<irn 10 Court. Thefe were fo advantageous 
to the Prince, that, if faithfully comphed with, they would 
have rendered him independent of Scindia, This con- 
vinced me they were infidious, and I earneftly recommended 
thst the Prince fhould not truft to promifes, however flat- 
tering they mightappear, but infill upon fecurity for the due 
performaiice of them ; as, without it, he would expcfe his 
ilignity, his fucceSion, and even his life, to the greateft 
hazard. 1 have fome grounds for believing that Bow Back- 
fey had made confiderable progrefs in this negotiation, and 
entertained languine hopes of fucccfs. It was conducted 
with great fecrefy; and I believe that fome perfons in ths 
confidence of the Prince had beep gained to prevail upon 
him, and upon the Vizier, \o accept the oifers propofed^ 
Ally Akhar Cawn wa? one of the laft perfons to whopi tlie 
Prince difclofed the real fiate of the tranfaflion, and be 
ui^ed the Prince to inform me of it, and to aik my, advice. 
] dill not hefitate to declare my fentiments, ulthough d per- 
fcn in the jntereft of Scindia (as I am told) was fent by the 
Prince with his uncle. I confider the interefts of tlie Com- 
pany and the Vizier, in the prefent ilate of the Mahrtitta 
power, and die tanilion which the Shah's authority will 
givve to theexercife of it, as deeply invcJvedin the fate of 
the Prince. He is the only perfon of the reigning family 
not under th^.ahfolute control of the Mahrattas; and wliilit 
he continues under the proteflion of the Vizier and the 
Company, their iifnrpation muft he incomplete; but, if he 
fhould fall under their power, it will be perpetuated, and 
the confcquences of their being permanently eftablifhed in" 
the authority of the empire would be truly alarming to the 
peace of the Vizier's and the Company's dominions. I 
learn from Major Browne, ^tnd with afloniAiment, that 
Scindia, in the prefe«t perfe£t ftate of his authority and 
power, has given you a (ample of the condufl which ipay 
be expefled from him whenever thefe, may be firmly efta- 
bliflied, by having a£lually prevailed upon jhe Shah to 
make a demand upon your Goveminent for his tribute. 
Such a reijuifition, in tlie unqualified manner in which 
Major Browne has dated it, to -me appears little fliort of 
open defiance. But from the true afpe£t of Scindia's af- 
fairs, and from the total filence of Mt. Anderfon, I am in- 
clined to think that Major Browne has been mifinformed, 
cither at -Co the faft^or to the circuniftances which may at- 
A a 3 KniJ 
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tend it. Be this as it will, I have privately advlfed Colonel 
Ironfide and Cplpnpl Cumoiiug of it, that they may make 
early preparation for apy event. I obferve alfo, by the 
n.ewfpapers, thatScinclia is in treaty for the aid of a body of 
Beik;. Thefe circumftances, however they may be mifre- 
prefenced or mi'.underfj^ood, make it incumbent to be upon 
our guard in this quarter. 

You may rely upon a proviHon for the fubfl Aeace of the 
Futty Ghur detachment, To long as it may be iiecelTary tQ 
employ it for thedefenceof the Vizier's daminions; all that 
is required is what you have already notified your approba- 
tion of, viz. th^ fum to be paid to the Company in the courft^ 
of the year, ihaU not exceed the engagement made with the 
Jate Governor General. For the next year other refourcei 
muft be found] if it Ihall be judged expedient \o continus 
^e detachment. 

' Sir John Gumming is flill with his whole detachment at 
Anoopfliire, but his remaining there would be entirely un- 
neceflary, if the incurfions of the Seiks alone was to bg 
apprehended. The fufpicious appearances in the conduft 
of Scindia, and tlje vicinity of the Nabob's frontier to the 
f:ene of his operations, give great uneaGnefs to the Vizier 
qnd his aiding Miniftcr, atjd make them deCrous of obvi-. 
ating any bad defigns which Scindj^i paay entertain, by pre- 
paration to relil^ them; and if thefe appearances ihould be 
kept up, it may be expedient [o ihew a more determined 
refplution to repel any injury or infult, by marching the 
Cawnpore troops to the banks of the Jumna. 

It will not only be jmpraiSlicable to virithdr^w the Futty 
Ghur ^etachment, in the event of Scindia's obtaining a 
firm footing in the Dooab, which is his aim, and which he 
has nearly accompli/hed ; but jt will be alfo neceflary for 
the Vizier to rtiaintain a refpeflaWc body of cavalry toa£t 
jvith the Company's infantry for the protection of his do- 
tjiinions; and his Excellency is fo ferioufly alarmed at the 
growing power of the Mahrattas in his neighbourhood, 
that I am convinced he will readily adopt any pra^icablcf 
plan for fecuring himftlf againft the confequences of it. 
The Mooteyana cavalry may amount to 5 or 6,ooO, and 
could be drawn from the coUet^Ions into the field upon 
emergency ; but I am afraid would be but of little, feryice 
there. 1 will take the opinion of Hyder Beg Khan upon 
jhe means of fiipplying iuch a corps of cavalry as will bei 
required, with the lead poflible expence to the Vizier. He 
has been for fome days paA much indifpofed, and confined 
to his houfe, but is now recovering, and I hope to fee him iq 
Jwo or three days. 

The corps under command of Captain Frith is detached 
npon fervicej and difperfed. The Vizi(^ has judged it 
• ■ ' * : imjiiudeoC 
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imprtident to reduce them in the prefent fituation of affairs, 
and in fa£t he has not been able hitherto to relieve the fta- 
tions which they occupy ; but, as I had the honour to 
infoim you before, this will be done as foon as poffi- 
bie. Captain Frith has great merit, both in his discipline 
and oeconomy of thefe corps ; but he does not wifh that ■ 
any confideration for him (hould for a moment impede any 
arrangement which you may judge for the fervicc of either 
Government. You will certainly fubj^ yourfclf to in- 
numerable folicitations, by confenting to the appointment 
ef a fingle officer to the Vizi«i's troops: I will by no 
means affift in expoGng you to fuch embairaffinents. 
Whenever the Vizier may chufe to make applications of 
this nature, I ftiall Amply forward them to you, without 
encouraging the expecflation of a compliance;' or rather, I 
Ihall drfcourage fuch applications, fo long as 1 know you 
think them produflive of incoiivenience rather than utility 
to both fenrices. 

It will afford great fatisfaflion and confidence to the MJ- 
niAers, and to Ulmafs Ally Cawn, to receive Killaats from 
you, and it will give thero additional weight and Cf«^it io 
their flation. * 

I Ihall be very glad to receive the obftraAs which you 
propofe to fend me of the proceedings relative to Owde; 
they will be of [Material afliflance to me. 

I have not the leaft doubt that the. condufl of the 
Vizier and his Minifters will obtain your approbation in 
every point. They have the finceren defire to" promote 
your views for the honour and profperity of both Govern- 
ments.

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alTurances of fidelity aad attachment to the Company's and 
Vizier's governments are Cncere, asd I do not at this time 
know of any caufe to doubt them. The report which was 
made to me of his family haying withdrawn froiQ Luck- 
now, at the time to which he alludes, was, 1 believe, ground- 
lefs . 

You are doubtlefs better able to form a judgment of the 
real views of Mahajee Scindjai from the various accurate 
reports which are made to you, than I am; but as I can- 
not difcover, from any llghfs of which I am in pofleflion* 
how his intereft can be promoted by a rupture with tho 
Company and the Vizier, I do not receive any deep im- 
preffion from unfavourable appearances. It is however 
prudent to be prepared for any event ; and on this conGder 
ration, I think it indifpenfable that you Ihould be imme- 
diately informed of the overtures madg in all quartere, from 
feveral of the leading Chiefs of the Seiks, for an alliance 
with your government and that of the Vizier againA the 
Mafattas. The're can be little reafon to doubt ofthcCnce- 
lity of thefe advances, as that People are much moreex^ 
poled to the encroachments of the Marattas than we are, 
and have formerly experienced them in a very fevete de- 
gree : you may therefore, I think, rely upon their ^ffift^nce 
■ in any extremity, and obtain it upon erfy terms. For th« 
prelent, it Js fufficJent to enpourage their expe^ations by 
general alTurances; and a delay, fufficient for afcertaining 
the real defigns of Scindia, will be obtained by demanding 
formal and fpeciBc propofals. In the mean time, I am of 
epinion that the Seiks will occupy a great portion of Scin- 
Sia's time and attention, if they are perfuadcd the English 
troops will not be brought to fupport him againft their at- 
tacks; and it is not^ improbable, that by this means tha 
iie<;ei£ty of a connexion with them may be obviated>

The Governor General coincides with you in the opi- 
nion which you have exprcfled> th9t thc'inCerells of the 
Company and the Vizier, in the prefent ftnte of the Ma- 
F^tta power, and the faniflioa which the Shaw'j authority 
yvill give to the exercife of it, ate deeply iJivolved in the 
fate' of the Shaw Jada; and.lhfy trnJt tliat his Royal 
Hjghnefs will not allow hioofelf to attend to any overturei 
that may be made to him on the part of tlie Marat(4^ 
however t'pecious and pbufible, that may not be conlidered 
by this Government, and his Excellency the Vizier, 4s 
likely to promote his Royal Highnefs's welfare. 

The Governor General aflhies himfelf that tha Prine^ 
is well inclined to a^ in conformity to the wiJhes of the 
Board ; and trulls that no aT^mer>ts will be untried by 
you, nor any atrention to his Royal Highnefs left iiii- 
^lewn, which qan conlirm liim in fuch a difpotition. 

Scrndia's fupport of the Shaw's claim to payment of tri- 
bute, conveys fome ferious doubts of his real inteatigna 
towards the Company and the Vizier; and particular iu- 
firuAions bays . therefore been feht to Mr. Anderfon, 
^htch be wilt u(^ 3S occafid) ntay require. Mr. Ander- 
ibn has been dlrc£led to be early in his communications to 
jrou upon all matters that relate to the fecurity of the Vi- 
zier's country, that you may infcHTQ his Excellency there- 
of; and the Governor General hopes that the Viaier will 
conform to any arhmgenisnts tfaat. Mr. Anderfon may 
iuf geft, and adfiut the opentioh of any orders that he may 
tllue, while "he remains in Sciiidi/s camp, to Colonel Iron- 
fide and Colon^ Sir John Cumtnin^ for the fafety of tlia 
Nabob's donainiaos, ia any. extreipity that miiy requif« 
fuch orders. I have the pleafur^ to acquaint you, that the 
Board approve your caNtioa^ iw advifing Colonel Ironfide 
and Colonel Sjr John Cimming of Scic^ia's conduct in 
iefpe£t to tfaetrihRttv that they nught make early prepa- 
ration for any ^vcnt. 

The Governor General iolbnifis xne to inform you of hit 
delire, that you affure the Nabob Vizier, in the Arongeft 
terms, of the determination of.tkk Governmn)!; to tup- 
port his Excellency's authority and rights agaittft the en- 
croachments of any power wbaCfocrrer; and aaquftint hint 
at the faftie time, tliati as every meafure ihovjd'be taken 
to render abortive the views !ot Mahajee Scin^ia, and to 
meet the poffibility of their bearing an hoftile tendency to 
the. Vizier's Government, rhe Governor General fubmits 
to him the expodiency ot placing a garriibn of tht; Com- 
pany's troops, detached from Cawtipor^, in the fort (^Al- 
lahabad, and cepatring the place fo as to put it uuo a Aata 

»f 
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of immedidte defence ; that meant fliould be alfo takerffbr 
drawing together, and preparing for actual fervice, foch 
native cavalry as are on the pay or dominions of his Excel- 
lency, and are not abfolmely rCTjuired for thecotle£lion of 
his hxcellency's revenues; and that direfilions fhould be 
immediately given for repairing, and putting into a proper 
Jlatc of defence, all the places he poflelles along the weftern 
Frontier. The Governor General confiders it as unfortu- 
nate, that a large body of the regular Mogul cavalry, 
lately difcharged by the Vizier, have arrived with their 
commander in Scindia's camp, and were to be enliAed in 
his fervice; and he obferves, that, if their engagements 
with Scindia have not adhially been concluded, it would be 
an ufefiil and meritorious fervice to both Governments, to 
perfuade them to return, and, on their doing fo, to liqui- 
date any claims tliat tiiey may have to arrears of p?y ; and 
he is pleafed to recommend the fame through you to the Vi- 
zier's particular conlideration. 

The Governor General approves of the opinion which 
you have exprefled on the overtures faid to have been made" 
by the leading chiefs of the Seiks for an alliance with the 
Company and the Vizier againA the Marattas ; and would 
Jiic pleafed if the Vizier fhould encourage their advances, 
but not meet them, excepting by general- aflurances, until 
the real defigns of Mahajee Scindia ihall have been afcer- 
tained to be of an inimical nature. 

The Governor General wiHiesthat you would be very 
watchful of the conduct and oegociations that may ho 
carrying on through any channel between Scindia and the 
pdncipal Chiefs in the Vizier's country, and that your 
communications to him be frequent atid minute upon 
every fubje^ uleful to th^ tnfbrnation of Goverameot at 
this crilis. ... 

I am farthR" direded te inform yout that various re- 
ports exift of extraordinary demands made by Bow Buck- 
ley uport his £xc«lleefy!tt^ Vizier, but that no attention 
is paid to fuch reports, as you have not taken any. notice 
of the iuppofed matter of them in your correlpondence 
with the Governor General. • 

The 35th regiment of fepoyt, which was to have been 
difbanded, i« not to bs reformed until farther orders; and 
the Company of Chaffims is ordered to move from Chunai- 
gurto Cawnpore. 

In <&fe of public commotion, and in the event of thft 
3d brigade and Sir John Cumming's detachment being 
called into fervice againft the Marattas, the Governor Ge- 
neral deems it neceffary that the bazars of the camp Jhould 
be vrell fupplied under the refponlibility of the comman- 
^inj officer; an4 wiflies, dterpfore, Jhat t^ Vizier's cutr.

The Governor General lays before the Board {he following 
letters from Major Palmer. 

D«»r Sir, Lucknow, the nth April 1785. 

I have the honour to tranfmit to you letters from the 
Vizier and his aifltng Minifter, in explanation of feveral 
points upon which Raja Gobind Ram acquaints them you 
bare defired him to communicate your fentimeiits. 

His Exrellency and his Minifter feel verv great concern 
that their condiifl in any inftance (hould have .appeared 
contrary to your wifhes or expeflalions, with which they 
Me fincerely defirous to comply, on every occafion, to tha 
extent of their abilities. They are perfuaded that you will 
_ijever require fiom either any meafures which you do not 
conceive to be for the honour and advantage of the Vixier 
and his Government, and they truft that you will give 
them credit for the fame difpofition towards vou. 

The explanations contained in their letters will, I hope, 
prove fatisfaftory to you, and fliew that fome points hava 
been mifunderftood, and others attended with circumftancc* 
which rendered it imprafticable for the Vizier to a^ iti 
them as you might wilh. 

I am convinced that you are too juft to give implicit be- 
lief to any reprefentations made to you until infonned by 
Inquiry from hence ; and you may rely upon it that no in- 
formation, of which I may be the channel of conveyance^ 
ihali intentionally deceive you. 

The Vizier and his Miniftereameflly hope that you vrill 
not find it inconvenient to communicate your fentimenti 
dirCfSly to themfelves upon any tranfaflion which you 
may think requires explanation, as they are expofed to ad- 
ditional uneafinefs from the polTibillty of imperfefl or ex- 
' aggerated reprefentations of your difap probation by others. 

The Futty Ghurr detachment has been unqneftionably 
a heavy and unneceflary burden upon the Vizier, without 
any prdfpe£t of fervice from it, proportioned to the ex- 
pence of maintaining it; until this year, that the unex- 
pefled progrefs of the Mahrattas, in the fuhveriion of the 
Mojpil power, has given ferious caufe of alarm for the 

iafcly 
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fafety of the Vizier's dominions; and unfortunately it if 
iit this precife tone that the Vizier is leaft aUe to fupporl 
the charge. He ftands engaged to the Company for the 
£fihs of his complere revenije within the year; and to ful- 
fil his engagement, has fubmitted to many retrenchments 
in his public and domeftic expences ; the remainder of his 
income will baiely fuffice for unavoidable difturfemer.ts. 
He is wilhng to defi.iy the charge of the detnchment du- 
ring the appearances of a neceffity for its fervices, without 
availing himfelf of the reference made upon it to the Com- 
pany : he only requires that its fiibfiftence Ihall be furniiK- 
cd from the fum for which he is engaged to the Company 
this year) and Aand as a charge agoinft him to be liquidated 
in the next ; and that he Ih^Ii be totally relieved from the 
burden of it a's foon as the fituation of affairs will fafely 
adii^t .of the prpteiSlion of his territories beine affigned to 
^is own troops. ~ 

I imagine that Rajah Gobin Ram muft have miilakei) 
your meaning, refpeiling a failure in the regular difcharge 
of the ftated Kifts to the Company : they have to this time 
been paid with a degree of punfluality which I believe has 
been feldom exceeded by any Government In its pecuniary 
engagements. 

The Vizier is now dellrous, as you will obferve, of being 
entirely releafed from the ftipcnds which he has granted to 
the Company's fervants, that he may be enabled to maka 
greater exertions for the common intereft. Thefe allow- 
ances, dur4og my agency here, have i>een little more than 
nominal; only one lack of rupees having i>een advanced - 
ppcn them. They are a fource of great uneafinefs and 
vexation to me, ot which neither the Viz.ier nor his Mi- 
nifter participate, as I b^ve never been importunate with 
them for payment. 

I have had the honour to prefent your letter to the 
Prince, in anfwer to his application for the continuance of 
ihe body guard. He is very fenfible of your defire to do 
him honour, and to give him weight in the eyes of the 
nafives, by permitring an officer's guard from the Compa- 
ny's troops to attend his perfon. At prefent tlie corps, 
lately onder the command of Lieutenant Polhill, continues 
to be his guard. I)ut if the Vizier Ihould Ihew a defire of 
retaining it about hjs own perfon, the Piince Will apply for 
a guard, conformably to youro0er. 

The Prince is determined to decline any treaty with 
Sindia for his return to Court, unlefs under the guarantee 
of your Government. Sindia cannot rejefl the mediation 
of a common frteud, witI|out evincing that his defigns ara - 
jnfidious. 

. c,,...,X.oA^ 
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fbeg leave humbly to offer it as my opinJom that your 
becoming the guarantee of engagements between the Prince 
ami Sindia would be produdlive of folid advantages both to , 
the Company's and the Vizier's Governments, as you 
would thereby eftablifli a check, upon the proceedings of 
Simlia, and acquire a title to' indulgence in future meafures 
for the berefit of the Company, which may be fuppofed to 
require the fanftion of tlie.royal authority. 

The renunciation" of the triBlite, and or all claims upon 
the Dooab, and every part of the Vizier's dominions, both 
from the Shah and the Mahnittas, are points of great and 
immediate importance to the peace and fecurity of the 
Company's Cjoveminent, and that of the Vizier. Thefe 
concefTiO^is might probably be obtained, as the price of 
permitting Sindia to proceed in hi* views of reducing Ally 
Ghurr, and pofleffing himfelf of the countries in tlie • 
Dooab wertward of the Vizier's. His being in poflefficn 
of thofe countries would be no longer a caufe of alafm, 
when the above-pro pofed renunciations fhould leave no (wf- 
fible pretext for giving djflurbance. 

I do not fee upon what pretence cither the Company or 
the Vizier can obftruft the plans of Sindia, fo long as he 
refrains from hollilities againft their afiual poffeffions* I 
apprehend that, until he offers feme direfl injury or infult, 
we fhould not b^ juftified in any ftronger meafure than 
providing againA the confequerKes of his becomiiig too 
formidable for a neighbour. 

Upon this principle I obferre, with great concern, that 
Colonel Sir John Cumming is taking meafures, which can- 
not but appear to Sindia as decidedly unfriendly. Sir 
John has encainped with a part of his detachment within 
a few cofs of Ally Ghurr, and* as I undecA-i'id, beyond 
the Vizier's juriiMiction, and has given a meeting to the 
Kelladar ; and although this interview was, I believe, for 
no other purpofe than to offer an afylum in the Vizier's 
territories to the family of Afrafiab Khan, his Excellency 
is very uneafy at the effi;i£^s which he is appreheiifive thefe 
fteps may produce in the mind of Sindia, and has this day 
written to Sir John, requiring his return to his former 
poll at Anooplneer; which will as effc£tually LOver ths 
Vizier's country as that which he now occupies, and re- 
move all caufe of alarm and jealoufy from Sindia. I oh- 
ferve too that Mr. Amlerfon is uneafy at the indications, 
which the movemeiit of Sir John Cumming gives> of op- 
pofition to the plans of Sindia. 

Ambajee, on the part of Sindia, has been for fome days 

paft negociatinj; wit)) theSeiks, and has, I believe, at length

The Governor General lays before the Board tranflationt 
of the letters from the Vizier and his Minillers, which ac- 
companied the foregoing from Major Palmer. 

The Governor General obferves, that the extr^Tordinary 
ftyle of thefe letters, a ftyle to which none of his could 
have given occafion, induced him to call upon Rajah Go- 
bind Ram, the Vizier's Vakeel, for information of what 
he had written to his principals, that could give rif£ to the 
uncommon ftyle of their letters ; and that Rajah Gobind 
llam having in confequence furnilhed him with copies of 
the letters in queftion, which he wrote to Luckiiow, and 
given leave foi tlieir being laid before the Board, the Go- 
vernor General defires to record them after thofe already 
mentioned to himfcJf. 

Fram the Vizicr. — Reeeived 21/? Jpril, i?^^. 

Whatever you faid to Rajah Gobind Ram upon ever^ 
point} the faid Rajah has fully written it to me. My 
friend, from the beginning of the friendlhip between the 
noble Chiefs of the Company and the exalted gentlemen 
of Council, and my deceafed father and myfel^ no defi- 
ciency ever appeared; and, after the death of my de-* 
ceafed father, I have conftantly remained, and ftill remain^ 
employed from iny heart and foul in preferving this friend- 
ftiip more than formerly; and, on the o'ther part of thtf 
gentlemen alfo, the fyftem of intimacy was prefervcd. Iir 
many concerns of the diftrefles which from various caufei 
had happened, the Governor General, Mr. Haftings, aftef 
learning, applied himfelf to relieve my fituation, and fettk 
a plan by which the Company's money would properly 
be paid by my Minifters, and the Company and all the 
Englilh Gentlemen would receive credit. 

After his departure, you from your kindnefs were fif 
voiirahle to my concerns, and preferved the plan zf\i' 
agreement which had been fettled Iwtween him arid myfclfy 
and with the greateft friendlhip you write to me the com- 
pleteft Confirmation; and Major Palmer, in obedience tO 
your orders, gave repeated confolation to me and my Mi- 
niliers. I am convinced that the good fituation of my. 
concerns will be increafed hyyour favtor. ConfbrmaMy 
to the agreement to pay the Company's money, which wat 

fettled 
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fettled between me and the late Governor General, my 
Ministers have to this time paid the KiAs, andnodevia' 
tlon has happened. You may learn this from Mr. Womb" 
well ; and 1, confidering the ilifcharge of the Company's 
debt to be the moll necelTary of all a^irs, pay it from the 
receipts of the country) and the loans of the bankers ; 
and I apply myfelf to nothing but the difchafge of tho 
Company's debt, and the prefervation of your friendlhipt 
You toitl Raja Gobtnd Ram, that to this time the money 
hod not been regularly paid, according to the agreement 
which had fixed Kills for the Company's money. This 
order allonilhes and confounds me ; becaufe, from lall year 
to this time, whatever agreement had been made for the 
payment of the Company's money, ray MinifterS have paid 
conformably to the Kifts, and are in future ready to pay^ 
by the blefling of God, according to the engagements of 
payment; but your favour and countenance is requilite^ 
This order muft certainly have been cauled folely by the 
reprefen Cations of interefted perfbns; and I from this am 
much atBidled, that, notwithftanding the regular payment 
of the money according to the Kifts, you fliouldgive iuch 
an order, upon the reprefentations of interefted perfonj, 
otherwife fuch orders could not have proceeded from your 
exalted mind; becaufe many days have not elapfed iince 
you in writing gave me confidence in every point, and, 
whilft the money was regularly. paid, you would not give 
fuch orders : at any rate, I hope from your favour the ob- 
fervance of this rule — never to liften to the reprefentations 
of interefted perfons; becaufe in fuch cafes the affairs are 
difgraced, and the bankers and Miniliers arc difpirited. 

With refpedl to the brigade at Futty Ghur, you f; y 
that you had, agreeably to my requeft, fent orders for it to 
march to Behur Gum; but to this time Hyder Beg Khan 
has not advanced the money for their expences. My 
friend, my recjueft, whatever it be, is known to you. In 
all concerns, there is one word upon which I rely, that, 
whatever agreement was made between me and Mr. Haf- 
tings, and the pJaii which was fettled, you have repeatedly 
written that you have approved of, and preferved that en- 
gagement out of confide rat ion to my diftrefles. Whatever 
is promifed with refpe6t to the removal of that brigade is 
well known to you: and you have alfo written to Major 
Palmer, wlio has given me confidence, that you, from 
yourkindnefs to my relief, do not approve of keeping, an 
increafed army in this country; bat that now, until the; 
doubts from thd Weft are removed, tho Futty Ghurbrigado' 
muft remain. 

I alfo, who deCre only your fatisfadion, approved of 
this advice; becaufe, as th« Tedu<3ion of my expences^-and 
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the relief of my concemi, is your wifS,' it will be done at 
a proper opportunity. When your letter for the Futty 
Ghur brigade to remain a little time longer here, was re- 
ceived by Major Palmer, and the Major, agreeably to y out 
orders, told me, that this year, befides one Crore and five 
lacks of rupees, which had been engaged for the payment 
of the Company's money, nd more would be demanded, I 
was entirely fet at eife by your kindnefs : You now order 
that I fhculd make advances for the expences of the bri- 
rnde. My fituation is not hidden from you : why Ihould I 
for ever trouble you, that this year I pay, from the receipts 
of the country and the loans of the bankers, for the dift. 
charge of the Company's money which has been engaged } 
Do yoQ yourfelf order, from your &vour and kindnefs, 
whatever may be advifeable towards the relief of my con- 
cerns. The affairs of my country and property, and of 
t!ie Company's Government, through friendlhip are the 
fame : fuch matters depend upon your, kindnefs. You will 
learn full particulars from the letters of Major Palmer. 
With refpeiEl to the expences of the Gentlemen who are 
here, I have before written in a covered manner. I now 
write plainly, that I have no ability to give money to the 
gentlemen, becaufe I am indebted many lacks of rupees to 
tiie bankers, for the payment of the Company's debt. At 
the time of Mr. Hallings's departure, I reprefentcd to him 
that I had no refources for the expences of the gentlemen* 
Mr. Haftings having afcertained my diftrefled fituation* 
told me, that after his arrival in Calcutta he would confult 
with the Council, 'and remove from hence the expences of 
the gentlemen, and recill every perfon except the gent le- 
"inen in office here. At this time, that all the concerns are 
dependant upon you, and you have in every point given 
eafe to my mind, according to Mr. Haftings s agreement, 
I hope that the expences of the gentleman may be removed 
from me, and that you may recall every perfon refiding 
here beyond the gentlemen in office. Although Majol 
Palmer does not at this time demand any thing for tlH| 
gentlemen, and I have no ability to give them any thing, 
yet the cuflom of the Englifh gentlemen is, wheii they ler- 
main here, they will in the end alk for fomething ; this is 
heft, that they fhould be recalled. . Mr. Haftings wrote to 
me for the abolition of Captain Frith's battalion: atthat 
time the diftiirbances of the Seiks exifted in the neighbour- 
hood of Berelly, and my army was ftationed at the gantf 
of the river, at thofe places which at this ieafon are always 
fiirdable. This year many other gauts were fordaWe; and 
the Seiks croffed over to plunder, which is their cuftom* 
My army, which was already there, came upon them, and 
punilhed then; ao4 ^]r, mKting aa ftnagth to remain, 

crofled 
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£A^ed back agaiti, and returned ; but it became oecefldry 
to guard all gauts, and I therefore ftatloned, for the de- 
fence of tlie BercUy gaots, mj old battalions, which were 
fixed at Kheirabad and the other Mahls ; and I fent the bat- 
talions of Captain Frith, which were newly railed, for the 
fcttlement of (he Mahts of Kherrabad, &c. Thefe batta- 
lions went under the command of a commandant belongmg 
to me, and no Englifh gentlemen went there. In thelO: 
four battalions, according to the rule of all my battalions, 

. there are three thoufand men ; and the expence of them, 
including the artillery, is 25,000 rupees in each month* 
For a little time I thought this expence advifeabte, for the. 
execution of two important objefls, the fettlemcnt of the. 
country, and the expulfion of the Setksj which, by the. 
bleffing of God, have both been e0e<£ted> I have now de- 
termined to difband them, after fatisfying them; but t 
conlidsr it proper to guard the gauts until Cheyte, till 
when the fords continue; after that, when the river be. 
fiiU, fo large an army wil^ not be wanted at the gauts. In 
this cafe I requeft your advice, that, as the army is on a 
reduced and faving eflabliOiment, if you chufe I will. keep. 
the battalions until Cheyte; or, if you order, I will dif- 
mifs them immediately. Captain Frith will have no con- 
cern in tbe battalions; commandants belonging to me wilt 
cbmmand them. With refpeA to Lieutc;nant PolhiU's bat- 
talion, \rhich, with other gentlemen, is in attendance oil 
the Prince, you ordered me to learn his Royal Highnefs's. 
wilh ; and that if he Ihould be deGrous to keep th^m, they 
might remain a little tibie with him. Upon learning his 
defire, I, conformably to your inftrudtioits, have confented 
to retain the battalion a little, time, but I did not fpeak 
about retaining Lieutenant PothiU and the other gentle- 
men, nor does he continue with me in this command — I 
merely wrote to you in^ obedience to his Royal Highned'a 
deCre, requefting that Lieutenant Polhtll alone might re-, 
main, the approbation or refufal of which depends entirely 
nponyour pleafqre; T have no ability to maintain the bat- 
talion with the gentlemen. I dedre nothing but your fa- 
tisfa^ion, and hope that fuch orders as relate to the friend- 
fliip between the Company and me, and as may be yont 

■ ^leafure, may be written in your own private l«tters< to ma 
through Major Palmer, and in your letters to.the Majort 
that he may, inobedience to your orders, properly explain 
them to me, and whatever may be fettled he may ftrft in fe- 
cret inform you of it, and attetwards I may write to you, 
having learnt your pleafure. In this way the fecrets will , 
be knowh to your mind alone, and the advice of all iho 
concerns will be given in a proper manner. For farther 
JecuritV) I trouble you aeain with my requell that you will

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' not liAen to the reprefentationx of interefted perfons, ia 
tefpedt to my concerns ; for in this cafe my, affairs are dif- 
graced, and the bankers, from whom I have borrowed 
many lacks towards paying the kif^s to the Company, are 
alarmed. I labour from my heartand fool to prcferve your 
fatisfa<3ion, and you, from your kindnefs, aie inclined to 

■ maintain the plan and agreement which has taken place ; 

. therefore, to give entrance to inteiefted perfons, is laying 
the bafis of dilagreement ; I hope, from your favour, that, 
in the concerns between me and you, no interefted perfon 
may be admitted to hear the feciets between the Company 
and myfclf and your orders. 

From tht Vizier : rtceiveei the 2\fl April, 1785. 

In every way I hope for advantage to my affairs from 
you ; I therefore, thinking it in my mind to be proper, I 
vrite to yoH that I am tntirely fet at eafe by the Com- 
pany's army. The Seiks are villains with two faces, and 
always refide in the n«ghbourhood of Delhi. The coun- 
try on the other fide of the river' belonging to his Majefty's 
khalfa, and under the late Zabelor Khan, extends to the 
gauts of the river, in the neighbourhood of my country — 
the Seiks often come there. This is not under my autho- 
rity, that I fhould expel them from it; and from ,a long 
period of years the cafe is, that the chiefs of Delhi do not 
properly furniih them, tor the puntJhing of them is no 
fuch great inatter; for the puniHiing of this generation of 
double-faced villains no additional expence is required. 
The Governor General, Mr. Haftings, when he difcoverefl 
my diftrefled fituation, engaged to remove the brigade of 
Futty Ghur, and from my forefight of events got leave to 
retain four battaliont, which I had fpoken for additional fe- 
carity, which four battalions ftiould be Rationed at Fatty 
Ghur, under the command of one officer in my confidence^ 
and tliouid, whenever neceflary, be feni: onder an aumil to 
fettje the Mahals of Saundy, &c. which are under the au* 
mil of Kherrabad; and alfo fome other Mahals belonging- 
to Bherelli, £cc. .in that neighbourhood, and Ihould return 
to Futty Ghur, and the expences of the fow battaiionSi 
which conlift of 3,000 men, with nine guns, being fixedar 
25,000 rupees in each month, are upon a reduced and 
favirig eAablifhment ; accordingly, at the time of the dif- 
turbance of the Seiks, my old battalions, which were fia- 
tioned in Kherrabad, and Were fent to Eerelli for the pro- 
leflion of the gauts, and the new-raifed battalions were 
fent to Kherribad, &c. where it was determined, that for 
the Mahals belonging to Almafs Ally Khan, which extend 
from the other £de 01 the liver fiom Anoopthere, &c. the 
horfemcn 
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hbffemtn of 3 few battalions from the horfemen and old 
battalions in my fervicej attached to Ilniafs Ally Gawti, 
fliould be fent to AnooplKeer with artillery, that from that 
quarter alfo, making an attack upon the Seiks, they ilipold 
at the fame time proteit their o\yn country : at that time a 
letter arrived to this purport — that the Futty-Ghur bri- 
gade fhould remain there until the difturbances to 'the weft- 
ward be compofed. , I, who am obedient to your orders, ' 
countermanded the march of Almafs Ally Khan's people 
to AnoopJheer, and did not objetfl to Colonel Cumming's 
march, becaufe, as long as you conceive no doubt of my 
readinefs to execute your will, one brigade of the Com- 
pany's troops is, by the bleffing of God, quite fiifficient 
to punifh the enemies of the weft; and if the expulfion of 
any perfon who might attempt to invade my country 
Woald be effeifted by one brigade for the expulfion of the 
Seiks, who are double-faced villains, what had been done 
and planned was fufiicient, I alfo am obedient to your 
pleafure and advice, have troubled you with thefe full par- 
ticular^, becaufeour concerns here are the fame, and you, 
from your kindnefs, are favourable to my affairs; having 
kindly attended to thefe circumftanccs, write to me ; what- 
ever may be approved by your mind for the relief of niy 
fituation, which I Ihall perform. I am under your advice 
and direftions. Farther, in matters of government, pre- 
parations is proper and neceflary before the time of ia£iion. 
When his Majefty wa's going Srom Delhi to Jllaharabad, 
Mr. Haftings was here; Ithen told him the fecret thoi^hts 
of my mind, that my country and that of the Company 
Were the fame; that I had the. greateft confidence in our 
mutual friendfhip ; and that if any difturbance Ihould hap- 
pen this year from the weftward, I had no fe^ir or hope 
from any perfon; but that as the vieiffitudes of the world 
could not be depended upon, fe!f-defence Vfaj^ necefliiry, 
and that for this purpofe a plan might l>e very eafily fet- 
tled for getting me at eafe with refpeit to tlie frontiers of 
my own country; that if any perfon fliould conceive evil 
defigns upon my country, his expulfion and puniihment 
Jliould beeffeiSledfrom'hence— and the plan was this, that 
I ftiouli! take out of the hands of the zemindars the com- 
mand of the two forts of Sartee and Kumri, on the fron- 
tiers of my country, which are very good forts, and of 
"which the zemindar is of a bad difpofktion, and does not 
pay the Company's money, and is a promoter of diftiir 
bances, and at his inftlgation.' others alfo make comrao- ■ 
tions, and that I fhould place a chief in my confidence, 
with a party of troops, in both forts; and after 1 Ihould 
have paid the Company's debt, and the loans of the ban- 
kers, I ihould, at the time of leifute and abality, build 
B b a ■ ' fom» 
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fome otl^r fbits like thefe, both large and finall, in placet 
which might be proper on the frontiers of my country in 
the Dooab, and fhould appoint people from the prefence 
into thcfe forts, inllead of leaving them under the aumils 
of that province; and after, if any perfon fhould make a 
difliirbance, they would be properly punilhed, and a bri- 
gade of the Company's troops would always remain to ex- 
pel our enemies ; and in this event no perfon would dare to 
come into my country, even for plunder: Mr. Haftings 
approved of my propofol, and it was determined that the 
Cawnpore brigade Ihould march to turn the zemindar of . 
that place, who was well fupplied with military ftore^ 
out of thofe two forts; and that Itmafs Ally Khan, alfo 
joining ^ith his army and artillery, fhould affift in turning 
him out. When Mr. Haflings departed from Lacknow 
towards Calcutta, he told me that, with the confent of the 
Council, he would fend leave for the brigade to march* 
As delays occurred in the receipt of the order for the bri- 
gade's march, in the mean time llmafs Ally Khan fettled the 
concerns of the y.emindar of that place upon a perpetual 
aumilvaree. After a long delay, the order for the march • 
of the brigade was ifTued; — this matter was delayed ; and 
now alfo, if this matter fhould be approved, let it be exe- 
cuted> it is very neceilary. 

Frem Hyder Btg KhoKi reeeivtd 2\fl ifpril, 1785. , 

From your favour and kindnefs, and finceVity of heart, 
whatever doubt had afifferi in your mind from my negleil, 
you informed Raje Gobind Ram of it : I am, for this rea- 
fon, grateful for your kindnefs, that you have plainly de- 
clared the difpleafure which you had conceived toWards 
me. My protetSlor \ I am obedient to you, and under your 
orders ; and I am the wellwilher and faithful fervant of the 
Government of the Company, and of his Highnefs, which, 
in every refpeit, are the fauie; and on this I know to be 
founded my good and advantage.

Conformably to the agreement which was entered into be- 
tween his Highnefs and Mr. Flaftings, for his difcharge of 
the Company's money, and the plan and fyflem which wa« 
fettled to this time, the kifts have been t^gularly paid ito 
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Mr. ^omhwell, who is at your prefence, and from him 
you raay leara it ; and- in future aJfo, in cafe of your fa- 
vour, coantenance, affiftanoe, and proteflion, the Com- 
pany's money will, according to the Ififts, and to the agree- 
ment, be, by thebleffingof God, r^ularly paid — no de- 
viation from is. Ihali happen. In ^e concerns of the 
agreement and plan which was made between his Highnefs 
aad Mr. Haftings, and by approving which you have given 
the greateft eafe to h& Highnefs, and have repeatedly writ- 
ten to give him confidence; and Major Patmer, by your 
orders, has comforted his Highnefs. It is certain that yoa 
preferve the fame favour towards his Highnefs, which will 
be a caufe of glory to you in all Hindoftan. His Highnefs, 
for the prefervation of your friendlhip, is, and will be> 
from his heart £xed in obedience and readinefs to execute 
your orders, which is a mod neceilary matter ; and I, who 
am your fervant, know my happinefs and advantage to de- 
{>end upon my obedience and allegiance to you : no devia- 
tion fhall ever happen. I hope that In every concern , 
which his Hizhnefs has written you will attend to the 
rights of his Highnefs with the eye of favour and benevo- 
lence, and will order whatever may be the will of your 
i^fid> His Highnefs, from his regard to friendlhip, can 
i^al(£ no excufes againft your pleafure: he hopes for relief 
to his fituation from youc kindnefs, and accordingly you 
a}ip have repeatedly given him confidence. I hope that 
fijch orders and commands as relate to the friendlhip be- 
tween, his Highnefs and the Company's Government, and 
to your wil^ may he fent through Major Palmer, or in 
y;our ovyn pfiyate letters t<) the Major, who is appointed 
from you to the prefence of his Highnefs, that, in obe- 
dience to your orders, he. may properly explain your com- ' 
raands; and v^bateyer afiiiir may be fettled, he may firft 
fecretiy inform you of it, and afterwards his Highnefs may 
confofpiably thereto Write an anfwerj and alfo may repre* 
fcnt it. By this fyftem your pleafure will always be fully 
made known tp his Highnefs, and his Highnefs and we wilt 
etepite whatever may be your orders, without deviating a ' 
hair's breadth; and let not the reprefentations of interefled:

now defire you, who I confider as the confidential fervant 
of the Vizier, to actjuqint him, that, with refpedl to the 
friendfliip which fuhfifted hetwean Mr, Haftings and hi«. 
Excellency, my wilh is to exceed' it for the real good of 
his Governtneiit ; and I {hall confider his friend^ and hi^ 
enemies as my o'^n friends and enemies. ' 

*• My objeiSl is the advantage of the Company, and th(? 
concerns of the Company and his Excellency are the f^me^ 
and I am fully perfuaded that he will afford me every affif- 
tance in carrying thefe good intentiojgjt into execution. 
The affairj. of Government pannot be^arried on without 
much money, and I have the ftrongeft confidence that ^is 
Excellency will ufe every endeavout that the money due to 
the Company may be paid off in proper time. 

** I have Tieard that the Vizier was formerly, fubjeii to 
many expences on account of European gentlemen — my 
wifh is to remove this inconvenience; therefore it is my 
defire that every rupee paid to the Company, or Europeah ■' 
gentlemen, Ihall appear upon the face of his accounts witl^ 
the Company. . 

*' I have no wifh or defire but the profperity of tho 
Company and hts Excellency, fo as to acquire and merit ^ 
good name formyfelf. 

^* It was commonly the cuftom in figniqg Perfian let- 
ters, to write two letters of the name only, but I always 
fign my name at full length; and whatever bufinefs I may 
liave with nis Excellency ihall be fully and diflinilly wfote 
in letters under my fignature and feal; and every letter I 
receive &om the Vizier fliall be laid before the Council* 
and all bufinefs fhall be carried on entirely in this manner J 
but fiiould it at any time fo happen, that his E7:cellcncT 
fliould be defirous ef my private opinion rcfpeftiog any bu- 
liAefs, before he writgs me publicly as above, I requeft he 
vill mention it to Major Palmer, and alfo inffruA hit yzi 
keel, to whom my friendly advice fhall'always be given. 

" Many people will be reprefenting various circum-; 
fiances to his Excellency, and perhaps make life of my 
name; but he is oot^q give credit to' any thing that nay 
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te faid regarding me, excepr what fliall be wrote in my 
letters, as already dercribed ; and his Excellency, by wri- 
ting bis wifhes to me in the fame manner refpeding the 
affairs of the Sircar, will reojove every rctom for doubts or - 
uneaiinefs.** 

I can fee from the Governor's conduit and obfervatJons, 
that he has no views or expeftations of his own, but what 
are for the good of the Company and your Excellency. 

Nbtwfthftanding Mr. Hall'ings eng^tged that the Futty- 
Ghur detachment Ihould march into the Company's domi- 
nions ; but as it is now, on account of the enemies of the 
Sircaf, marched to the wellward, it would, in the opinion 
of, your flave, beadvifeabie (and I fee it to be the Governor 
General's fentimenCs) that jotir Excellency would write 
that the army, having marched agai'nft the Seiks, conform- 
able to your orders and willies, that y«nr Excellency 
would therefore bear every exgence till lis return. There 
is Ijttle doubt but what the Governor will hy and by write 
from the Board on th/s fubjedl ; but flioi\ld your Excel- ' 
lehcy's letter, as above, arrive before this iiappens, it will, 
I am certain, be very pleafing to the Governor General 
that the Nabpbj without application, faw what was right, 
mt did it.

B b 4 ' now) 
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now) took upon himfelf the n^ole bufinefs, and engaged 
that he had fettled a plan, by which the Company's monej 
fliould be paid on one year, and that the kills fliould be re* , 
mitted at the periods agreed upon. Although the money 
of tlie kifts has not hitherto been paid as promiled, yet T 
ahi perAiaded the am(Mmt of the (everal kifls will, for the 
time to come, he regularly, and without delay, paid as 
fiipulated :" He alfo obferved, " But if it fliould fo hap- 
pen, that the money is not paid agreeable to promife, and 
it fhould appear neceflary to fend the above gentlemen 
again, orany otherperfon, it cannot be helped; itmuAbe 
laid upon the fhoulders of the MiniAers for their aegle^ 
and non -performance."

Company, by payments at Calcutta, Lucknow, and Be- 
nares, for money lent by him in June 1783, we have con- 
fidered how far and in what degree it was practicable for the 
Board to affiga the funds that might not be required foe 
the local exigencies of Government at Benares, to the fa- 
tisfa£iion qf this claim. We found, from the reprefenla- 
tion that had been traiifmitted by the Accountant at Luck- 
ncfw, under date the 20th March, that the whole of the 
Company's funds at Lucknow, not aiilblutely neceflary for 
the payment of the troops in the Vizier's dominions, were 
afhially engaged to be remitted to Calcutta and Surat ; and 
as the premium at which they are engaged to be remitted 
to Calcutta, and the \oii of intereft by the dillance of time 
at which they are payable after date, are matters for whicl^ 
a compenfation would be required, the jud amount of 
which we are unable to determine with any degree of accu- 
racy, we are of opinion that theRefidentat Jienares Qiould 
be directed to remit to Lucknow whatever balance may re- 
main in his hands from time to time, until the debt to Go- 
paul Dofs {hall be completely paid, after defraying the 
charges of the Benares fiation^ and furnilhing the fupplies 
to the Paymafler at Chunargur, making the remittances as 
expeditioufly, and upon the niioft advantageous terms pof» 
fible, to the Accountant at Luckno\v, who, wc think, 
Ihould be direfied to keep the Refident at Benares wtll ^.i-^ 
formed of the amount due on this claim.

ifable duty to prepare the Nabcb Vjzier to co-operate in 
whatever meafures the Ctuation of a£iirs may . determine 
you to adopt. 

It js vrith the greatefl fati&faSion that I can aCure you, 
from bk Excellency, of his firm andichearful refolution to 
apply, the utmoft jrefources t^his Government, in conjunct 
tion with yours, for the lion our and focurity of both, by 
whatever means you flijll judge moft conducive to thofe 
ends, in the event of afla<ftiial war. The Vizier will fur- 
nifh the dilburfemeras for both fcrigadc'S direftjy from his 
own revenues, ib long as it may lall ' and his adting Mi- 
niAer has given me the ftrongeft airuran!:<es of exerting his 
talents, his credit, aad his private ^^tune, towards effi;6ting 
the intentions of hie mafter.

You wil! be pleafed to Inform the honourable Board, that 
when I had laft the honour to confer with the Shah ?)4- 
dela upon the fljbje£i of his return to Court, and the pro^ 
pofals made to him for that purpofe by Mahajee Sindia, his 
Royal Highnefs gave me the ftrongeft a^urances that he 
would accept of no conditions which the Government of 
Bengal and the Vizier ihould not judge perfedlly fafe and 
honourable to himfelf, and expedient ior their common ia- 
tereils. That he . considered the offers of Sindia as inlt- 
dious, and had no farther view in liAcning to them, than to 
tearn his real d^gns, and tQ Hiew a prober relpe£l and dutv 
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tiB the Shah's authority, under ntiich Sindla aflumes his 
|i«gociation.— The Prince is perfuaded, that the Shah ie~ 
(Crctiy approves of the proteflion on which he has chofen ■ 
(o rely, and regards it as the fureft pledge of the Aabihty 
pf the Sultanut in himfelf and his dafcendants. The mo- 
ther of the Prince, 3nd alt his real friends, who are near the 
Shah's perfon, ftrongly conjure hiny to rejedt all advances 
from Sindia, and his uncle Ally Ackber Cawn, who is with 
him, and the Vizier and his Minillers constantly give him . 
the fame advice. I doubt not but that the Board, with the 
knowledge of thofe circumftances, will be perfeflly eafy as 
to the condu<£l of the pBince. 

I tmft that the laft advices from Mr. Anderfon will have- 
rsmoved all apprehenfions of a rupture with Sindia; but 
if, c<»ttrary to eicpedtations, any new alarm ihould bs 
given) the Hoard may rely upon the Utmoft exertions of th«( 
Vizier's government, in concert with our own, for ob- 
viating or defeating the purpofes of their mutual enemies; 
and that the Vizier will chearfully comply with every ra- 
aulHtion and recommendation which they may think con- 
ducive to that eiFe£t. 

■ The greateft party of the Vizier's troops, both horfe and 
foot, are at prefent upon the frontiers the moft cxpofed to 
jlanger, and ready to co-operate with Colonel Cumming,- 
in which iituation tbey will remain until the rife of the 
rivers fli^Il render the Vizier's country fecure from any 
infult. ■■ . .■ ■ - 

The two rurtallahs of Mpgpl cavalry, under the com- 
mand of Sumlhud Beg and Khajee Nama Aulah, were dif- 
mi^d the Vizier's ferviee for a mofi during mutiny in his 
f:apital, aggravated by perfonal infult to himfelf, ana threats 
iigai)iA the life of his a<5ting Minlfter. — The Vizier, foms 
time fince, had in confideracion to re-admit them, into his 
ferviee, upon their offering to make due fubmiflion, and to 
accept of a diminifhed pay; but they did not wait the tot 
fult of his detennination, and accepted of offers made to 
them in the mean time by Sindia, who has detached them 
againft the difaffeiied Rajepoots to the Southward, fo that 
)t is now become imprai5licabie to re-engage them inlo the' 
ferviee of the Vizier. 

I'do not apprehend that the condut^ and negociations of 
Bow Buckfhcy can be produi^ive of any ill confequences, 
^S I am duly informed, both by the Prince and the Vizier,

from Scindi?) though Mr. Anderfon, to me, and had for its - 
real or ^ippareiU jjieaniog nothing more than a defire of 
j(hewing to the world <hat perfeit harmony and ^riendAip 
fubCAed between the Vizier's gov«mment and Scindia, an4 
l;o remove p contr;iry opinion whicti it was fuppofed might 
bave gained groi^nd from fonie late appearances ; and to tb« 
requell, as thus explained, the Vjster made a liiilable and 
favourable reply.

Jit, to my utter aftonifliment, upon this canal, which Shur 
jah Uldowlah caufed to be ex9avated in 1764, ejthpr to ob- 
rfruil the enterprizes of the approaching Engiiih, or to im-- 
pede the invafions of tb* Ab<}ailies, of both which he was 
then apprehenfive. 

Of all the ftrong holds I have met witji in India, Alla- 
habad appears to be the heft calculate4 for a provlfionary 
magazine for a military ftatJon for our frontier troops, and 
for their retreat in cale of any untoward accident ; poflclV 
fing this indeed, our forces would become httlc liable to 
clieclc or repulfe. For It is obfeived, that troops alwayg 
advance and engage with mora intrepidity and confidence 
when they know that their reaf is coyercd.

• In the mIdA of a Iu:cuiiant pl:iiiL, and at the confluence 
of two large rivers, ftands this afylum, not lefs ftrong by 
natural pofition than fortified b^ art; but above all, hap- 
pily fituated for the provifion ot both dry and green forage 
(lae ejiviroAs being feFtile beyond imagination) as well as 
^ fafo ^nd eafy importation of all kinds of military flores. 
It leans to require at prefent littl* more to render it inaci 
ceflible than its i^wn ditch to be cleaned and deepened. I'he 
extremities of the ditch fhould {» left uncut, for fear of 
inundatloD, and the intervals clofed by two fraized re- 
doubts. The parth from the Lunette and Ditch would' 
' conltitute an excdleitt Glacis. By leaving the wall eight 
or ten feet, and clearing away all the internal buildings and 
rubbifh, abundant materials would be at hand to form a 
folid rsmpart, iloped and turfed on the infide for all com- 
rnodious thartched lodgments, quarters, and barracks, alTo in' 
preferable ^tnations, 4nd the place be thus rendered level, 
wrdant, falubrious, cool, and comfortable for the reception 
(if expedient) of a whole brigade. 

To fraizc the covert way, and render all the ground for-, 
a mile round a green open efplanad^ would be the' whole ex-: 
tj-a work required, and even the earth fttom thence collefled 
frontribute to elevate the glacis. 

For the execution of this defign, the field eftabliAiment 
of brigade workmen, affifted by two or three hundred extra 
builders, would prov& equal. I would undertake to per- 
fprm it with this incon£derabIe aid ; but ihould there arife 
^f ^oref^ea and uncxpc£Eed charges^ by the conftruct

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tion of a fmall ornamental pagoda of /lone, at the concoiirre 
of the Jumna and Ganges, as a fanduary for a!l the I^oU 
now in adoration there coIIetSively, the toll at prefent le- 
vied on the pilgrims, from their librations, might foon be 
augmented and collected by the Vizier, toan amount fully 
competent to defray the expence of every contingent repair 
and alteration* 

Agreed, That a copy of the foregoing plan be tranf- 

mitted to the Commander in Chief, and chief engineer; 
and chat their opinions be defired of tjie work that ihould 
be done, and the alterations required, to render the fortrefs 
of Allahab:id defenfible againft any force that can appear 
before it, without ftibje6ting his Excellency the Vizier to

I yefleiday received & letter from yqpr Seftwtary, in- 
forming me that yourbpDOunible Boar4, notwithftanding 
the favourable change that has takfin . place rti the upper 
country, are fiill of opinion that it is of- great importance 
thnt the fort of Allahabad Ihould be put ioio a proper ftate 
of defence, and that it ihould be garrifoned, at leaft in 
part, by the honourable Company's troops; and enclofing 
to me copy of a plait dt»wn \ip by Colonel Tronfide for 
the better fortifying that pofi, on vhich niy opinion is n»- 
quefled. ■..,..■ 

I have already, in my letter to yoay bopour^fe Board of 
the 26th April, offered, it as my opinioD, that it would be 
. ineligible to require poflellion of the £art pf AIlah;d>ad ; 
that our troops can fi. all times be more ufeliilly employed 
inthe^eld than garrifoniag iortre&s{ that Allahabad in 
its pre&nt Aate i^ in cafe c^ any dilkfler to our troops, ca- 
pable of. affording them prote^ion,- and of holding out 
^ainft a Mabratta, or -any other country army. The- 
- works and alterations defigned by Colonel Ironfide wpuld 
certainly improve tbA place, as well in regard to its 
Aretlgth as to its falubrity ; but I have no conception that 
they could be performed in the manner he propofes, on 
th^ contrary, am confident thai in the execuiian ef them 
veeuld be expended many lacks of rupees^ and the preferratioQ 
^ ^em after>vards ^ould t>e a coniUpt fourcc of expence. 

If| 
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If, however, the Board are come to the refolution of put- 
ting this fort into a complete Aate of defence, and of coD' 
vefiience for the reception of a garrilbn of Englifli troops, 
to which (I niuft again repeat) the Nabob's canient will not 
b« eafily gaitied, I have to recommend, in order that a work 
of fuch magnitude and importance majr not he undertaken 
without the beft information, that two experienced engi- 
neers be lent to furvey and examine the fort, and to give 
their opinion of the expence that will be incurred by ex- 
ecuting Colonel Ironfide's defign, or to prepare and fubmit 
for infpedlion plans of their own. Colonel Watfon's opi- 
nion diould alfo be required on a proirafition of this fort^ 
appertaining to his department as chief engineer. 

The fort of Allahabad, is of very large extent, near, I 
fuppofe, two miles nund, the high walls arebuilt entirely of 
flone, with battlements, according to the old method of for- 
tification, except a few baftions, which were new-modulled 
by the late Major Bruce, at the deflre of the late Nabob, 
ill 177 3. To take away the battlements, and to lower tha 
walls, as Colonel Ironltde propoles, would of itfejf he an 
fsxpcnce that he does not feem aware of; bat toformafblid 
rampart in the infide»Iloped and turfed, to eredl commo- 
dious lodgements, quarters, and harracks; to deepen and 
clear the ditch, and raife a proper glacis; and by thi» 
means modernize the fort, arc undertakings of vaft expence 
and labour, and which I cannot, in the prefent diAtelTed 
fltuation of the Company's and Nabob's affairs, at any rate 
recommend. 

I Hiall conclude this letter with the following obferva- 
tion, that our power' and authority in thi» country can only 
be maintained whilfl we are able to oppofe the enemy in the 
field : it is truethat our army in the upper prnvinces might 
receive a fuddcn check, and be obliged for a (hort time to 
feek protection within the walls of a fort, Which I have al- 
ready faid, Allahabad in its prefent flate is fit to afford; 
but if ever we are compelled to have recourfe to, and reft 
our fecurity in, fortified places, capable of fuflaining long 
and regular lieges, our force mufl then he reduced to fo 
low a ftate> as to threaten the total expulfion of the Britillx 
nation from Hindoftan.

The Board will recoiled the fetters that are recorded in 
Coafultation 26th April> from the Vizier wid his afling 
Minifter. 

I coroiBunicated to Major Palmer my diflatisfiiAiea at 
the contents of thefe letters, which were in the nature of 3 
charge againfl this Government for breach of the engage- 
ments made with the Vizier. 

Such a, charge was ill founded ; and a ftmple rctersnceto 
Rajah Govina Ram'^ letters is fufiicient to p^ove icTq: 
Rajah Govind Ram Hates it as his own opinibn, that it 
vroifld be agreeahle to this Government that the Vizier 
fhoutdf of his own accord, offer to pay the expence.of Sir 
John Cumming's detachment. The truth is, that rfie Com- 
pany have not funds to pay fuch expence; and as the de- 
tachment, which is maintained for the Vizier's fervice, is 
abfolutely necelTary for thejecurity of his dominions, and 
has been lately of very eSential ufe, it feema moft reafonahie 
that the charges attending it ihoiild be defrayed by his Ex- 
cellency. 

I hope that the Vizier's funds will enable him to do fo, 
more efpcciidly as the reduction which has lately beenef- 
feAed by tlMs Government, in the allowances granted by 
his Excellency to the fervants of die Coispany in his coun- 
try, gives him an additional refource of more Uian ten lacks 
of rupees per annum. 

I forroerlv intimated to the members of (he Board my

The day after I had the honouf to receive your letter of 
the 8tb inilant, I was feized with a violent fever, whicfi^ 
from that day to this, lias rendered me totally incapable c^ 
any application to bufinefs. 

It has civen me great uneafinefs to learn* that the N^a- 
bob's anfwer to the reprefentations from you, made through 
Govind Ram, fliould have made an uniavourable imjireffioii 
>ipon your mind of the inteqtion either oC the Nabob or 
myfelf: I canaJIert, that no fuch eSs& was expe.Aed from 
it. I muft confeft that tbe furprife which yourfelf and the 
Board have ezprefled at l^is Excellency's anfwer, is to. me 
unaccountable. It was not poffible the Vizier could avola 
being alarmed at the intimation of a demand for tbe dif-^ 
charge of the dilburfements of the Futty Ghur detach- 
ment, after he had been publicly and recently informed of 
the folemn renunciation of it made in .Council for the jm«- 
lent year; and after having affigned three-fifths of his 
whole revenue to the complece d£harge of his debt to tha 
Company, and to relieve them in their aecefiljties. The 
Nab^ trufted tQ the faith of the public engagements, an4 
to the &nfe which the Members of the Board would enter- 
tain of this great exertion which he haa Qiade for the inte-

tion, not only for exemption of any feither demand^ but' 
for every indulgence in their power to fcew him towards 
the relief of his funds.

, I have no where feen, in the fett«!rs of Rajah' Gpvinti 
Ram to his Excellency, that it was your defire he'.niould 
refer to me alone for the explanation 6f,ydur lentimeiits^ 
as contajned in your public letters. 

If the afSual expence incurred by the Company, for the 
troops ftaiioned for the protection of the "Viridr'sdonaJ- 
nions, exceeds the fubfidy paid for them by his Excellenty, . 
it ought not in any fliape to be afcribed to a neceffity of 
fervice performed for him : the fubfidy is eftimated much 
higher than the a<£lual expences of the eflablifhrnentg ex- 
iflingwhen it was made. An amazing increafe of officers 
has JHice taken place ; and the fupernumerarics have beeil 
crowded upon the ftations within bis doitiiniohs, While 
there have been great deficiencies in the nutnber of p'ri^ - 
vates, particularly of Europeans. 

Your reduAions in the allowances granted by the Viiief 
to the gentlemen at l.ucknow, will be highly acceptable, 
and a ereat relief to his Excellency's finances. 

As I have always been of opinion, that the affairs df 
your Government at this Court might be moft advanta'- 
geoully conducted by an agent known to poflefs not only 
your public confidence, but alfo your private friendihip; 
as I have no intention to engage. in public bufinefs after the 
departure of Mr. Haftings, it has always been my wilh to 
be relieved from this ftation, whenever VoU Ihould think 
my fervices might be difpenfed with: 1 have frequently 
told you fo, to relieve you from any embarraffment whim 
delicacy towards me might lay you under. But as I was 
tefolved to facrifice every perlonal confideration to the opi- 
nion which yourfelf and Mr. Hallings had entertained, 
that my eontiniiance in office might be produilive df public 
benefit, I had not exprefled any wifli to be jemoved at this

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panicular ttmei nor was it my intention to have defireJ' 
leavt to retire, until the arrangements formed by Mr. 
tlaAIngs haJ terminated. It is, however, perffeftly agree- 
able to me to retire at" this timp; and I have, in confa^uence 
of your defire, fent for Cotoiiet Harper, and acquainted 
him with my intention to leave LucJcnow as foon as I am ' 
in a fituatioti to travel, 'and can adjuft fome necefiary af- 
fairs.

77- 'Vhefe eentlemcn, in confeqaence* reported to tUf 
ffiat as thciy round by the rcpfcfentation which had been 
franfmltted by the Accountant at Luclinow, under date the 
ftoth March, that the whole of your funds at that placcy 
pot abfblutely necelTary for the payment of your.troaps u\ 
th« Vizier's dominions, were a^ually engifged to be re- 
tnitted tp Calcutta and "Sufat — and as the premium at whictf 
thefe were engaged to be remitted to Calcutta^ apd the loE| 
of intereA by the diflance of time at which they were pay* 
able after date, were matters for which a compenfatioa 
Would be required, the jull amount of which your Secre*

fame fum was to be charged in the Lucknow accounts as 
was credited for them in Haley Siccas, .there would be a 
difference of Fyiabad 16 Sun Siccas 71,910.
